The Pull) Mall Gazette publishes a de- 
spatch from Shanghai statiug that the 
Japanese troops are reporved to be rapidly 
nearing Moukden, 

‘The Daily News prints « despatch under 
a Vienha date stuting that the Chinese 
Roverninent is removing from Moukdey all 
the treasures stored there aud taking them 
to Jahol, whither the Kuiperor Hien Jong 
Hed iu 1860 because of his being pursued 
by the English and French armies, 

A British naval officer attached to the 
Chinese naval squadron which was en- 
gaged in the tight off the month of the 
Yalo river has written a'letter to the 
Graphic, which is published iv that paper. 
In this letter the writer gives additional 
details of the fighting and says: : 

“On board the warship Chen-Yuen the 
fighting was awful, The decks aud space 
around the guns were strews with human 
fragments and three of five men working 
& four-ton gun were blown up by a shell 
from the Japanese warship Naniwa, A 
fourth gunner was shot while trying to 
escape from the turret, and the fifth stuck 
to his post, This man fired three roundf 
at the Naniwa, one shell entering tho 
engine room of the Japanese ship and an- 
other smashing the forebridge. The Nani- 
w4 thon hauled off. The Chinese admiral 
rewarded the surviving gunner with a pre: 
sent of 1,000 tacla, 

‘A shell glanced from the steel deck of 
the Chen-Yeen and went through her 
tower shattering everything therein, A 
lieutenant who was in the act of speaking 
through the tube leading to tho. engine 
room, was blown into atoms and his head 
was left hanging to the speaking pipe. 
Huge fragments of armor and thé teak 
backing the roof was carried’away by shot" 
ordshing a large number of -sailors into a 
shapeloss mass. A European engineer 
who was groping about in an endeavor to 
repair a steam pipe was drenched from 
head to foot witu the blood of an assistant 
who was disembowellbd by his sido ‘by a 
shot from the eiemivs’ ship. The Chen- 
Yuen arrived at Woi-Hai-Wei the day 
after the fightin the saue condition in 
which she left-the battle. No attempt 
had been made to wash the blood from her 
or to remove the corpses which strewed 
hor decks.” 

Tho wiiter oxprosses the opinion that if 
the European powers could have seon the 
decks of the Chen-Yuen they would have 
foresworu war Lenceforth aud forever,

UNCLE SAM'S DEBT INCREASES. 


The Koceipts for Seplember at the U. 
Tremeury Department, 

WASHINGTON, Oct, &—Tho receipts of 
the Treasury Deparuinent for the month of 
Septom ber uuder the operation of the new 
tart law haye been mude public, The 

y até receipts for the month were 
$22, 621,235,a5 compared with $24,582,756 
forthe month of Se jtomber, 1893. Ac 
cording to the estimates upon which the 
new tariff Sill was based it was to pro- 
dcce from sugar $43,000,000 a year and 
from the income tax $15,000,000. No re- 
venne from either of tliese sources Is shown 
in the current receipts, for the reason that 
(he income tax does not become operative 
notil January 1, 1895, and three or four 
months’ supply of sugar was imported 
prior to the new law in anticipation of the 
ad valorem tax pliced upon it, 

From present indications, when reyenue 
from sugar and the income tax begin to be 
received, and customs and internal revenue 
receipts assume their normal conditions, 
as they are now gradually doing, a surplus 
for the fiscal year of between fifty and 
sixty millions at the preseut ratio existing 
between receipts and expenditures, is in- 
dicated, For the current year to date the 
expenditure exceeds the receipts lesa than 
a million dollars, 

The debt statement issued yesterday 
shows a net inorease ia the public debt less 
cash in the Treasury during September of 
$8,152,700.84. Tho interest-bearing debt 
increased $140,000, the non-interest bear- 
ing debt incrensed $824,182.95, aud tho 
ensh in the Treasury decreased $7,228,

ant-generalin the Hova army, and hun 
dreds of settlers in South Africa of allna 
tionalities are prepared to join the Hovas 
in the event of war, they having been 
offered five shillings aday and a plot of 
land if the Hovas are suecessful, The 
Hova army now consists of two divisions 
of infantry, well armed and drilled, and 
the Hova authorities claim that they will 


' be able before January 1 to take the fleld 


with 100,000 men- Later advices say that 
there is no foundation for ‘the report that 
the Madagascar ports have been block- 
aded. Foreign diplomats regard the situa- 
tion as hopeful and believe the differences 
between England and France will be set- 
tled amicably. 

The Chronicle, after its quivering terror 
over the situation in its issue of yesterday,

ists and trusts that they are ashamed of 
their story of strained relations with 
France and of the wholly unjustifiable re- 
port of a blockade of Madagascar, a re- 
port which was an invention on the face of 
The Chronicle professes to state upon 
authority that the Cabinet was summoned 
in connection with’ the reports of mal- 
treatment of British subjects in China. 

The Telegraph says it cannot be pretend- 
ed that the circumstances which caused 
the summoning of a Cabinet council are 
otherwise than alarming. The paper de- 
clines to even guess at the cause, but says 
the weight of opinion is in favor of attri- 
bating it to the French question, inas- 
much asthe mere matter of reinforcing 
the garrison at Hong Kong for the purpose 
of furnishing protective escorts to Tien- 
Tsin and elsewhere could not require 
Cabinet authority. 

The Daily, News deprecates the scare 
which was produced on the stock exchange 
by alarming reports in regard to the rela- 
tions between France and England and 
characterizes the alleged anxiety concern- 
ing them as a mere flurry. The paper ad- 
mits, however, that the business for whose 
discussion the cabinet was summoned is of 
a most urgent nature but Says that a glance 


it the political horizon suggests reason for 
Wonder why cabinet councils are not held 


more frequently, The war. between China 
and Japan, the state of the Czar’s health, 
the situation in Madagascar and several 
other minor questions affecting France and 
England supply topics concerning which 
the cabinet may well be summoned. 

The Standard says that for whatever 
purpose the cabinet may have originally 
convened it is certain that one of the sub- 
jects occupying its attention will be the re- 
Jations between Great Britain and France, 
which’the paper believes are of the most 
cordial nature. But if they are to continue 
80 French public opinion should be cour- 
teously acquainted with the misgivings 
Great Britain has in regard to the conse 
quences of armed action on Madagascar. 
If France will givea frank disclaimer of 
any intention toannex the island, or to 
turn the malagassy positions into French 
military garrison and French posts it 
would be pretty certain to disarm all such 
suspicion in England, The Standard dis- 
avows any intention of hectoring, but 
warns France that England will not allow 
her interests to be imperilled, 

A despatch to the Daily News from 
Paris says there is nothing pending be- 
tween France and England sufficiently 
grave to justify a scare Madagascar is 
the only black spot on the horizon and ac 
cording to Paris opinion Great Britain 
ought to restrain her officers from drilling 
Hoya troops or to insist that they quit the 
British service, but there is no sign of a 
national paroxysm against England, The 
anti-government newspapers, seeking to 
make capital, denounce the lethargy of the 
cabinet in defending the interests of 
France 

A despatch to the Daily News from Ber 
lin says the German foreign office sees no 
cause for alarm and ascribes the English 
and French cabinet micetings to be held 
to-day to the situation of eastern affairs, 
Reuter’s agency virtually denies the re 
port it circulated that the Madagascar 
ports have been blockaded, It expresses

prejudices, This is purely gratuitous and 
thelr childish assumption is an indication 
that practical arguments in favor of the 
transaction are diflicult to discover 

This line ofargument has reached its 
legitimate conclusion in the patronising 
declaration by the French 
press that the English speaking minority 
miy have «a representative In the cabinet 
80 lone ts he is content to be amerve cipher 
but that the moment he yentures 
any ideas of his Own, even fa connection 
with the department for which he is direct 
ly responsible to the legislature and the 
country, the Government must undertake 
torun the proyince without Enylish a 
sistance. This means thAt asa slight a 
knowledgment of the stipport which the 
Government gets in English votes, in 
fluence and monvy, the Loglish-speaking

TRUSKY SPEAKS OF HIS CRIME. 


He Would Have Killed Another Man if 
He Had the Chance, 


WInpsor, Oct. 4.—For the first time 
since Joseph Trusky Was convicted of the 
murder of Constable Lindsay at Comber on 
May 8 last and was sentenced to be hanged 
at Sandwich on December 14 next, he has 
opened his lips and made a confession 
which shows that he contemplated the 
killing of another man as well, before he 
put a bullet into his own breast. ‘Trusky 
sent for Deputy Sheriff Rumble and said 
that the only thing which troubled him at 
all was the fact that his brother-in-law, 
George*Taylor, was still alive, 

“He was the man [ wanted to yet at 
first,”’ said Trusky, “but how T came to 
shoot Lindsay before Isettled. him is more 
than [know. He was the 
who told Lindsay that I killed the horse 
audit was through him that I was ar 
rested. I would feel perfectly satisfled if he 
Were out of the way, but as it is I want to 
live in order that I can get a chance 
to finish my work.” 

The murderer expresses ‘himself as not 
pleased with the attempt made to prove 
that he was not responsible for the deed 
but wishes it understood that he knew 
well what he was doing. He thinks the 
fact of the constable arresting him for 
killing his own horse was sufficient provo: 
cation, and cannot understand how any 
jury or judge could have seen it in any 
other light, On these grounds only. he 
thinks he is entitled toanew trial. He 
says that he does not expect to be hanged, 
but is perfectly willing to spend a few 
years in the panitentiary, In his mind, 
suchathing as hanging is simply out of 
the question 

“Had I killed both Lindsay and Taylor,” 
he said to the deputy sheriff, “I would: be 
sutisfled to go up for five years, but under 
the ciroumstances three years is plenty, 
When I get out I will attend to Taylor, 
and after serving a few years for that I 
will settle down, providing no one else 
meddies in my «affairs, Hanging may be 
all right for those who kill men for money 
When they do so they deserve to hang, 
but if the laws of this country don't allow 
“& man to get any satisfaction, then the 
soorer I get out of it the better.’’

Down there they have nothing 
wha'over, not even feed for their stock 
They have for six weoks been selling their 
hogs, from 75to 150 pound hogs, for 50 
cents and they are killing horses and cattle 
to keep them from starving to death, A 
man can buy horses from 50 cents up down 
there, and in some places the traveller sees 
auch notices as this stuck up on the fences 
enclosing the pastured stock: ‘Please 
walk in and take your pick."

CHINESE EDUCATION. 


They Are All Students so 
Light Goes, 

Tn no country is education more highly 
esteemed than in China. The ohild of the 
workingman, asa rule, can not hope to 
get more than a mere smattering. But 
soattered through the country are num- 
berless families, the membors of which for 
generation after generation are always 
students, and from whom, as a rule, the 
officials come, They have no knowledge 
of any business or trade, They corres- 
pond very closely to what are, or used to 
be, called gentlemen in England, and pre- 
serve their position with great tenacity, 
even when hard pressed by poverty, 

Rich parvenues, asa matter of course, 
engage tutors for their children and in the 
humblest ranks of life occasionally parents 
will atint themselves to give an opportun- 
ity to some son who has shown marked 
intelligence at the village school, But 
neither of these classes compete on an 
equality with those to whom learning is 
an hereditary profession, The cultivation 
and intellectual discipline prevailing in 
such families give their membors a mark- 
ed advantage over those who get no help 
of the kind at home, and who muét, there- 
fore, depend entirely on what they learn 
from their paid teachers. 

The orthodox scheme of education is 
entirely concerned with the ancient litera- 
ture of China. The original works which 
ocoupy tho student's attention were for the 
»most part written before the literature of 
either Greece or Rome had reached its 
prime, But there are commentators be- 
longing to later periods who must be per- 
used with diligence, China has n6t seen 
an influx of new races such as havo overrun 
Europe since the days of our classical 
authors, but, still, from mere lapse of 
timo, the language of the country has 
greatly changed, uud the child beginning 
his studies cannot without oxplauation 
understand asingle sentence, even if he 
has learned to read the words of the lesson 
which he has before him, The student 
makes himself acquainted as thoroughly 
as possible with those classical works. The 
more he can quote of them the bet- 
ter, but he must master tho matter oon- 
tained in them as well. 

He must get to know the different read- 
ings and different interpretations of dis- 
puted passages, and, finally, he practices 
himself in prose and verse composition. 
In prose he carefully preserves the ancient 
phraseology, never admitting modern 
words, though thare are certain technicall- 
ties of style which will prevent his pro- 
ductions from being an exact imitation of 
the ancient literature. His verses must be 
in close imitatihn of the old-time posts. 
They must follow elaborate rules as to 
rhythm, and the words must rhyme ac- 
cordind to the classical sounds, which are 
Very differont from those of to-day, —Nine- 
teenth Century,

London Papers think the War Has Gone 
Far Koough and Callon the Powers to 


Intorfors Tho Dangerous Condition 


That Would Exist Should Japan Cripple 
Ohina 


Oct, 5.—Commenting the 
castern situation the Po 

rhe present position of China cannot be 
lightly regarded If that eniplre were 
broken up or its position buiperiled the 
outlook would be extremely crave, Hither 
towe have been accustomed to regard 
China as an ally and we have treaties and 
agreements with her which require close 
attention, Li Hung Chang is the only 
mau of eminence in Chinn capable of ad 
vising the Emperor at this Juncture, He 
deserves any ald that England can afford 
him in the effort to save his country from 
the terrible dangers with which itis men 
anced, 

The Graphic says: It is tine a halt was 
called by the Buropean powers interested 
in keeping the peace, Neither Great Brit 
ain nor Russia can wish to see China per 
manently crippled by the Japanese, A 
state of chaos in the former empire would 
raise problems that might set the world 
ablaze.

Still Oooupying Coren, 

The Times publishes a despatch from 
ite Shanghai correspondent, saying a des- 
patch from Tien-T’sin denies the report 
that the Chinese have evacuated Corea 
and also denies that the Japanese are near 
the Yalu river or are occupying Thorntown 
Haven, Itis stated that Chinese trans- 
ports are moving with the utmost freedom 
in the Gulf of Pechili and that the war- 
ships at Port Arthur which were engaged 
in the Yalu fight will soon be repaired and 
ready for sea with the exception of the 
Lai-Yuen which was almost wholly burned, 

Advices Per Steamor Gaelio, 

SAN Francisco, Oct. 5.—Advices per 
steamer Gaelic are that a private letter 
from Shanghai received at Yokohama says: 

"The Chinese government, while on the 
one hand at war with Japan, has been 
brought to task by the French government 
forthe murder of a French missionary, 
According to China’s reply to France she 
may possibly have additional troubles 
upon her, At home the secret societies 
such as the Kotai Hwy, Peleon Hwy and 
the Tiente Hwy are on the point of rising. 
Details of these internal dissensions have 
been communicated by a foreigner 
who hias recently returned from Chefoo, 
The Chinese at Kwang Tung are said to be 
secretly rejoicing at these troubles as they 
believe that they presage the downfall of 
the T’sin dynasty and the restoration of the 
Han rule. 

A Shanghai telegram states that the 
Chinese government has declared to the 
French Minister at Pekin that the French 
missionary had been murdered, not by 
Chinese troops, but by a remnant of the 
Japanese who had been defeated by the 
Chinese at Gazan and dispersed in all 
directions to vent their rage at their de- 
feat. The Chinese government therefore 
disclaims all responsibility for the murder? 

The government of Pekin sent to the 
foreign ministers a despatch in which it 
expressed its fears that Japanese men-of- 
war sailing under foreign flags might at- 
tack China, and requested the Ministers to 
allow China to stop foreign men-of-war by 
firing blank cartridges at them and to ex- 
amine them before they proceeded on their 
way. The foreign ministers all refused 
their consent. 

Heheaded Their Own Priest, 

The government recently ordered the 
local oflicials to seize Japanese ships wher- 
ever found. The government believes 
that there are 800 or 900 Japanese who are 
disguised as Chinese and travelling in the 
interior. A Japanese gentleman who was 
travelling in Chinese dress was seized the 
other day at Shanghai and thrown into 
prison. He assured the Chinese that he 
was nota spy and asked them to examine 
acertain Chinese priest, as he was a per- 
sonal friend of his. ‘The priest was sum- 
moned, but before he came the Japanese 
effected his escape. The authorities were 
80 angry that when the priest came to their 
court they threw him into prison and be- 
headed him in the other's stead. 

The Japanese papers devote considerrble 
space to reports on the preparations for 
the battle of Ping Yang but as the Gaelic 
sailed from Yokohama only a few days 
after the great conflict had taken place no 
definite particulars had been obtained. 
The news of the Yalu river had also been 
received but nothing more than short des- 
patches indicating victory for the Japanese 
fleet. 

Confidence of the Japs, 

The following will serve to illustrate 
the confidence felt in Japanese success: 
“All our loyal and valiant military men,” 
says the Shin Chova, ‘are confident that 
by the third of November the Japanese 
army will have taken Ping Yang, crossed 
the Yalu and stormed the Youkden and, 
in that treasury of China, the Japanese 
flag will be unfurled and the Emperor's 
birthday and the Japanese victories cele- 
brated on that day.” ‘The victory at Ping 
Yang followed almost immediately the ar- 
rival of the Japanese Emperor at Hiorsh- 
ima where he is directing the war oper- 
ations, 

Representatives of the Taigal Koha, or 
“Strong Foreign Policy’? party now m 
Tokio held a mecting recently and dis- 
cussed the policy to be pursued in the ap- 
proaching session of the Diet. They arrived 
at a resolution that must not be 
made with China until an agreement can 
be come to with her securing the perman 
ent peace of the Orient. They further de 
termined that no expense must be spared 
to achieve the above result 

“It would tickle Viceroy Li did he see 
the personification of himself upon the 
Japanese stage by the now celebrated Soshi 
auctor Kawakami in the Asak Usa theatre,”

clothing were burning with a sizzling noise 
and sending up clouds of light smoke. 

The electric company was quickly noti- 
fled, and in a few minutes a repair waggon 
was at the scene with several employes of 
the company. Munroe ran up the pole to 
his comrade’s rescue with a pair of nippers 
with which to cut the wire. As soon as he 
touched the wire with the pincers he re- 


ceived a heavy shock and was thrown from ! 
the pole into the street, striking on his} 


head and fracturing his skull, Other help 
was secured, and Day was finally lowered 
from the pole. He was still breathing, but 
died on the way to the hospital. Munroe 
died an hour later, without recovering con- 
sciousness. 

At the same time this accident happened, 
Thomas McCarthy, an employe of the 
same company, who was working on 
light on the corner of Congress and Shan- 
ning streets, on the same electric current, 
received a severe shock and was knocked 
from the pole, falling heavilyon the side- 
walk. His condition is serious. One of 
his hands was badly burned, The cause of 


the current being on full strength while | 


the men were working on the wires has 
not been explained, butit is thought the 
trouble was in the power station and that 
the accidents were the results of careless- 
ness, 


THE CZAR |S DYING. 


His Hoalth is Much Worse Than Has Been 
OMictally Stated. 

BERLIN, Oct. 5.—The Kreuz Zeitung, 
which generally obtains accurate news of 
the Russian court, learns that the Czar is 
in a far worse state of health than has been 
officially admitted and that his death may 
be expected within a few weeks.

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DEATH OF HON 
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5S. KICHARDS. 


Ho Was Oneo w dieiscce of the Sandileld 
Macdonald Government. 
Toronto, Oct. 5.—The Hon. Stephen 
Richards, Q.C., one of the few remaining 
tmembers of the John Sandfield Macdouald 
Government, and a well-known legal 

practitioner in the city, dropped dead ye 
terday afternoon at the Toronto Ferry 
Company's shelter on the dock at Centre 
Island. 

Hon. Mr. Richards was a brother -of the 
late Sir W. B. Richards, Chief Justice of 
Queen’s Bench. He was born in Brock- 
ville in 1820, was educated in ‘Toronto, 
called to the bar in 1844, and created a 
Queen's counsel in 1858. His law practice 
became extensive and few became better 
known than he fn legal circles. [is emi 
nent standing at the bur won for lilm the 
Conservative nomination in Sonth Leeds 
for the Local House in 1861, bul he wos un- 
successful, and his first retarn to Parlin 
ment was in December, 1867, on the resie- 
nation of the then sitting member for 
Niagara. Inthat year he was appolnted 
amember of the Executive Council and 
Commissioner of Crown Lands. ‘Lhe fol 
lowing year he was appointed by the 
benchers treasurer of the Law Society, of 
which he was active member. 

Upon the defeat of the Sandfield Moc 
donald administration Mr. Richards prac 
tically retired from active politics and re 
sumed his legal practice. He was marricd 
shortly before his call to the bar to the 
daughter of the late Benjamin Chaffey, 
the contractor. He was a brother of Hon. 
A.N, Richards, of Victoria, B.C., who was 
Provincial Attorney-General of the North- 
west Territory in 1869, and who served the 
term of 187581 as lieutenant-governor of 
British Columbia. 

Of late years Mr. Richards’ health has 
been fast failing The last two or three 
winters he has spent in France, endéavor- 
ing to recover his health, but without suc 

“cess, The deceased gentleman was about 
70 years of age. He wes one of the counsel 
forthe Mowat Government in the cele- 
brated bribery case.

There were 46 Roman Oatho- 
No, 23 Oharch of England, 11 Preabyterlan, 
48 Methodlsb and 2 other denominations, 
Forty-six could neither read nor write, 72 
wero temperate and 68 Intemperate. Tho 
cost of malutcnance was $2,279, and the 
dally cost per prisoner was but 64 centsa—a 
very low figure, which 1s equalled by 
few prisons tn the province.

The General Purpose Cow, 

+ ‘Beef production and milk production in 
the same animal are often useful to the 
farmer, but should not be the aim of him 
who dosires to receive the greatest amount 
of profit from the dairy, A first-olnas 
beef and milk and butter cow, combined 
in the one animal, is rarely, if ever seen; 
either the beef tendency will prevail, or 
the daivy qualities, All animals require 
ao much food for support, and the balance 
that they are able to digest goes to keep up 
heat in the body and to the production of 
fat. This fat will not be evenly distri- 
buted,—half in the animal frame and halt 
in the milkpail. If the animal has been 
bred long in the line of beef production 

g rather than milk and butter, the greatest 

\ mount of this fat will go to beef, and the 
reverso, The first-class dairy cow cannot 

j be made very fat while in good flow of 

“milk. She cannot digest enough rich food 
above the amount required to maintain 

support to deposit a large amount of fat 
on her bones and maintain a heavy flow of 
milk at the same time. The general pur- 
pose cow, then, is not a strict reality, 
though there may be good milking strains 
of beef breeds, which are usefal where 
beef is the main object.

Agricultural Science, 

At the recent meeting of the Society for 
the Promotion of Ayricultural Science, 
held at Brooklyn, N.Y., Prof. Win. Saund- 
ers, president, in his opening address, 
gave o review of the work of experiment 
stations in the United States and Canada, 
particularly the latter. A feature much 
dwelt on was the experiments in hybridiz- 
ing grain and fruit, Over 700 varieties of 
grain have been produced, of which 400 
are still under oultivation, in the attempt 
to develop useful sorts. The most numer | <F 
ous hybrids have been those of differeut 
kinds of wheat. ‘The Red Fife, the leading 
Canadian wheat, has been crossed with 
many imported varieties, the most note- 
worthy being the Ladoga wheat, a bearded 
variety from Russia, grown in high lati- 
tudes near the lake of that name, and 
ripening earlier than the Red Fife, and 
several varieties from the Himalaya moan§ 
tains, at altitudes from 400 to 11,000 feet, 
fiybrids have been produced, ripening from 
four to six days sooner than the Red Fife. 
The drawbacks have been that the Lado- 
ga wheat makes flour which gives bread of 
dark color; and the Himalayan wheat is 
generally less vigorous than Red Fifa 
However, by selecting the best hybrids, 
improved varieties of wheat are being de- 
veloped; 227 of the 400 thos created, are 
still preserved and cultivated, 

In barley, numerous lybrids have been 
produced, the two rowed and six-rowed 
having been crossed, as well us other vari- 
oties, 

Prof, Saunders, believes that he has pro- 
duced a genuine cross between wheat and

mAthod of ventilation and of making a 
cement floor, . We quote a fraction of his 
remarks; 

“My plan of ventilation is to bave an 
open hay chute above the manger and ex- 
tending the entire length of it, and we 
arrange the barn so that this bay chute 
comes at the side of the barn floor above 
and just under the edge of the hay bay, 
my barn being a basement barn, With 
plenty of windows and doors below and 
this opening over the manger, and good 
bedding used freely, the air of ee stable 
is always sweet and wholusome. For lay- 
ing stable floors only Portland cement 
should be used, but as a barrel of it will 
make nearly 100 equare feet of tloor for a 
cow stable, and good Portland coment can 
now be bought at $3 per barrel, the cost of 
the material is actually less than that of 
plank and joist, for with suitable joist aud 
a two-inch floor it will require nearly 400 
foot of lumber for 100 square feot of floor, 
and this would cost me $2 a hundred 
for pive or $2.50 « hundred for oak 
lumber. My entire stable is floored 
with cement—horso aul cow stalls, 
manger, manure ditch, collar and bedding 
room and u walk two foot wide back of the 
manure ditch, 

“To make this we mix one 
part of coment to six parts of good gravel, 
or finely broken stone four parts and 
coarse sand two parts, will answer, This 
is thoroughly mixed dry, then slightly wet 
by sprinkling with a watering pot, and 
thoroughly mixod until every pebble is 
coated with the cement, and then rammed 
solid. ‘The fluishing coat is mixed, two 
parts of sand to one of coment, thoroughly 
touipered and poured on quite thin aud

Oil the Hurticas.

There are a fow 
thiugs that must be understood to do this 
work to be a benefit to your property,

of a temperattre of about 100 degrees; 
about a pint of good, home-made soft soap 
can bo added to each set of harness, 
Harnessmakers use saisoda to remove the 
dirt, but I prefer good soft soap. Allow 
the harness to souk about half au hour: 
then with a good stoue rag or brash remove 
all.the dirt, Use «a board to wash over;

I would by all 


means adviso the use 
ALIDE AND CHAIN, of the chain in tying 
cattle, After twenty years’ exporionce, I 
bave found this to be the best way. I 
shall nevor forget the first time I saw caitle 
fastened iu stanchions; it reminded me of 
the pictures I had seen of the way prison 
ors were punished in the olden tines hy 
being put in the stocks, and I cannot ui 
derstand how any enterprising breeder 
would for one moment endure it in 
his buildings, Tho way we fasten our Jer 
seys is by a chain sliding up sud down on 
an iron rod, made with finch iron, 
twenty inches long, bolted to the side of 
the division, top and bottom, All our 
cows are in single atalla (which is by fir 
the best) four feet wide by seven feet in 
length, including manger; the divisions are 
six feet long, threo and one-half feet in 
height at the cow's head, and three feet be- 
hind; this is sufficient to separate thom 
and does not hide them in the least. The 
divisions are made with one-inch planed 
T. & G. boards; posts at each end three by 
six, and grooved sufticiently to allow the 
board to be sunk into the post, Opposite 
where the rod js we put a one-inch board 
on end between the planed boards, 80 as to 
have it solid to hold the bolts frinly. This 
gives a perfectly smooth division three

inches thick, and no posts projecting to 
rub the skin off the animal’s hips when it 
lies down, Our mangers aro made 60 as to 


slide out like o drawer; they are 
about four inches above the 
floor, and can be removed any 


time to remove any foul stuff that has 
gathered, We have the front of the stalls 
boarded up with one and one-quarter-inch 


wa a slide will have to be made above 
the manger so as to feed by it instead of 
over the top, This is ensily done by hay- 
ing a one and a half inch plank one foot 
wide, at an angle of forty five degrees, just 
above the manger and fastened at every 
division with tron, 

When I make imy nightly visit to the 
stables and notice the comfortable way in 
which the cattle are resting, with their 
heads curled round just the same as if they ; 
were on pasture, I am satisfied that the 
chain js by far the best and most humane 
way. 

An Effective Harrow.

Fountain ink wells and pens are not nov- 
elties in these days, but the reservoir prin- 
ciple has just been applied to a brush by 
an English manufacturer, In this device 
the handle, A to C, is hollow and forma 
the storage vossel. C is a cap witha 
screwed junction uniting it to the body of 
the brush. B is a cap of a similar kind, 
but formed with a hollow circular space at 
its contre. Through this the bristles of 
the brush propor pass.

7. Turn the pots frequently, pinch off 
withered flowers and faded leaves, Allow 
all Holland bulbs to root six oreight weeks 
fn the dark before bringing to the 
window, - 

8 Give weak liquid manure once a fort 
night to all plants showing buds—never to 
half-grown plants. 

To comment a little on these rules, It 
is useless to select summer blossomers for 
the house in winter. A few begonias, abu- 
tilons and petunins are practically ever 
bloomers, but most plants must have their 
season of rest.» Few roses, geraniums or 
fuohias bloom well in winter, but these few 
any floristoin name, Alliums, ageratums, 
cannas, oyclamen, cinerarias, petunias, 
nicotiana, callas, the otalicite orange, 
hyacinths, paper white and double Roman 
narcissua, and Chinese sacred lilies are 
among the surest bloomers for the begin- 
ner. 

Nearly all plants can be grown in a mod- 
erately warm room, but in either a very 
warm or quite cool room the choice must 
be more restricted. For instance begonias, 
heliotropes, impatients, sultani, salvias and 
torentias would soon come to grief in a low 
temperature (unless protected well at 
night), while they would flourish in the 
Warm room. The exact reverse would be 
the case with carnations, ten-week-stocks 
and camelias. In the same way bogonias, 
primulas, nicotiana, and a few other plants 
will flower well ina shady window, while 
roses, geraniums and heliotropes must have 
sup, and plenty of it, to bloom. 

Itisthe attention to the minutae of 
plant culture that makes the successful 
amateur. Yot these rules are not burden- 
some to the true flower lover, for it is not 
@ task to minister to our friends’ resonable 
wants, as our plants’ wants are? Clean, 
well fed plants are always ready to bloom 
if they have half a chance,

Those who understand how red 
clover take} so much of its nourishment 
from the air, will have little difficulty in 
believing this ns the flat pou, like the clo- 
vers belongs to the leguminosw family. 
Four tons of dry hay per acre can be ob- 
tained if three cuttings are made, The 
firat cutting takes away all chance for an 
early honey crop, but, if we undorstand it 
correctly, ths beea gather a rich harvest 
after the firat cutting, aud not until Ooto- 
ber is its yield of nectar over, A some- 
what serious drawback to growing it in 
this country is the difficulty of getting a 
Btart as it is very liable-to be winter-killed 
during the first and second years,” 


Sugar Syrup as Food for Hoes. 

T have tried many different recipes for 

making bee feed without any of them 
proving very satisfactory. If the syrup is 
too thin it will sour and if too thick it will 
granulate. ‘The principal trouble I had 
with it was that it would get so hard in 
the oells that even a robber bee could not 
eat it, A beekeeper who has had twenty 
years of experience in making syrup for 
poda fountnins, etc., and had encountered 
the same difficulties, recently made public 
the process he now uses, He says: ‘'Many 
yeurs ago we commenced the cold-water 
process, and since then we make a uni- 
form quality of syrup that will keep— 
probably indefinitely—without fsouring or 
erystallizing. * 
' “Our plan is to take a ten gallon keg (a 
barrel could be used if necessary), knock 
out the head and with it make a false Lot- 
tom that will fit inside the keg. Bore the 
false bottom full of small holes and put in 
pogs to hold it up about six inches from tho 
bottoin of the keg. Then take about three 
er four thicknesses of white flannel and 
put it over the false bottom, stuffing it 
around the edges. Putin granulated sugar 
until about half full, pour in cold water, 
set the keg in the cellarand let the mixture 
percolate throngh the flannel. 

“When the chamber below the false 
bottom is full draw the liquid off through 
the fuucet and pour back. After the first 
dranght the syrup is fit for the beca, All 
you have to do they is to draw off tho 
syrup and add more sugar and water, We 
have always fed oyr bees with this when 
they needed winter feeding. With a barrel, 
a large quantity can be made in a short 
time,” 

The recipe given above has been copied 
by all the bee periodicals, and tried by 
maby veterans, who pronounce it a suc- 
cess. In this way a# find syrup can be 
made for the table which wiil not annoy 
the housekeeper by granulating in the 
pitcher.—Mre, I. Harrison, in Orange 
Judd Farmer.

This 
is due to the fact that they are tropical in- 
sects, which, although they are very in- 
jurious in the southern states, cannot exist 
for any length of time in our climate, 
“The granary weevils are small brown 
beetles, a little more than one-eighth of an 
inchin length, which lay their eggs in 
holes which they bore by means of a 
slender beak in the dry grain. When 
young grabs hatch, they complete their 
growth and turn to beetles again inside 


the grain where the egg was laid. 
By this time they have eaten 
out all the interior of the ker- | 
nel. The beetles then emerge and con- 


tinue the work of destruction. When 
grain is kept in store for a long time, this 
injury may be considerable in hot climates; 
but in Canada the cold of our winters stops © 
their development and destroys the beetles, 


Canada even to the same oxtent as the true 
weevils, although occasional instances of 
its ocourrences haye been brought to my 
notice. In the southeru states, where it 
is very abundant, the moths fly from the 
granaries and lay their eggs upon the ripe 
grain in the fields; the eggs of young cater-

Evergreens Healthful, 

Dr, Alfred L. Loomis of New York gives 
this interesting scientific testimony to the 
valae of evergreens: ‘It is stuted that 
whenever the pine, with its constant ex- 
halation of turpentine vapor and its never- 
failing foliage can be distributed in 4 pro 
portion to the population, the atmosphere 
can be kept not only aseptic, but antisey~ 
tie by nature's own processes, independent 
of other intiftences, except a certain anount 
of sunshine and iooistare, It is not pos 
sible for everyone to take his weak lunge 
to an antiseptic air, but it is possible to 
render the air of most localities antiseptio. 
I would, therefore, impress on the public

Woe had our firat taste of co bear today 
when Mr, Franklin took the place of Sow 
ard Wastfalt and prepared the lean parts 
of the oub shot on ‘Tuosday for our dinner 
tablo, A platter 2 foet long and 16 inc hes 
broad, heaped full of hamburg steaks mado 
of cub flesh, was none too much for 15 men 
—nasure indication of the popularity of tho 
meat In a crew Iiko ours Young bear ia 
much esteomed by all the Norwogian sail 
ors, but the old animals, they say, are rath- 
er rank. A pooullarity of ico bear as an 
article of food is tho supposed danger of 
eating its liver, which is gonerplly believed 
to bo poisonous. This theory has boon 
contradicted on what appears to be good 
authority, but you couldn't hire a Norwe 
gian to taste boar's liver for love or money 

Captain Pedersen has been mourning 
the loss of the sho bear that was shot on 
Sunday and got away to the ice. He re 
fused to believe the poor brute bad been 
buried by foe or drowned in the sea and 
today organized a party to go ashore and 
look fo1 tho dead or dying victim of too 
much curiosity, They searched Tablo is- 
land and crossed on the ico to Phipps’ is- 
land, but could find no bear, either living 
or dead, Nor were they able to get a shot 
at anything else. Steward Wastfalt, who 
was out on his own hook, secured half ao 
dozen arctic birds of beautifal, thick plum 
age, perfootly white. The woanded bear 
must havo boon drowned or buried by ico 
unless sho was shrewd enough to perform 
upon herself the surgical operation which 
the polar bear is known to be adopt {n— 
tho stoppage of homorrhage by pulling out 
clawfuls of her own hair and stufling 
them in tho wound, thus gaining enough 
strength to make good hor oscape. 

Tho polar bear is a peculiar beast in 
more respects than one, If a man comes 
upon a bear unexpectedly, the best thing 
to do is to run at him, shouting and way- 
ing tho arms, whereupon Mr. Bear becomes 
frightened and runs away, If the man 
run from the bear, tho’ bear will be sure to 
run after the man. In such an emergonoy 
the best thing the pursued biped can do, 
if he is not too badly scared to think, is to 
take off his hat, his coat, his mittens und 
other articles of wear, one aftor another, and 
toss them to the pursuer. The beur can 
easily outrun a man, but is burdened with 
so much curiosity that he will stop to 
snuff at every strange object found in his 
path. The weak and awkward feature of 
the little game of running at the bear and 
scaring him out of a week's growth before 
he gets achanco to scare you is that, while 
the bear never fails to improve his oppor- 
tunity when it comes, sometimes he ts 
boorish enough to refuse to run in the right 
direction when you take your turn. A 
collision under such circumstances is nut 
greatly to the disadvantage of the bear, 
but is likely to be uncomfortable for the 
man. The Norwegians are not afraid to 
meet a bear face to face at close range if 
they havo a boathook or pikestaff in their 
hands. They approach tho bear on the 
sunny side, where he has his front paw up 
to shade his eyes, he being unable to sve 
in the bright sun without taking this pro 
caution. The experienced Norwegians take 
the sunny side because the bear cannot 
see them very well there, and coming close 
to him they plant tho end of their pike- 
staff in the snow or ice and permit him to 
Tush upon it and stab himself to death.

within tho leo of Table island, where wo

This is the Norwegian Fourth of July, 
the anniversary of the adoption of the na- 
tional constitution, and the Norwegian 
mombeors of the expedition joined with 
the crew of the Jarl in celebrating the oo- 
casion. ‘They holsted the American and 
Norwegian flags to the masthead, fired a 
salute with the cannon which the Jarl car-

In the afternoon the barometor roso a 
little, and the wind went down, inducing 
Captain B. to try another look at tho ico 
to the north.

16 was 
in these watexs more than a century ago 
that a young naval officer, Nelson by 
name, had an encounter with a polar bear 
which afcerward figured in history. It was 
Clements R. Markham, president of the 
Royal Geographical sooloty of England, 
who said that the young officer's expert 

ences with arctic storms and polar bear 
bore fruit at Trafalgar, Wo have no naval 
ambition, but fool that we are becoming 
pretty good sailors, As the Jarl steamed 
northward ima lead of ico Captain Bot- 
telfsen called the writer to the crow's nest 
for consultation. The wind was still blow- 
ing strong, and the tomperaturo was tho 
lowest wo have yet seen—11 abovo zero I, 
But we mounted to the nestin good sallor- 
man style, and after a quarter hour's study 
of tho situation agreed with Captain Bot- 
telfsen that it was useless to go farther, 
Only scattered patches of open water could 
bo soon ahead, and with the ice in rapid 
drift to the west we might be nipped and 
carried far out of our position, 50 we re- 
luctantly gave the order to turn back and 
to round a pointof ico just to the west in- 
to what appeared to be a large bay of open 
water, extending as far north as 81,15 and 
possibly to 81.50. Captain Bottelfsen is 
eager to make this much northing for us 
in order to carn the reward which we have 
promised him nnd his crew therefor, but 
we eare more now for reaching tho solid 
pack, where wo can begin our sledge jour- 
ney, than for the latitude in which it is to 
be found. 

We have been a little disappointed in 
not @nding a way to the northeast from 
tho Seven islands. There have beon years 
in thesé¢ waters in which, even as carly as 
this, in May, a ship could follow the edge 
of the pack to the northeast fora great 
distance. Such was Scoresby's experience 
in 1806, and with the ease with which we 
reached tho Seven islands we Lad reason 
to hope for better luck heyond that point. 
Nothing but ice grects the cye in that di- 
rection, however, and for an outlet to the 
north we are compelled to look westward. 

It bas been a favorite theory of ours that 
to the north of the Seven islands, or cast 
ward thereof, we should bo loss likely t« 
find the pack in driftto thesouth. There 
is supposed to be the dividing line between 
two main ourronts, one flowing to the east 
of Spitzbergen and the other to tho \#vst. 
In this supposition we have been strength- 
ened by ao lotter, received just before we 
left civilization, from Mr. Prentiss of Ban- 
gor, Me., who is noted as acareful and in- 
telligent student of the hydrography of 
the arctics. Mr. Prentiss’ opinion coin- 
cided with our own—that the best chance 
for pack work lies to the east. Stiil it is 


only a theory, and we may do quito as 
well a little farther to the west.

SCIENCE IN FARMING. 


Interesting Data Concerning the Experi- 
mental Schools of Canada. 

The splendid record which Canada made 
at the world’s fair in 1893 in the depart- 
ment of agriculture is not only evidence of 
the fertility of the soil in the dominion, 
but it is also a proof of the rapid strides 
which the Canadian farmer has made dur- 
ing the past ten years in the adoption of 
the latest and most approved methods of 
solentific and economic farming. The ex- 
cellence of the agricultural and horticul- 
tural exhibits made by Canadians at Chi- 
cago on that occasion was due in a large 
degree to the effective system of experi- 
mental farms established in various parts 
of the dominion a few years ago, Though 
of comparatively recent origin, these farms 
have done more to improve the condition 
of the ayrioultural classes, especially in 
the older and more densely populated 
provinces of Canada, and raise the stand- 
ard of Canadian farm products than is gen- 
erally known even among the people of the 
dominion themselves, 

In the United States, as far back as 1861, 
congress passed an act providing for the 
endowment of a colloge of agriculture and 
mechanic arta in the different states of the 
union by making a large grant of public 
land for that purpose. The quantity ap- 
propriated for each state was equal to 30,- 
000 acres for each senator and representa: 
tive in congress under tho representation 
fixed by the census of 1860. The money 
derived from the sale of these public lands 
was invested in safe securitios and the in 
terost only was used for the mainteuance of 
the institutions, The states themselves 
provided the necessary lanj and paid for 
theerection of all college buildings, It 
wasin this way that the foundation was 
laid for the prosent system of exporimental 
colleges and stations in the United States. 
The federal governmont under the provis 
fons of the Hatch bill, passed in 1886, 
made a further appropriation of $15,000 a 
yoar for the establishment and mainten 
ance of scientific experimental stations in 
every state of the union, and in the fol 
lowing year the office of experimental 
stations in Washington was oreated, giving 
the ontire system a ceutral advisory head, 

Canada first folt the noed of « similar

Favor of Foreign Interference 


British Ministers Are 


TO PROTECT FOREIGN RESIDENTS 


Ton Thousand Troops to Qconpy the Lead 


ing Treaty Vortae Misstonnrivs Kefuae 


to Leave Thele Postein tho Unprotected 


Districts The Poreign Dowers to Act in 


Concert for Their Protection, 


Lonponr, Oct. &—It can be stated an 
authority that the developments of the 
past week in castern affairs will lead to 
concerted action on the part of the Kuro 
pean powers, On Monday last N, B, 
O'Connor, the British Minister at Pekin, 
warned the foreign office by cable thiat 
the condition of affairs was such that the 
Government was not able to guarintes 
protection to the forelgn residents at th 
treaty porta and the missionaries io the 
interior of the country, ‘The Minister 
the same despatch stated that the Chiness 
imperial council was disorganized and that 
the collapga of the government was not 
looked Upen as an impossibility and ad 
vised that instant action be taken for the 
protection of the lives and property of 
British subjects in China, 

The substance of this despatch was at 
once communicated by Lord Rosebery to 
the Governments of France, Russia and 
Germany, with the suggestion that the 
powers co-operate in increasing the guard 
at the treaty ports ind in measures for the 
protection of the missionaries, When thie 
cabinet met on Thursday, friendly respori- 
ses from all three of the powers named 
had been received, and those so thorough 
ly cleared up the situation as to enable the 
ministers to give the premier and the 
Earl of Kimberley, Secretary of State of 
Foreign Affairs, a free hand to take 
whatever steps in the matter they might 
consider necessary. 

No question of intervention between 
Japan and China has arisen, however, It 
is reported that preparations are being 
made to send 10,000 troops to occupy the 
leading treaty ports, and if the present in- 
tengjion is carried out Parliament on re 
assembling will be asked to grant a credit 
of 24,000,000 to cover the expenses of the 
expedition. Since the holding of the 
Cabinet council instructions have been 
cabled to the British Minister at Pekin 
and to the British consuls at all the treaty 
ports to send to the mission stations in 
the iaterior imperative instructioos for the 
withdrawal of all the missionaries to the 
protected coast districts, The consuls are 
empowered by their instructions to call 
for’ assistance upon Vice-Admiral Free 
mantle, commanding the British fleet in 
Chinese waters, who is authorized to send 
gunboats to any possible distance if such 
action be deemed necessary to cover the 
withdrawal of the missionaries. The in- 
structions also direct that all missionaries 
without regard to nationality shall be 
protected. 

The few and meagre telegrams thus fir 
received from the Minister and consuls 
from the nearest mission stations indicate 
that the missionaries there are determined 
not to desert their posts, but to continue 
their work in the face ofall risks. 

Private advices to the Army and Navy 
Gazette explain away the Japanese charge 
that Vice-Admiral Freemantle signalled 
to the Chinese the approach of the Japan- 
ese fleet. ‘The British vessels, it is said, 
used their search lights in order to reveal 
their nationality and thus preventing an 
assault upon them by mistake. 

The offers of mediation between China 
and Japan are all widely divergent. The 
truth of tho matter is that it is the general 
belief in official circles that the members 
of the Cabinet are unanimously against 
any foreign interference, and so far as 
Great Britain is concerned, favor allow- 
ing the Japanese to reap the full fruits of 
their victories unless, of course, they seek 
to injure the commercial interests of Eu- 
rope. 

The largest Protestant inland mission in 

China is engaged inthe provinces of Se- 

Chuen and Hu-Pei, in which provinces 

anti-foreign riots have most often occurred. 

The managers of these stations think of 

withdrawing the workers under their sup- 

ervision or sending fresh drafts of mission- 
aries to the various stations in their dis- 
trict, they having received advices that 

there is no more cause for fear or ill- 

treatment than usually exists. 

The same may be said of the Catholic 
missionaries, whose numbers are largely 
in excess of the Protestants. In New 
Chang and Moukden, which are near the 
centre of the district where the war is now 
being carried on, there were stationed 28 
Catholic and 17 Protestant missionaries. 
The latest mail advices recelved from these 
points state that the churches and houses 
of native converts have been pillaged and 
burned, but that the foreign residents 
have meanwhile remained unharmed. 

The position of affairs debars the Ad- 
miralty from sending explicit orders as to 
how to dispose of the vessels covering the 
post, but Vice-Admiral Freemantle has 
been advised to station gunboats at Che- 

Foo, Ichang and Hankow and also at the 
furthest inland port, Chun-King. At 
Shanghai the Indo-European police force 
Will be increased on representations made 
by British shippers there, 

The British Government at Hong Kong 
recently asked the home government for 
u decision upon the question whether or 
not rice was to be considered as contra- 
band of war. The Karl of Kimberley, 
Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, tele- 
graphed a negative answer and at the 
same time warned the Japanese authori- 
ties of the refusal of the Government to 
admit rice as contraband. The settlement 
of this question was shirked during the 
Franco-Chinese troubles and the decision 
fx against the interesta of the Japanese 
and will not tend to increase the friendli- 
neas of that nation towards England.

ing only abont one quartetof the leaf stem 
as a convenient handle to use in inserting 
the buds, 

A T-shaped out is made in the bark of 
the seedling stock, about three or four in- 
ches from the ground, taking care not to 
injure the bark more than is absolutely 
necessary, Workers differ as to their 
method of making this cut, but it is of 
little consequence whether the horizontal 
cut is first made or the vertical one. In 
either case the insertion should be made so 
as to looson the edges of the bark in order 
to easily slip in the freshly cnt bud. 
In cutting the bud take the bnd 
stick in the left hand, resting 
it on the forefinger, with the 
‘upper end toward the body. The knife 
should be inserted a half-inch, or a little 
less, below the bud, and a cut is then made 

‘under the bud and deep enough fo take off 
‘with the bud a thin shaving of wood, ox- 
tending abont a half inch above the bud. 
The knife is then taken out, and the bad 
severed from the cion by a straight, hori- 
zontal cut. Budders ure abont equally 
divided as regards the question of remoy- 
ing the wood from the bund, The bud ie 
now ready to be placed in the seodling. 
Take the leaf stalk—left on the bnd for 
this purpose—between the thumb and 
forefinger of the right hand and insert it 
in the cut in the bark of the stock, push- 
jug itdown until the upper edge of the 
bud is slightly below the horizontsl out of 
the stock, The stock shonld now be 
wrapped snugly with raflis, two to four 
times around the stock Lelow the bud, and 
about three times above it. Unless this Is 
thoroughly done the air is not excluded 
aud the buds dry out so that anion with 
the stock cannot take place, After two or 
three weeks the bands should be cut on all 
stocks where the buds have taken. ‘his 
is geuerally all the precaution necessary 
to observe the first year. In the spring 
the stocks should be cut back with a sldnt 
ing cut, of abont a slope of forty-five 
degrees, and commoenciug from the oppo- 
site side from the bud, nud about half an 
inch above it. This completes the opera- 
tion, except that all suckers which start 
up from the stub should be removed,—

ally found on the outskirts of woods, cov 
ered with a tangle of blackberry, or other 
briars, networks of bushes and creeping 
vines. It is seldom found more than fonr 
feot above the}ground and is usually built 
from two to three feet from it. The neat 
is suspended by the brim from a forked 
twig, as shown in the ijlustration. 

The red-eyed vireo (Vireo olivuceus) is 
larger than the white-oyed, and has rathor 
a longer bead with « bright red eye. On 
a long, hot summer's day one may hear its 
gay and cheerful song floating on the air, 
whon all others are silent, The nest of 
this tireless songster is built much higher 
than his brother's with the white eye, it 
usually being built from five to twenty- 
five feet above ground, buat seldom higher. 
This nest is also suspended by the rim 
from horizontal forks of branches It 
consists of miscellaneous strips of fibrous 
bark and fine grasses on the inside, mak- 
ing a strong, durable structure. ‘The red- 
eyed vireo frequents the banks of streuins, 
and seems especially fond of pouring forth 
its joyful notes from among the branches 
of some sycamoie.—American Agricultur- 
ist.

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Beos aud Grapes. 

Nelson W, McLain, who was appointed 
by the United States agricultural depart- 
ment to investigate the complaint that 
bees destroyed grapes, has reported. He 
says: 

The bees daily visited the fraiv in great 
numbers and labored diligently to improve 
the only remaining source of subsistence, 
They inspected and took what advantage 
they could of every opening at the stem or 
crack in the epidermis or pancture mide 
by insects which deposit their eggs in the 
skin of grapes. They regarded the epid- 
ermis of the peaches, pears, plums and 
other fruite having a thick covering simp- 
ly as subjects for inquiry and investiga- 
tion, and not objects for attack. If the 
skin be broken or removed, they will, in 
case of need, lap and suck the juices ex- 
posed. The same was also true of the 
grapes, if the skin was broken by violence 
or burst on account of the fruit becoming 
over-ripe; the bees lapped and sucked™the 
the juices from the exposed parts of grapes 
and stored it in ells for food. They 
made no attempt to grasp the cuticle of 
grapes with their mandibles or with their 
claws. Ifthe grapes were out open or 
burst from over-ripeness the bees wonld 
lap and suck the juices from tho ex- 
posed seginents of thé grape nntil they 
came to the film separating the exposed 
and broken sedgments from the onbroken 
sedgments, Through and beyond the film 
separating the sedgments they appear to be 
unable to penetrate. I removed the outer 
skip from many grapes of different kinds, 
taking care not to rupture the filin sur- 
rounding the pulp. When these were ex- 
posed to the bees they continued to lap and 
suck the juices from the outer film until it 
was dry and smooth as was the filin be- 
tween broken aud unbroken sedyments, 
They showed no disposition to use their 
jaws or claws, and tho outer film, as well 
as the film between broken sedyments re- 
mained whole until the pulp decayed and 
dried up. 

After continuing the test for thirty days 
we sent to Michigan for varieties not ob 
tainable here; another colony of Italian 
bees were added to the rest and twenty 
varieties of grapes again exposed upon 
plates and suspended from the rafters. 
The conditions naturally prevalent during 
& severe and protracted drouth were avain 
produced and the test again continued for 
twenty-five days. The bees showed no 
more capacity or disposition to offer vio- 
lence to one kind of yrape more than an- 
other. No more attention was given the 
thin-skinned varieties than the thick skin- 
ned, As long as the skin remained wholo 
they did not harm tho grapes, Whon the 
pking were broken by violence, such as by 
cutting or squeezing, the juices oxposod 
Were appropriated,

Mrs. Westwood ran to the door, but for 
A moment could not see her son or anyone 
else for the smoke from the powder. 
When it cleared away she saw the form of 
her son lying prone on the floor with his 
life-blood oozing from a wound in his side 

Although almost prostrated by the terri- 
ble event the mother recovered herself suf- 
ficiently to reach the side of the wounded 
lad, and with the other members of the 
family who had hastened lorrorstricken 
to her assittance, conveyed him into the 
parlor, In the meantime Mr. Westwood, 
senior, had secured « revolver and fired n 
couple of shots in the direction the prob- 
able murderer was supposed to have taken, 
but without eliciting any response, 

Dr, Aylesworth was at once sent for, and, 
on his arriving, it was ascertained that the 
bullet had entered Frank's body between 
the lower ribs on the right side, and that 
it had embedded itself somewhere in the 
back, making a wound so serious that it Is 
regarded as improbable that the young 
man can recover, and his death is looked 
for momentarily, 

All kinds of rumors are in ci:culation, 
but mystery though the tragedy is to the 
family and the world, the would-be mur- 
derer is known to his victim, who per- 
tinaciously refuses to divulge his name 
A gaming incident or jealousy is said to 
lie at the bottom of his reticence, but he 
may yet be prevailed to tell the full, pur- 
ticulars of the events leading up to Satur- 
day night’s tragic affair. 

The glimpse secured of the man revealed 
a person of about thirty years with a dark 
moustache and an intensely white face. 

About # month ago, it is admitted by 
the wounded lad, a man threatened him, 
saying that he would yet get even with 
him (Frank Westwood), From words that 
dropped from his lips it is surmised that 
Frank thought he would be visited on 
Saturday night by his Nemesis, and, de- 
spite the well-known savagery of the dog, 
which ordinarily would have allowed no 
one to pass, the avenger, if avenger he be, 
succeeded in reaching his marked victim, 
although the dumb guardian was abroad. 
It is surmi from this latter fact that 
the would-be murderer must have been a 
friend and that the dog was acquainted 
with him to let him pass without even a 
growl, so far as anyone heard.

MOVEMENTS IN THE EAST. 


A Large Force of Japanese Land on the 
Chinese Const. 


Lonpon, Oct. 8.—Tien-Tsin correspon- 
dent of the Times telegraphs; ‘'Thé Japan- 
ese are pursuing the campaign toward 
Moukden cautiously, avoiding all dashing 
enterprises. Japanese cruisers are closely 
watching the Chinese fleet in the Gulf of 
Pechili. The Japanese by paying for sup- 
plies and keeping discipline are gaining 
the sympathies of the Coreans. 

The Daily Graphic prints a despatch 
from Shanghai saying that Japanese trans- 
ports have landed a large force at Talien- 
Wan, on the Chinese coast, northeast of 
Port Arthur, 

A despatch from Shanghai says: “Na- 
tive reports from the Corean frontier say 
that the Chinese have abandoned their 
positions at Ngan ard retired upon Kai- 
chan. There isa vague rumor that the 
Chinese officials contemplate totally 
blocking the Woo-Sung bar.” 

The Standard’s Berlin correspondent 
telegraphs: “The Japanese government 
has instructed Gen. Count Yakagata to 
inform the diplomatists at Seoul that the 
Japanese will not be allowed to plunder 
Pekinin the event of their capturing the 
city.” 

The Central News correspondent in 
Rome says: “It is semi-officially an- 
nounced that the Italian minister in Pekin 
has offered the Chinese government Italy's 
mediation in the question at issue be- 
tween China and Japan.” 

Panis, Oct, 8,—The French warships 
Isly, Alger, Duguay-Tronin and Lutin 
have been ordered to Chinese waters. It 
is semi-officinIly stated that, besides the 
protection of French residents in China, 
the French government has in view pos- 
sible contingrencles arising from the war. 
The Temps says that the naval officials at 
Brest have been ordered to hold the war- 
ships in readiness to proceed at a moment's 
notice, 

RoME, Oct. 8.—Despatches from Pekin 
say that that the Board of Foreign Affairs 
has issued a note to the representatives of 
the foreign powers limiting the irghts of 
neutrals. The British, Russian, French 
nd Italian representatives decline to ac- 
cede to China’s wishes in this respect. 

BERLIN, Oct. 8.—Under the approval of 
the Emperor Chancellor von Caprivi has 
telegraphed to Lord Kimberley, British 
Foreign Minister, informing him that the 
German squadron will co-operate with the 
English fleet to protect Europeans at 
Chinese ports,

SUDDEN AND UNEXPROTED 


Was the Death of Mr, John Lowls on Bate 
urday Byvonlog, 


The many friende of Mr. Joho Lewls will 
be both surp tied and yrloved to iwara of bt 
death, which took plavy ou Satard ‘y even 
ing ab soven o'clock, Mr, Lewis arose ar 
usual on Saturday morolog and was «a 
brvakfast wheo ho wae alrickon wiih fal: 
noss. Hoe soou recovered, bat not a fli stout 
ly to come down town, Towards oventy

noyonce well vooll hls sudden oollapay, 


His wite, daughter and son Frauk wore 
with him to the oud, bot the summons was 
so eadden that the family had nob thmo to 
sund for the other bwo sous, Jonos and 
Archar,the formerof whom fs wub-editor of 
the Hamilton Spectator, and the latter fe 
in buslooss in Souris, Manitoba, 
Mr. Lowle wes n native of Ohatham, 
Evglaud, where be was born on March Slab, 
1821. Though of English birth ho ts of 
pure Welsh extraction, both his parents 
having beep natives of Wales, Lis father 
Lewis Lowls oulisted tn the Britlhh army 
early in life, and was drafted Into the 
Tkoyal Ergineors, In 1823 hie corps was 
sent to the Woab Indies, aud during his 
service there, his children reolded with 
thelr geaudparents, near Aberystwitb, 
South Wales. The family moved to 
Devonport, Eogland tn 1827, and lived 
there aubil 1831, when Lewis Lewls come to 
Quebec wih bis regiment, and his family 
came with him The father was asingular 
ly upright and Gcdfearlng man, and was so 
noted In the regimen:s for hls plety that he 
was called by hls comrades, “the holy 
Lewls,"’ The Inflaence of his precep 5 was 
not lost on his children, His eldest son 
Eben became a prominent and useful min- 
ister of the Oongregational church in Eng- 
jand, and afterwards labored for many 
years, wibt: mach success, as a miseionery 
ju Hindostan. John, the aubj:ct of this 
sketoh, wes the fourth sou, in 1834 he 
wee spproctived toa I!quor merchant, but 
the business wes distastefal to him, aud 
after tivo years appreuticorhlp had exptrod 
he abandoned the calling and went toto the 
hardwore bualuess. For elght years, from 
1841 to 1849, he served as » clork In a 
whoiesale house in Montres}, but bls onter- 
prise and ambition prompted him at lest to 
lavoch Into bueloc:s on his own account, 
ead ju September 1849, he established the 
ficot hardware store in Belleville, and he 
hsjoontinued la buslowess every since, Mr, 
Lewis did much towards onoourging tho 
manafaocturinpg Interest of the clry. He 
was for some time engaged In the lumber 
business on an extensive scale, and was 
largely interested in the manufacture of 
skates, corriaye springs and hymes, bub as 
none of these enterprises proved profitable, 
they were one after the other abandoned. 
Mr, Lawis was a' ways regarded as one of 
the soundest and ablest of Belleyille’s busl- 
uess men. Ho was several times elected 
by hie fallow cltlz. ns, to represent them ad 
the municipal board, and while he served 
as a town councilor he was an energetic 
and faithful gaardian of the town's In- 
terets. Deceased was a member of the 
firat Oddfellows lodge estabiished in Mont- 
real, the Prince of Wales Lodge, which he 
jolned in 1844, Ho was also a member of 
the Masonio Soclety. For many yeara he 
has been a justice of the peace and a no- 
tary public. From early manhood 
Mr. Lewls had been in polities a 
staunch supporter of Reform princl- 
ples, and was one occasion the stan- 
dard bearer of his party. When the 
provincta! elections’ occurred {ta 1876, he 
wac Prosident of the Weat Hastings R-- 
form Assoclation and was selected by the 
Roformers of the riding to contest tt in 
their {pterest. There were two other can- 
didates In the fie'd, namoly, tho late 
Ketchan Graham and Thes, Wiile, 
Eq and the vote was split, 
and after a vigorous and excitlog contest 
Mr. Lewis was defeated by a narrow ma 
jority. In rellglon deceased was a 
Mothodiat all his Ilfe, having jolned the 
charch of his father and grandfather while 
a boy and remalned trae to {t up to the 
time of his death, For many years he we 
Sesretary of the Board of Trustees of 
Fridge ab. church. Ho was twice married. 
In 1851 he was wedded to Mary E Jones, 
eldest daughter of Rev. B. Jones, of Ov 
bourg, Oatarlo In 1871 Mrs. Lowls died 
aad two years later Mr, Lewls placed her 
alster ab the head of his household, She, 
with a f«mily of three sons and one 
daughter, survive him. 
The fuoeral will take place on Wednes- 
day afternoon ab 3 o'clock, Service at 
the house at 2:30,

Mr, Westwood accused the police autho 
ritles of trying to cover up their own 
negligence by making insinuations against 
the truth of his and his son’s story, 

It is now generally thought that the 
shooting was the crazy freak of some crank, 
though the fact that a man made inquiries 
for the location of the Westwood home 
early in the evening is unexplained. The 
name of a lady living in Victoria Crescent 
had been mentioned in connection with 
that wf Frank Westwood. And it was 
said that that the description of the father 
tallied exactly with that of the man who 
fired the shot on Saturday night. What 
amount of credit may be given to this 
Story is hard. to say, as there are many 
ridiculous rumors circulated as an expla- 
nation of the unfortunate affair.

Tnterfore in the War, 


Lonbon, Oct, 10.—The St. James’ Ga 
zotte prints a despatch from Chemulpo, 
dated October 8, saying that fourteen Jap 
anese transports are In the harbor, having 
on board 7,800 troops, and that 756 coolies 
had been landed since September 27. Ow 
ing to fears of an uprising of insurgent 
tribesmen the garrison at Seoul had been 
reinforced by 4,000 men, The Japanese 
pay for everything they get from the 
Coreans. The daily expense of Japan in 
maintaining her army in Coren is £60,000. 

The Westminster Guzet‘o publishes a 
despatch from Yokohama, which says it is 
reported there that the Japanese have cap 
tured Chee-Foo, The government, how- 
ever, has received no information confirm- 
ing this report. A despatch from Hong- 
Kong says the Foo-Chow river has been 
closed to shipping. 

The Times publishes a despatch from its 
correspondent in Yokohama confirming 
the report that the Japs have taken Chee- 
Foo, The correspondent adds that a 
Jopanese force hasalso landed at Taras- 
cada, near Port Arthur. 

The Times also publishes the following 
despatch from its Tien-Tsin correspondent; 
“Five thousand Russian troops are posted 
on the Corean frontier facing a Japanese 
force at Hun-Chun.” 

“Assaults on foreigners at Pekin and its 
environs are increasing in°frequency and 
gravity,asit has been always predicted 
must happen owing to the toleration of 
the foreign representatives who are really 
responsible. Each minister thinking to 
conciliate the government, leaves it to his 
colleagues to make protests, the result 
being plenary indulgence to street rowdies, 
For the same reason commercial rightsare 
invaded with impunity, Serious trouble 
must follow uniess the foreign agents 
deal firmly.”’ 

The Central News correspondent at 
Shanghai says the British and German 
clubs in Tien-Tsin bave adopted concerted 
measures for the defence of Muropean resi- 
dents, The yoluntcers are drilling steadily. 
Business in Tien-Tsin is at a standstill. 
Stores of skins and hides from the interior 
are accumulating on the bund. The Vice- 
roy works: night and day, but he keeps 
himself secluded, He has not been seen in 
port since the recent Chinese reverses, 

It is reported that reinforcements of 
marines for the British squadron in Chin- 
ese waters will goto their destination by 
way of the Canadian Pacific railway, as 
that is considered the quickest route, 

The British warship Undaunted has been 
ordered to Nagaski and the gunboat Fire- 
brand to New-Chwang. 

It is reported that the Japanese army is 
encamped to the north of the Yulu river. 
The despatch also says that a battle is im- 
minent, 

The Manchester Guardian publishes a 
despatch from its St, Petersburg corres- 
pondent saying that Russia sent a note to 
Japan in September claiming an interest 
inthe future government of Corea. Japan’s 
reply, it is asserted, was unfriendly to 
Russia’s proposal. 

A despatch to the Times from Hong 
Kong says the Chinese are preparing for a 
siege of Canton, and that panic prevails 
in that city. The Shanghai despatch re- 
ferring to the report of the capture of 
Chee-Foo says: ‘Iwo Japanese warships 
closely reconnoitered Chee-Foo harbor and 
the neighboring coast and then departed. 

The Times, in an editorial on the wat 
between Japan and China, contends that 
any attempt on the part of the powers to 
stop the war will be doomed to failure un- 
less supported by a tremendous display of 
force, which it says is out of the question. 
‘The power taking the initiative,” it says, 
“would make an enemy of the most power- 
ful and progressive nation in the east with- 
out advancing the cause of peace and hu- 
manity a jot. Chinaand Japan must be 
allowed to fight out their quarrel.”’ 

The Berlin correspondent of the Daily 
Telegraph says that reports of the capture 

y ‘oo were received in official circles 

in Berlin yesterday, but were not con- 
firmed. 





The Merritt Family in Troupie, 

WALKERTON, Oct, 10.—In the trial of the 
Merritt family, of Kincardine, true bills 
were found against Rachael Merritt and 
her mother, Mrs. Sophia Merritt, fon con- 
spiracy to shoot Wm. Stewart udge 
MacMahen, however, entered a verdict of 
not guilty, without allowing it to go to the 
jury. <A true bill was found against 
Charles Merritt for shooting at Wm. Stew- 
art with intent to do grievous bodily 
harm. This met the same fate as the 
other in being dismissed without going to 
the jury. A true bill was also found 
against Sophia Merritt, Rachael Merritt, 
James Merritt, John Merritt and Charles 
Merritt for conspiracy to burn the crops 
of Wm. Stewart. All these were bound 
over in their own recognizances to appear 
for trial when called upon. Itis altogether 
likely that they will never be called upon. 
They are a yery respectable looking fami- 
ly of good standing in the county and got 
into their present difficulty through the 
act of the prosecutor, Stewart, who is al- 
leged to have seduced Rachael Merritt 
and then married another girl. The latter 
gave evidence on behalf of her husband 
and hud no doubt atall that he was en- 
tirely innocent of the charge made against 
him by Rachael Merritt. No one else in 
court, however, had the same opinion.

DECISIONS IN THE SUPREME COURT. 


The London Betting Case—The Landslide 
at Quebec Citadel, 

OTTAWA, Oct. 10.—A numberof judg- 
ments wore given in the Supreme Court 
yesterday, but the “power to prohibit’ 
case was not touched. It is held over 
until next week. 

An important case deciding as to the 
liability of the Crown in the landslide 
which occurred at the Citadel of Quebec 
sone years ago was disposed of. The city 
of Quebec sued the Crown to recover dam- 
ages. The court held by three to two that 
the Crown was not liable. The case will 
likely be carried to the Privy Council. 

In the London election betting case, as 
to the result of the Carling and Hyman 
election, between Trebilcock and, Walsh, 


‘the court held that Walsh, who was the 


stakeholder of a $1,000 bet between Rich- 
ards and Trebilcock, ought not to pay the 
bet oyer, as betting was illegal, Trebil- 
cock sued Walsh as to paying over the 
amount, and the court belowheld with 
him. ‘The judgment was reversed, Tasch- 
ereau dissenting. 

Another important case whereby the 
subsidy to the Hereford Railway Company 
had been diverted to pay the workmen 
engaged in constructing the road.

The case was decided in favor 
of the Government.

As soon «as the fire was 
discovered the police ran to Connoly’s 
house and fotind him lying on the bed in 
mu intoxicated condition with but part of 
his clothing remoyed and with hands 
stained from haudling the oil waste. He 
will have a hearing by Mayistrate Hill on 
Saturday.

His Vhysician Telia Him That His @alady 
is Incurable. 

LONDON, Oct, 10.—The Standard's cor 

respondent in St. Petersburg sends the fol 

lowing story, the facta of which he saya 


he learned throtgh an ear witness 
"When Dr, Zacharin told the Czar that 
his malady was incurable, that care and 
attention might prolong his life a few 


months, but that 10 was useless to conceal 
the fact that no remedies would avail be 
yond a certain period, the Czar was ter- 
ribly affected. He entered another room 
and exclaimed to the occupants; ‘Dr 
Zacharin has just told me that there is no 
hope,’ Everybody was thrown into con 
sternation by the Czar'sa change of face 
and mien and greatly blamed Dr. Zacharin 
for speaking so bluntly.” 

The correspondent vouches for the cor- 
rectness of this story, He adds; ‘The 
Czarewitch will very shortly return here 
accompanied by Grand Duke Michael. The 
two will preside over the council of state 
and act jointly, They will be regents in 
everything except in name. Army reports 
have already been submitted to the Czare- 
witch, who will probably assume the chief 
command almost immediately, His mar 
riage appears to be somewhat remote, 
partly owing to the tradition that no Czar

INMATES BURIED IN THI RUINS 


Nine Bodies Taken Out Deond, While 


Numbor of Persons Are Severely Injured 


A Whole Family Killed The Herlek 


Bulldiog Was in Course of Erection and 
Was Tumbled Down by the Gale. 


New York, Oct, 1L.—A seven-story brick 
atructure Ip course of erection at 72 Mon 
roo street, collapsed yesterday during 4 
terrific gale and rainstorm. Part of it fel 
the other way on the house of 76 Monroe 
atreot, At least fifteen persons were known 
be in tlifs house, which was utterly 
erushed. A fow minutes after the crash 
the shrieks of the imprisoned victims could 
be heard blocks away. 

At o'clock three bodies had been taken 
from the ruins, two of them mutilated 
almost beyond recognition, nnd eighteen 
persons were under treatment for severe 
injuries received. The sehoolhouse next 
door to the wrecked structure was tem 
porarily turned into a hospital, 

At 215 o'clock in the afternoon the 
body of Solomon Ksroness was taken from 
the ruins. Shortly after five o'clock the 
body of Rosie Abraham, aged 18 years old, 
was discovered in the ruins. She lay be- 
neath a huge mass of debris. Till the 
finding of this body a slight hope was 
entertained that life might yet linger in 
those known to be in the ruins. 

During the afternoon the fow remaining 
members of the Abraham's family sorrow 
fully watched the search for their mother, 
father, sister and brother. Later in the 
afternoon if was decided to continue the 
search for the dead during the night and 
arrangements were made to have electric 
lights erected, ™ 

Captain Grant had his detectives hunt- 
ing, for&’ man named Amelaky, said to 
have had charge of the erection of new 
buildings, acting for the owner. S. 

The most remarkable incident in conl 
nection with the disaster was the almost 
miraculous escape from death of Jacob 
Koroness. Fornearly nine hours he lay 
under the debris, threatened every minute 
with instant death should a cave-in occur. 
A wire mattress had fallen across & couple 
of beams directly above him, thus giving 
him space in which to breathe. Notwith- 
standing the terrible mental and physical 
strain to which he had been subjected the 
young man maintained his nerve until he 
was placed on a stretcher. He fainted 
while being carried to an ambulance. He 
did not show any signs of outward injury, 
but the doctors at Gouverneur hospital 

The dend tre; Bertha Koroness, 48 
fear he is hurt internally. 
years old; Abraham Koroness, aged 9; 
Solomon Koroness, aged 21; Rosie Abra 
hams, aged 18; Meyer Steinman, aged 21; 
Jennie Steinman, aged 60. 

Fourteen persons were injured, more or 
less severely. Isaac Abrahams, his wife 
and 7-year-old son were missing, but were 
taken outof the ruins dead at midnight. 
None of the injured will die. 





Funeral of Poet Holmes. 

Bostoy, Oct. 11.—Amid a wealth of 
flowers, the brightness of which was a 
pleasant contrast with the gloomy skies 
and steady rainfall without, the 
plain blackcloth covered the coffin, 
bearing a plate on which waa 
inscribed “Oliver Wendell Holmes,” 
and containing all that was 
mortal of the famous poet who has just 
passed away in the fullness of his years 
and fame, was placed at the head of the 
main aisle in King’s Chapel yesterday and 
the simple funeral rites were held. After 
the service the body was taken to Mount 
Auburn and buried in the Jackson lot in 
which Mrs. Holines, the wife of the poet, 
was interred. Only the family and most 
intimate friends were present at the last 
rites, which consisted simply of selections 
sung by a quartette. 





Coal Schooner Sunk in « Collision. 

Fort Monnok, Va., Oct. 11.—The schoon- 
er Henry Lippit, Capt, Howes, with éonl 
from Georgetown, while anchored in the 
roads was run into by the Schooner Recs 
wing and sunk. Captain Howes, the mate 
and steward took to the rigging and were 
rescued at Midnight by the crow of the 
Bay line steamer Alabama, Five of the 
crew took to the bouts and have not since 
been heard from. Captain Howes thinks 
but two of the men reached the boat be 
fore the vessel sank.

KRalilway Accident in Quebec. 

QuEnke, Oct. 11.—A_ railway accident 
occurred on the Q., M, and ©, railway yes- 
terday, It was caused by a couple of cows 
running across the construction train’ 
Six men were thrown off the platform and 
the train was derailed. This occurred be- 
tween Grand Riviere And Cape Tourmente. 
George Desbien and Louis Lessard were 
killed instantly. Four men were serious- 
ly injured. One of them named Lambert 
had his left leg cut off and his left arm 
almost severed. He will die, The others 
received more or less bodily injuries and 
one or two are in a critical condition. 





Only Land Workers Wanted, 

Lonpon, Oct, 11.—The Mansion House 
relief committee has been advised by the 
Dominion Government that there is no 
room in Canada for any class of immi- 
grants other than land workers. The par- 
tial failure of the committee's emigrants 
sent to Montreal in the past season, it is 
expected, will practically stop this purely 
charitable emigration. It is now being 
urged upon the committee that they should 
bring back to England the emigrants now 
without work at Montreal. 





A Chicago Abscohder on Trial. 

HAMILTON, Oct, 11.—Cornelius Murphy, 
who was arrested here on a warrant charg 
ing him with passing forged paper to the 
value of $1,860 on the First National Bank 
in Chicago in September last, was brought 
before Judge Muir yesterday and remand 
ed for eight days. Murphy says he will 
fight extradition, and has secured Frank 
Fitzgerald as his counsel. The prisoner 
has been here about three weeks living 
with relatives, and during this time he has 
been watched bya Pinkerton detective 
also named Murphy. 





Died From His Injuries, 

Toronto, Oct. 11.—Harvey S. Qua, the 
6-year-old son of Samuel E. Qua, 11 Gwynne 
avenue, died yesterday. The little fellow 
was riding on a coal waggon when it was 
stopped at the house of his uncle across 
the street. When the waggon started the 
little chap attempted to get off. In doing 
so he fell under the wheels and was fatally 
crushed. The accident happened over a 
week ago, and the little fellow lingered in 
much agony until deith released him. 

A Missing Man's Body Found, 

Toronto, Oct. 11.—The body of Robert 
Irving, 27 Gladstone avenue, who has been 
missing for over three weeks, has been 
found on the lake shore, opposite the Ex- 
hibition Park. Deceased wandered from 
his son’s home. A search was made, The 
police were notified, but were unable to 
to trace the missing man. Robert Irving, 
the son, has not been slack in his en- 
deavors to find his missing parent. De- 
ceased was about fifty years of age. 








Cleaning Out the Detroit River. 

AMHERSTBURG, Ont., Oct. 11.—The Do- 
minion dredge Ontario has removed seve- 
ral large boulders from the Detroit river, 
120 feet out from the docks. One of them 
is nine feet by six by four feet. These are 
the rocks on which the Calumet damaged 
ber forefoot, which caused her loss four 
years ago on Lake Michigan and the place 
where the A, A. Parker struck last fall. 
Another big boulder has been located and 
will be removed at once. 





Conductors’ Oase Adjourned, 

MONTREAL, Oct. 11.—The enquete into 
the case of the Grand Trunk conductors 
charged with defrauding the company has 
been adjourned.

HusTincton, LL, Oct, 11.—During the 
heavy gale last night seven barges loaded 
with coal bound east and the large steam 
tug Belle McWilliams went ashore at 
Lloyd's harbor, and a woman and twa 
children were lost. Some men belonging 
to the crews are missing and are believed 
to have been drowned, The beach for a 
mile is covered with wreckage. 

The woman who wits lost was aboard 
the barge Jonnic Hughes, whose captain, 
James Murphy, was her brother, With 
her were her three children. At the height 
of the storm the woman and. children took 
refuge in the cabin, which was built upon 
the deck, A wave tore away the cabin and 
carried it into the sea. The wrecked cabin 
in which lay the womnn's body, was after- 
wards found about a mile from where the 
barge went ashore, Oneof the children, 
a li-yeartold boy, still alive, was found on 
the beach nnd was taken aboard the tug, 
which lays high and dry on the beach. 
The bodics of the other children have not

Last week an pvyerage of 276 carloads of 
wheat left Winnipeg over the O.P.R. for 
the east every day and up to the 26th 
Sept. no leas than 2,177,000 bushels had 
been delivered along the line of the Rall- 
way ogalnsd 762,965 bushel for the same 
perfod last year, or nearly threo times as 
much, Nodoubt this increase ts due as 
much to fayorable weather as to the crop. 
The yialble supply of wheat froreased last 
Week aboud two millon bushels which 
leaves the visible supply five milllon 
bushels more than last year, when there 
was on unprecedented abundance. Compar- 
ed with last year wheat fs 140 per bushel 
lower, corn, 10c and oats lo per bushel 
higher.

Guve No Clue to 


His Death. 


Young Westwood 


Ilis Slayer Before 


WORKING ON THE CASE 


OFFICERS 


All Toronto's Detective Force Engaged 


in Looking for Some Explanation of the 


Orime—The Adjourned Inquest Expect- 


ed to ring Out Some Interesting Facts 


Connected With the Case, 


Toronto, Oct, 11,—Frank Westwood's 
death was a terrible shock to the family 
Around his bedside were gathered his 
father, mother and two brothers All 
night long an anxious watch was kept in 
the silont chamber, for the physicians bad 
intimated that in their opinion the unfor 
tunate lad would not live through the 
night. His youth and vitality held out for 
bours against approaching death 

The statement which has been reported 
was made by the boy was taken on the ad 
vice of Dr. Lynd, who advised the youth 
to tellof the affair ashe remembered it 
He detatled the story of the events of the 
fatal Saturday night when he answered 
the door bell and was shot down ere he had 
time to peer out into the darkness, The 
statement did not differ from that made to 
Coroner Lynd in the presence of Detective 
Slemin early on Sunday morning just 
after the shooting. On securing the state 
ment the officer of the law left the room 
to continue the search for the assassin 

The deceased lad was quite resigned and 
content when told he could not live. Dur 
ing his 70 hours suffering since the assas- 


‘ sin’s bullet was fired he has been brave 





_enter by the relatives of the youth. 


and courageous, bearing untold agony 
without murmur or complaint. He said 
he was not afraid of death, and that he 
felt quite prepared. The police confess 
that they are puzzled by the case. Itis a 
mystery that they have not fathomed. Any 
amount of theory has been disproved, 
After securing the ante-mortem statement 
the detectives made several calls and veri- 
fled the last recital of Frank Westwood. 
So intensely interested in the case are the 
officers of the law that the chiefs of the 
departments are endeavoring to assist 
their subordinates in tracing a criminal 
who did not leave any tracks. At any 
moment they expect to find a missing clue, 
but up to to-day they are groping aimlessly 
about, With ahope that justice will not 
allow such a dastard to escape, and that 
the wide publicity given to the case will 
assist them, the police will continue the 
search for the assassin. 

Dr. Lynd called at the Westwood home 
a few minutes after Frank had breathed 
his last. Heat once informed the Crown 
Attorney of his patient’s demise. Coroner 
R. B. Orr at once issued a warrant for an 
inquest. 

The coroner's jury assembled at Lake- 
side hall. Reporters who sought admit- 
tance to the house were not allowed to 
This 
fact causes some comment, as it is alow 
unprecedented. This adds further to the 
mystery surrounding the case, After the 
jury was swornin they viewed the body 
and listened to an explanation of the posi- 
tion of the wound, the course of the bullet» 
and the probable position of the revolver 
from which came the fatal shot. The jury 
then chose their foreman and Coroner Orr 
fixed to-morrow evening at the hour of 
eight at No. 6 Police Station as the time 
and place of the next sitting. 

The circumstances surrounding the 
shooting and subsequent death of Frank 
Westwood are unparalleled by any previ- 
ous tragedy in Toronto or Canada. Ail 
attempts at finding some explanation of 
the crime have so far only tended to deepen 
the mystery. Some startling developments 
are expected at the inquest to-morrow 
night, and itis more than generally con- 
ceded that an arrest will soon be made. 





NEWS FROM THE ORIENT. 


The Chinese Emperor Getting to Work— 
Defonce of Pekin. 

Lonpon, Oct. 11.—The Times has this 
despatch from its correspondent in Tien- 
Tsin: 

Minister N. R, O'Connor has arrived at 
Chee-Foo aboard H. M.S. Alacrity and is 
proceeding in haste to Pekin. The Em- 
peror is now taking the initiative and is 
infusing new energy into the work of na- 
tional defences, mustering military re- 
sources the existence of which was scarce- 
ly suspected. The viceroys of Yun Kweli 
and Hukwang have been summoned to 
Pekin for counsel. 

The Japanese admiral has been making 
sham demonstrations with dummy ships, 
painted white like war vessels, but there 
always have been the sametwo cruisers 
appearing about the promontory of Shang 
Tung. 

The Japanese are taking elaborate pains 
to conceal their losses in the recent en- 
gagement, nevertheless the truth is 
gradually coming out. Their fleet was 
crippled more seriously than the Chinese 
were aware. 

The English papers received contain a 
falsified version of the Chinese emperor's 
declaration of war. The phrase ‘rooting 
the pestilential Japanese from their lairs,”’ 
isnot in the original. Experience has 
shown that Japanese accounts of events 
preceeding and during the war have been 
systematically misleading.

Lays the Blame on the Japa. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 12.—The first authori- 
tative statement of the Chinese side in the 
present war with Japan has been given out 
through the medium of a personal letter 
received by a gentlemiin in Washington of 
{nternational reputation. Chang Yen 

Hoon, amember of Toung Li Yemen, or 
Foreign Office, and formerly Minister to 
the United States, is the writer of the 
letter, and while itisof a personal chur- 
acter, he asks that it be given to the press, 
The letter follows: 

“ PeKIN, China, Aug. 21, 1804. 

“My DEAR FRIEND,—Since J last had 
the pleasure of writing you tne evils of 
war have fallen upon my country most 
suddenly. It may be of interest to you to 
know the exact causes of the unfortunate 
trouble between this government and the 
government of Japan, and which may be 
more correctly reported by me than it is 
likely to be reported in the papers of 
America, 

“In the month. of June last riots of a 
rebellious character broke out in the south- 
ern part of Corea, and as that country is 
tributary to this government it sought 
from us military assistance. Aécordingly 
1,500 troops were despatched by the Vice 
roy Li to the vicinity of the rebellion, a 
place named Ya-Shan, about 70 miles from 
the Corean capital, with no other aim but 
to suppress the rebela and restore peace to 
those unfortunate people. 

“The Japanese government on hearing of 
the action of the Imperial government 
sent immediately large forces, took pos- 
session of the Corean capital and fortified 
themselves in all the important positions,” 

“When the Chinese troops arrived at 
Ya-Shan the rebels dispersed and peace 
was restored. In accordance with a treaty 
between the two governments thatthe 
forces of both countries should immediate- 
ly withdraw after a riot or rebellion bad 
been suppressed, the Imperial government 
was about to withdraw its troops but 
Japan insisted on permanently stationing 
her military forces in that country. Soon 
afterwards Japan demanded that certain 
reforms should be forced on Coren, modi- 
fying its laws and asking the Imperial 
government to renounce all claims over 
Corea. My government could not consent, 
for itis not the custom nor do the laws 
permit that we should control the internal 
affairs of a tributary country. I need not 
remind you that history has for years told 
us that Corea is tributary to this country. 
And at the time when Corea sent her first 
representative to Washington, on my call 
at your state department the Secretary of 
State did not hesitate to acknowledge that 
Corea was tributary to the Imperial gov- 
ernment and that it was with its consent 
that she carried on treatics and negotia 
tions with foreign powers. 

“As matters were developing into a very 
dangerous state her Britannic Majesty's 
minister to this court was good enough to 
offer his services in the hope that the two 
nations might solve the question peaceably 
by arbitration. 

“The Imperial government was most 
willing to act according to the treaty’s 
stipulation between the two countries, On 
an intimation of her Britannic Majesty's 
minister that the withdrawal of troops of 
both would assist in a speedy arrangement 
we expressed our perfect readiness to re 
cal) our troops. The Japanese minister at 
Seoulinformed our representative there 
that he would advise his government to 
withdraw its troops and put a stop to 
further forces about to be despatched to 
Corea. But Japan would not listen to 
reason and disregarded all the solemn 
promises contained in the treaty stipula 
lations. Her Britannic Majesty's minis 
ter’4s well-meant intervention was of no 
avail. On being asked by this government 
your noble President also reported to the 
Japanese government in most 
terms how sorry he would feel to hear of 
the friendly ~relations being broken be 
tween the two and that he 
would consider it an unjust and unreason 
able and unnecessary war 

“Finally, the Japanese 
this Foreign Office a most unreasonable

If it had been the intention 
of this government to gain any advantage 
fromthe Corean trouble we would have 
ont more than 1,500 troops to that « ountry 
and they would have occupied themselve 
inother ways than in the suppression of 
rebels.

These tavo tollers of the sea went 
out fishing on Wednesday afternoon in a 
staunch fishing boat about twenty feet 
long with about seven feet beam. They 
were in company with a number of other 
boats, and although the wind was blowing 
quite hard they had no thought of danger 
until about 5 o'clock, when the storm had 
increased to such an extent that they de- 
cided to run for home, but the wind was 
against them and all the boats were obliged 
for their own safety to take in their sails 
aniirun before the wind with bare poles.

Carved Out His Pardon,

The disaster, coupled with the cal 
amity on Tuesday at the Luke Fidler 
shaft, has plunged the city into mourning 
The accident happened at 7.80 o'clock, a 
defective boiler exploding and causing 2 
others out of anest of 86 to blow out of 
their nesting places. One was hurled a 
quarter of a mile, while others were blown 
in all directions, some lodging against the 
breaker, and the slate pickers narrowly 
escaped death, The breaker was working 
at the time and the escapes were many and 
thrilling 

The explosion occurred just after the 
coal company had started to work. The 
men who were killed and injured were 
standing around the boilers, getting warm. 
The explosion came without the slightest 
warning. First one boiler went up and 
the others followed almost together. Th? 
report of the explosion was heard for miles. 
The big boiler house and several adjoining 
building, the blacksmith shop and store 
house were wrecked, * 

The boilers had become greatly weaken- 
ed by the mine water that was used during 
the drought last summer, 

The colliery is operated by the Phila- 
delphia and Reading Coal and Iron Com- 
pany and {s the best equipped plant of that 
company in this region. The pecuniary 
loss is $100,000. Sixteen hundred men and 
boys are thrown out of employment.

The Browne Alimony Case. 

MONTREAL, Oct. 12.—In the case of Maud 
Ray Barnes v. Andrew White Browne and 
Lyman Browne, the New York million- 
aire, in which the plaintiff (Mrs. Browne) 
seeks to recover $150 per month alimentary 
allowance from her husband, Andrew 
White Browne and her father-in-law, 
Lyman Browne. Mr. R. D. McGibbon, 
Q.C., moved in the Practice Court yester- 
day foran interim allowance of $150 per 
month, to be paid by Lyman Browne to 
Mrs. Browne during the pendency of the 
present proceedings, The parties were 
murriedon the 2th of January last at 
Fulton, N.Y. Mrs. Browne, in her peti- 
tion for alimentary allowance, states that 
she is in want and at present dependent 
for support upon certain relatives, who 
were under no obligations to support her. 

She has no brothers 
and her mother has no means to support 
her. The defendant, Lyman Browne, is a 
wealthy man, and able to pay the $150 per 
month demanded.

The Bullet That Killed Westwood, 

ToKnontTo, Oct. 12.—The result of the 
postmortem examination on the body of 
young Westwood was that the bullet was 
found to have entered the body a few 
inches above and about one inch to the 
right of the navel.

The Cherokee Alphabet. 

The only existing alphabet that is the 
product of ove man’s mind and in which a 
literature has been printed was the inven- 
tion of a half-breed Cherokee Indisn, His 
name was Se-qno-yah, and he had no edu- 
cation whatever; but it occurred to him 
that he could express all the syllables in 
the Cherokee tongue by characters, Find- 
ing that there were eighty-six syllabic 
sounds in the language, he devised for each 
one of them a peculiar mark. From some 
of the marks he took characters of our own 
alphabet, turning them upside down, With 
these syinbols he set about writing letters, 
and by means of them a correspondence 
wis soon maintained between Indians of 
his race in Georgia and their relatives 500 
miles away. . 

At present thia alphabet—or, more prop- 
erly speaking, syllabary—is in general use 
amoug the Cherokeea, In no other lang- 
usage can the art of reading be learned so 
qnickly. Whereas a fairly bright child 
learna to read well in English in two and 
a half years, a Cherokee youngster is able 
to acquire fluency in reading books written 
in this syllabary within two months and a 
half. In 1827 the American board of 
foreign missions defrayed the cost of cast- 
ing « font of type of the characters. The 
literature composed with them is now very 
extensive, numerous books and some ot 
the newspapers of the Cherokees being 
published in the ayllabary, 

The Wa-Wa. 

Later, in 1840, an improved syllabary 
was devised by Rey. James Evans, a mis- 
siouary among the Crees. It was phonetio 
aua the characters were simpler, being 
composed of squares and parts of squares 
and circles and parts of circles, The zeal- 
ous clergyman cut his type ont of wood 
aud made castings from the original blocks 
with lead from tea chests, which he begged 
from oflicers of the Hudson Bay Company. 
He manufactured ink out of soot and ona 
hand press of his own constrneiion print- 
ed many little tracts and leaflets for the 
benefit of the Indians, With some modi- 
fications his characters have come into 
roneral use not only among the Crees, but 
also among many tribes of the northwest 
which speak languages in nowise akin to 
that of the Crees, and scores of books have 
been printed in them, 

The queerest periodical in existence is a 
weekly now published by a French priest 
at British Columbia. It is 
called the K»mloops Wa wa, which means 
“writing” and is in the Chinook jargon. 
This jurgon is a sort of international 
speoch, composed of half « dozen different 
Todian tongues, mixed with fragments of 
English, French and German, It is the 
laugiage of trade iuterconrse among all 
the people of the sparsely settled north- 
weet as far us Alaska.

From the Text: 


























































































Under Christian Tatelage. 


BROOKLYN, Oct. 7, 184.—Rov. Dr, Tat 
mage, who is still absent on his roundthe 


today’s sormon through the pre Hi d 
assab,’’ the text chosen being Kathor 2 
“And he brought up Hadassah.” 

A beautiful child was born in the capital 
of Persia. She was an orphan and arap 
tive, her parents having been atolen from 
their Israclitiah hdme, aud carricd to Shus 
shin, and had’ dled, leaving thelr daughter 
poor and in a strange land. But an Israel 
ite who had been carried into the same 
captivity was attracted by the case of the 
orphan. He educated her in his holy re 
ligion, and under th¢ roof of that good 
man this adopted child began to develop & 
sweetness and excellency Of charactor if 
ever éqnalléd, certainly never surpassed 
Beautiful Hadassah! Could that adopted 
father evor spare her from his household! 
Her artlessness; her girlish sports; her in 
nocence; her orphanage had wound them 
selves thoroughly around his heart, jist 
as around each parent’s heart among Us 
there are tendrils climbing, and fastening 
and blossoming, and growing stropger, I 
expect he was like others who have loved 
ones at home,—wondering sometimes if 
sickness Will come, and death and bereave- 
ment. Alas! Worse than anything that 
the father expects happens to his adopted 
child. Ahasuerus, a princely scoundrel, 
demands that Hadassah, the fairest one in 
all the kingdom, become his wife. Worse 
than death was marriage tosuch 4 monster 
of iniquity! How great the change when 
this young woman left the home where 
God was worshipped and religion honored, 
to enter a palace devoted to pride, idolatry 
and sensuatity! “As « lainb to the 
slaughter!"’ 

Ahasuorus knew not that his wife was a 
Jewess. At the instigation of the infum 
ous prime ministerthe king cecreed that 
all the Jews in the land should be slain, 
Hadassah pleads the cause of her people, 
breaking through the rules of the court, 
and presenting herself in the very face of 
death, crying, “If I perish, I perish.” Oh, 
it was a sad time among that enslaved 
people! They had all heard the decree 
concerning their death. Sorrow, guant 
and ghastly; sat in thdusands of house- 
holds, and mothers wildly pressed their in- 
fanta to their breasts as the day of mus 
sacre hastened on, praying that the same 
sword-stroke which slew the mother might 
|also slay the child, rosebud and bud per- 
ishing in the same blnst. 

But Hadassah is busy at court. The 
lhard heart of the king is touched by her 
jstory, and althotigh he, could not reyerse 
{his decree for the slaying f the Jews, “he 
isent forth an order that they should arnt 
themselves for defense, On horseback ; on 
mules ; on dromedaries, messengers sped 
through the land bearing the king's dis- 
patches, anda shout of joyavent up from 
that enslaved people atthe faint hope of 
success, I doubt not many a rusty blade 
jwas taken down andsharpened. Unbeard- 
ed youths grew stout as giants at the 
thought of defending mothers and sisters. 
Desperation strung up cowards into 
heroes, and fragile women, grasping their 
‘Weapons, swung them about the cradles, 
impatient for the time to strike the blow 
in behalf of houschold and country. , 

The day of execution daiwued. / Govern~) 
ment officials, armed and drilled, cowed 
before the battle shout of the oppressed 
people. ‘The cry of defeat rang back to the 

Jaces, but above the monutains of dent, 
cone 75,000 crushed and mangled corpses, 
sounded the triumph of the delivered Jews, 
and their enthusiasm was as when the 
Highlanders came to the relief of Luck- 
now, and the English army, which stood 
in the very jaws of death, at the sudden 
hope of assistance and rescue, lifted the 
shout above belching cannon and the death- 

n of hosts,.crying, “We are saved]

My subject affords me opportunity of il- 
lustrating what Christain character may 
be under the; greatest disadvantages. 
There is no Christain now exactly whathe 
wants to be. Your standard is much 
higher than anything you, have_at. 
tained unto. If there be any man so puff- 
edupas to be thoroughly-satisfied with 
the amount of excellency he has already 
attained, I linyeiOthing\to say to such a> 
one. But to those who are dissatisfied 
with past attainments, who are toiling 
under disadvantages, which are keeping 
them from being whit they ought to be, 
Lhave o message from God. You each of 
you labor under difficulties. There is 
something in your temperament; in your 
worldly circumstances; in your.calling, 
that acts powerfully against you. Ad- 
mitting all this, I introduce to you Hadas- 
sah of the text, a noble Christian, not- 
withstanding the most gigantic difficul- 
ties. She whom you might have expected 
to be one of the worst of women is one of 
the best, 

In the first place, our subject is an {llus- 
tration of what Christain character may 
be under orphanage. This bible line'tells 
along story about Hadassah. “She had 
neither father nor modther.”) A nobleman 
had becdma her guardian, bat there js no 
one Who can’ thké the place of a parent. 
Who so able at night to hear a child's 
prayer; or at twilight to chide youthful 
wanderings, or to soothe youthful sorrowa? 
An individual will go through life bear- 
ing the marks of orphanage. It will re- 
quire more strength, more peraistence, 
more grace, to make such an one the right 
kind of a Christain. He who at forty years 
loses a parent must reel under the blow, 
Even down to old age men are accustomed 
to rely upon the counsel, or be powerfully 
Influenced by the advice of parents, ifthey 
are still alive, But how much greater the 
bereivement when it comes in early life, 
before the character is self reliant, and 
when naturally,the heart is unsophisticat- 
ed and easily tempted. 

And yet behold whata nobility of dispo- 
sition Hadassah exhibited! Though father 
and mother were gone, grace had trium- 
plied over all disadvantages. Her willing- 
ness to self-sacrifice; her control over the 
king; her humility; her faithful worship 
of God, show her to have been one of the 
best of the world's Christians 
There are those who did not enjoy remark- 
able early priviledges. Perhaps, like the 
boautiful captive of the text, you were an 
orphan You had huge sorrows in your 
little heart. You sometimes wept in the 
night when you knew not what was tho 
matter You felt aad sometimes even on 
the playground Your father or mother 
did not stand in the door to welcome you 
when you came home from nlong journey 


You still feel the effeet of early disamivant

This constant anxicty, this unresting cal 
culation, wear out the buoyancy of your 
spirit, and although you have told perliaps 
no one about it, cannot 1 tell that this ts 
the very trouble which keeps you from 
being what you ought to bef You have 
no time to think about laying up treasures 
in heaven when it is n matter of great 
doubt whether you will be enabled to pay 
your next quarter's rent. You cannot 
think of striving after a robe of righteous 
ness until you can geb means enough to 
buy an overcoat to keep out the cold You 
want the Bread of Life, but you think you 
must get along without that until you 
can buy another barrel of flour for your 
wife and children. Sometimes you sit 
down discouraged and almost wish you 
were dead. Christians in satin slippers, 
with their feet on a damask ottoman, may 
scout atsuch a Glass of temptations, but 
those who themselves have been in the 
struggle and grip of hard misfortune can 
appreciate the power of these evils to dis 
suade the soul away from religious dutios. 
We admit the strength of the temptation, 
but then we point to Hadassah, her pover- 
ty equalled by her piety. Courage, down 
there in the battle! Hurl away your dis- 
appointment! Men of half your heart 
have, through Christ, been more than con- 
querors. 

Again, our subject illustrates what rell- 
gion may be when in a strange land, or far 
from home. Hadassah was a stranger in 
Shushan. Perhaps brought up in the 
quiet of rural scenes, she was now sur 
rounded by the dazzle of acity. Heads us 
strong as hers havd been turned by the 
transit from country to city, More than 
that; she wasin a strange land. Yetin 
that loneliness she kept the Christian tn- 
tegrity, and was'as consistent among the 
allurements of Shushan as among the 
kindred of her father’s house. 

Perhaps I address some who are now far 
away from the home of their fathers. You 
came across the seas, The sepulchres of 
your dead are far away. Whatever may 
be the comfort and adornment of your 
present home you cannot forget the place 
of your birth, though it may have been 
lowly and unhonored. You often dream 
of your youthful days, and in silent twi- 
light run off to the distant land and seem 
to see your forsaken home, just as it was 
when your people were all alive. Though 
you may have hundreds of friends around | 
you, you often fee] that you are strangers 
in a strange land. God saw the bitter 
partings when your families were scat- 
tered. He watched you in the ship's cabin 
floundering the stormy seas. He knew , 
the bewilderment of your disembarkation 
onastrange shore, and your wanderings | 
up and down this land have been underan * 
eye that never sleeps, and felt by a heart 
that always pities. Stranger far from 
home you have a companion in the beauti- 
ful Hadassah, as good in Shushan as in 
her native Jerusalem. Indeed, very many 
of you are distant from the place of your 
nativity. Some of you may be pilgrims

principle. As she goes up you may expoct 
Grace to go down. It is easier to be hum 
ble in the obscure house of her adopted 
father than on athroneof dominion. But | 
you misjudge this noble woman, What | 
she was before, she is now—the myrtle,

off. Their head begins to whirl and they 
lose their balance and down they go. ,

What simperings, and affecta- } 
tions, and impertinences have often been | 
the result of that which God sent asa 
bidssing. Japonicas, anemones and hello- 
tropes never swagger at the beauty which 
Goa planted in their very leaf, sepal, axil 
and stamen. ‘There are many flowers that 
bow down so modestly you cannot see the 
color in their cheek until you lift up their 
head, putting your band under their round 
chin. Indeed, any kind of personal at- 
tractions, whetlaer they be those of the 
body, the mind, or the heart, may become 
temptations to pride, and arbitrariness, 
and foolish assumption. e

The boy had assured 
him that he had not the slightest idea who 
shot him. Frank had said he knew of not 
asingle person who had a spite against 
him. The family relations all around were 
of the most cordial character. His, Mr, 
Weatwood’s, revolver was the only one in 
the house and was a 44 calibre of the bull- 
dog pattern, He had not the slightest 
idea of any reason why any person should 
shoot any member of the family. 

Mr, Westwood’s examination was long 
and exhaustive, 
over an hour, 

Police Sergt. Hert, of No. 6, and other 
officers gave evidence, which, however, 


occupying considerably . 


showed nothing more important than the | 


fact that the police protection was totally 
inadequate, there being only two police- 
men south of Queen street and west of 
Strachan avenue. 

Mrs. Rice, of 17 Starr avenue, repeated 
in substance the story she had previously 
given to the press. A queer fact which 
she stated was that the first shot was very 
much the louder of the two. 

The medical evidence elicited nothing 
having an important bearing on the case. 
Dr. Caven read the formal report of the 
doctors who made the post-mortem. The 
bullet was found near the backbone, 
pointing downward, It had travelled 
diagonally downward, but in the opinion 
of the doctor this amounted to nothing, as 
bullets ‘are very easily deflected. The 
bullet was a 88 calibre, rim fire, as near 
as could be judged. 

Mrs. Card, of Jamieson avenue, repeated

young man who had preceded her down 
that street about 11 o'clock on the night 
of the shooting. He wore a fawn overcoat 
and a derby hat, was of medium height, 
had dark hair and a sallow complexion and 
fmoothly shaven face She saw this mau 
enter the grounds of Lakeside Hall—of 
this she was positive, Her young son 
heard a pistol shota few minutes later, 
but she did not. She was positive it was 
not Frank Westwood who entcred the 
gate. 

A number of witnesses were examined 
whose evidence amounted to nothing, 

The evidence of Miss Card was in some 
respects contradictory of her mother’s, but 
still the Crown attaches some importance 
to the latter's story. 

Miss Cora Wesley's story seemed to in- 
dicate that the youne man who wore the 
fawn overcoat was Frank Westwood, She 
knew the murdered boy well, haying been 
out with him several times, but she had 
not been with him since March last, 

Miss Wesley's #is swore positively 
that the man she saw id adark overcoat 
on. She had also been out with Frank 
Westwood, but not during the past sum- 
mer. 

Shortly before midnig)it the inquest was 
adjourned until Monday evening.

Hints on Keeping One's Brushes and 
Combs in Good Condition. 


The hair will not fall out if the scalp 


is kept clean and brushed regularly. Few 
thick-haired women brush the scalp. The 
hair can be readily cleaned with bay 


rum or @ good toilet water, bat the scalp 
must either be washed or brushed clean. 
Men generally have good hair brushes, 
usually a pair of them; women have faucy 
brushes that are of no use to themselves ur 
to anybody else. A ood barber's brush 
of palm wood, hand-sewed with the na 
tural boar’s bristles, cut short, but trimmed 
irregularly so as to reach the ups and 
downs of the scalp, is worth a case of sil- 
yor-mounted brushes for a service.

Engraving on Eggs. 

Hore is an experiment pretty and site 
ple: Write upon the egyshell with wax or 
varnish, or simply with tallow, and then 
immerse the egg in some weak acid, such, 
for example, as vinegar, dilute hydr- 
eblorio acid, or etching liquor, Whier- 
ever the varnish or wax has not pro‘ected 
the shell, the lime of the lattor is decou- 
posed and dissolved in the acid, and the 
writing or drawing remains in relief, 

A few precautions must be taken in 
order to be successfyl at the experimen, 
In the first place, as the ezus that areto be 
engraved aye nsually previously blown, 8» 
that they be preserved without alteration, 
it is necessary before immersing thei it 
the acid to plug up the aperturo in tle ex 
treinities with a bit of beeswax. 

As the eggs are very light, they must be 
held at the bottom of the vessel fall of 
acid by moans of a thread fixed toa weight, 
or wound round the extremity of a ylies 
rod. If the acid is much diluted, the op- 
eration, though it takes 4 little Jouger, 
gives better results, Two or three min- 
utes usually suffice to give churacters that 
have sufficient relief.

Dulcin and Doge. 

Dulein, or sucrol, a new sweetening 
agent, which is said to be from 200 to 250 
times as sweet as sugar, was first produced 
by J. Berlinerblau, Stractorally it must 
be described as para-pneuacetol oarbamid. 
It is an aromatic uric acid derivative relat- 
ed to phenacetin, It is a white powder 
which melts at 173 degrees O, to 174 de- 
grees C., and is soluble in about 800 parts 
of water at 15 degrees C., fifty parts of 
boiling water, and twonty-five parts of a 
cold $0 per cent. solution of alcohol. These 
particulars are taken from a contribution 
by Professor Kobert, of Dorpat, to the 
Centralblatt far Innere Medicin. Partiou- 
lars as to its physiological effects are also 
given. Dogs seems comparatively senseless 
to Dulcin, dying with such evidences of 
blood destruction as icteras, while rabbits 
appoar to be quite impervious to its influ- 
ence. Professor Kobert relates his own 
experiénce with the drug in tho~ case of 
cats. These animals reveal no evidence of 
blood destruction, but seem to die with

With fino weather and a westerly breeze 
wo have nothing todo but towalt. We 
are still eagerly looking for the chango of 
wind that will clear our way farthernorth, 
Vo could start our sledgo journey where 
we are, but it would be an exceodingly dis- 
couraging journoy for tho first 40 or 50 
miles, or until the main pack Was reached. 
If it wore not that we felt reasonably suro 
of gotting 80 or 40 miles farther with the 
ship by oxercising a little pationce, we 
should start our sledgo journey at once, 
eyon under the unfavorable conditions of 
{oe existing about these islands. 

While waiting we are perfecting our ar- 
rangements for sledge traveling. As al- 
ways bappens in such expeditions, the 
woights are greater» than they should be. 
We intend starting with o lttlo heavier 
weight than we had originally planned, 
but this is nota permanent welght. It 
will in all probability be much reduced 
after we shall haye been out a few days, 
and this reduction will be in addition to 
the usual diminution of weights by con- 
sumption of food and fuel.

ways in mind the peculiar conditions under 


which the effortis made, We leave the 
land angi haye to depond wholly upon our 
own resources. Thereforo wo must have 
ample protection in boats, sails, oars, otc., 
against the daugers of the sea, particularly 
if wo must make a crossing from the pack 
to the land on our return. Therefore we 
take three good boats, and while they aro 
wonderfully light, considering thoir 
strength and size, thanks to aluminium 
and tho skill of Mr. MoGulre, our engineer, 
yot with their fittings they ran to a con- 
siderable welght. Our three boats weigh 
1,200 pounds, 450 pounds less than one of 
Parry's weighed. Wo might safely start 
with only two boats, but where human 
life is in the balance one cannot afford to 
In this offort 
to penctrate the unknown regions we aro 
trying to do what many poople ¢all a reck 

loss thing in a careful way. So wo éhall 
Boe to our three boats as long as possi

The great objection against these grands

profitable to the goneral public, 
interest they serve and whose taxte they 
satisfy moro completely, Thero is great 
choice offered to customers, and customers 
aro allowed to exchango govds purclinved 
ill-ndvinedly liberality 
which is quite ontside tho business ideas 
The power

of purchasing many different things ander 
the one roof withont running here and 
thero across tho city, is ulso a vast economy 
of time and money, 

On their side these 
afford to sell cheaply, becanse their gener- 
al expenses are 80 reduced by being lump 
ed together. boon bronglt 
up in politics as a reusou why they elionld 
be tuxed more than the smaller 
proportion, Whose proprietors are revalar- 
ly forbidden by thoir leases to handle any- 
thing but their own especial liue of merch- 
audise. 

Whatever may be suid of all this it is 
certain that the big shops have revolution- 
ized all the habits of buying and selling in 
France. Upto 1830 everything went by 
barter and there was vo fixed price. Traces 
of this practice are atill found in the email 
shops around Paris, where the price first 
asked has very little to do with what will 
be accepied. If youare evidently a forvign- 
er, and oapeciilly if you are accompanied 
by a nav who looks like a commmi-sionuire 
or a guide or a lady of the land of France, 
whose sliarp and hungry looks proclaims 
her to be on the make while showing you 
about, the prices charged will be bigher 
than if you were alone, This is the Paris 
shopkeeper’s way of recovering the com- 
mission which he expects your companion 
to come back and collect when you are 
safely out of the way, It is a regolur 
method of the small Paris shops to mark 
up the price of articles which remain long 
on their hands, as it were to recover in- 
terest on the capital invested. This is 
called ‘‘guelt”ing. It is claimed that even 
in the big shops each department has itd 
damaged or imperfect or worn goods, on 
whose adroit sale the clerk is allowed an 
extra commission. But in general the big 
shops have brought into France the ‘‘one- 
price system.” 

This was begun a little before 1830 by 
La Belle Jardiniere, which is still one of 
the seyen biggest shops and owns three of

the others, It is still in the hands 
of the family that made this great 
change in French commerce, ‘‘Belle 


Jardiniere” means the Beautiful Garden- 
Girl; itisa sample of the names which 
the French have always been fond of giv- 
ing to their shops. Aux Honheur des En- 
fants” (At the Happiness of Children) is 
the name of a great toy shop... ‘‘The Blue 
Dwarf” i6 another, Au Bonheur de 
Dames (At the Happiness of Ladies) was 
the fancy name chosen by Zola for his 
great book on the big shops. So houses 
which inake a specialty of mourning goods 
have mournful, resigned, hopeful, orsym- 
bolical names, such as ‘‘Le Cypres” (The 
Cypress), ‘‘Ln Scabieuse” (A little flower 
which the people strew on graves), “‘Les 
Deux Saules” (The Two Weeping Wil- 
lows), and ‘*Le Sablier” (The Hour Glaas), 
Fivo of the seven great shopa have fanci- 
fol names: The “Grands Magasins duo 
Lourve” (named froin its location opposite 
the palace), the ‘Bon Marche” (Cheap 
Market), the “Printemps” (Spring), ‘‘La 
Sumaritaine” (named from the first public 
bath builtin the river Seine in the time of 
Henry IV, which in turn was named from 
the Samaritan woman at the well), and 
the ‘‘Belle Jardiniere,”’ already spoken of, 
The two remaining great shops have plain 
names: “‘A La Place Clichy,” which re 

fers to its location in the city, aud “La 
M magere” (The Housekeeper), which sim- 

ply indivages its line of trade.

WHERE THE LINES ARE LAID 


Two Boundary Lines in Dispute Be- 


tween U.S. and Great Britain, 


RESULT OF THE RECENT SURVEYS 


The Location of Mount St. Elias Still in 


Doubt—The Engineers Have Conoluded 
Their Labors in Alaska—The Boundary 
Line Between Maine and New Brunswick 
in Dispute, 


WasnINaTon, Oct, 15,—There is a dis 
pute between the United States and Great 
Britain over two boundary lines, and as a 
work preparatory to the settlement of this 
controversy various engineering and sur 
veying parties have been in the field for a 
year or more, making surveys in the sup- 
posed vicinity of the boundary lines. 
Their labors have been completed and 
their reports submitted, but they decline 
to discuss the result of their work until it 
is made public 

It is known, however, that these surveys 
have resultedin a manner satisfactory to 
the United States. The statement pub 
lished that Mount St. Elias, which has 
always been held to be on United States 
soil, had been found to be in British terri- 
tory, is statedfto be at least premature and 
made without authority of any one in pos- 
session of the facts. The computations 
have not been made, and until this is done 
the survey will not make any statement 
on the subject. The officers say that until 
the present season's work has been com- 
pleted no authentic details can be present- 

ed upon which to base any calculation. 

The result of the work will enable the 
survey to make the intersections of the 
boundary line between Alaska and British 
Columbia, with all the principal inlets and 
rivers and determine the location of the 
principal mountains from the Portland 
canal to 141st meridian. 

The other boundary in controversy isthe 
water line between Maine and New Bruns- 
wick formed by the St. Croix river. This 
river bounds the eastern-most limit of 
the United States, Eastport, Maine, being 
Jn its banks, near where it enters the sea. 
The boundary which is an imaginary line, 
follows the course of the stream, meander- 
ing in and out among the isl&nds that are 
found near the mouth of the St. Croix and 
in the Atlantic near the Main land. Just 
where the line is, in certain parts, has fora 
long time been an open question and the 
fixed determination of the line and its 
marking by fixed buoys is the object of 
these surveys. There will be some change 
in the boundary, but not of special impor- 
tance. One place known as Pope's Folly 
which is claimed by New Brunswick has 
been located west of the boundary and in- 
side the state limits of Maine. It is asmall 
island, a mere rock however, and from 
elther a commercial or strategic stand- 
point, useless, 

After these. several surveying parties 
have compiled the results of their obser- 
vations the whole work will be arranged 
by the Unitde States survey and turned 
over to the two commissioners, one each 
on the part of each government. If they 
can agree they will determine the proper 
line, based upon the survey, down the St. 
Croix and between Alaska and British 
Columbia. This done they will report to 
their respective governments and the 
boundaries will be for ever fixed by de- 
finite bounds, marked by indestructable 
landmarks, The commissioners cannot 
possibly complete their task short of 
another year’s work.

FATAL ACCIDENT IN BUFFALO. 


A Buffalo Sovicty Woman and Two Girls 
Killed, 

BUFFALO, Oct. 15.—A terrible accident, 
resulting in three deaths, shocked Bulfalo 
society yesterday. At five o'clock Miss 
Emily S. Woods and two daughters tf 
Jobn N, Scatcherd, went for a drive along 
the Niagara boulevard. Miss Wood Is one 
of the best known society women of Buf 

alo. Mr. Scatcherd is a milllonaire, the 
best horseman in Buffalo and the Repub 
lican state committeeman from the dist 
district. 


The children who went with Miss Wood 
were aged 11 and 5 yeurs respectively. The 
eldest girl was driving and Miss Wood was 
reading aloud from a newspaper. Seeing 
the belt line passenger train approuchine 
at the Parkside crossing the girl whipped 
the horse over ahead of it, .A Ceutral 
freight train going east escaped the notice 
of the occupants of the carriage. 

The engine struck the carringe and 
threw it clear up on the pilot, breaking it 
to pieces, The two girls were ulmost in- 
stantly killed and Miss Wood died soon 
after being removed to a near-by house. 
Mr. and Mrs, Seatcherd are nearly insane 
from grief. 


LECTIONS IN BSLGIUM. 


Voting Under Universal Suffrage ia Theld 
for the First Time, 

BRUSSELS, Oct. 15.—Belgium’s first par- 
liamentary election with universal suff- 
rage was held yesterday. The complics- 
tions of the three-class system caused 
much delay in the voting. The electors 
are divided into classes designated by the 
names Univox, Rivox and Trivox. The 
first class includes all men oyer 25 years of 
age who have resided « year or more in the 
election district. Many of these voters are 
ignorant and were exceedingly slow in 
preparing their ballots, With the second 
class of married men and widowers who 
pay personal taxes of five franes or more 
each there was little difficulty. In the 
third class are most of the highly educated 
men, and consequently all the priests, who 
in Belgium number fully 10,000. As every 
priest has three votes, the total vote of the 
Belgian priesthood is about 80,000.

IN THE HANDS OF JUSTICE, 


A Woman Charged With the Murder of 
Montgomery Gibba. 

BUFFALO, Oct. 15.—Mrs, Sarah Robinson, 
the woman brought here from Cleveland, 
charged with the murder of Montgomery 
Gibbs, made a statement to the police yes- 
terday. According to her story she and 
her husband set out on that night with 
the intention of holding up some one, 
They selected a long, dark block on Del 
ware ayenue and walked up and down, 
laying in wait for the first well-dressed 
man who came along. Gibbs was the 
man, When Robinson demanded his valu- 
ables Gibbs struck at him and Robinson 
fired two shots, one of which inflicted the 
fatal wound in the temple.

been associated with many scenes of rob 
bety and bloodshed. Carter in all re- 
spects resembles the man who fired the 
shot through the door at the express mes 
senger and subsequently threw the stick 
of dynamite, 

New York, Oct. 15.—The Richmond, 
Fredericksburg and Potomac railway train 
which was held up and robbed by a gang of 
train robbers near Quantico, Va., arrived 
in Jersey City yesterday, It was in two sec- 
tions and the express car which was forced 
open by the robbers with dynamite, was on 
the second section. The car wus No. 214 of 
the Atlantic Coast line. It was in charge 
of Messenger Crutchfield, who lives in 
Richmond, Va. As soon as the car was 
unloaded it was hustled to the repair 
shops in the Hackensack Meadows. 

The crew of the train was not the same 
as was on the train when the robbery oc- 
curred, The crew which brought the train 
in took charge at Philadelphia. Messenger 
Crutchfield hurried to the headquarters of 
the Adams Express Co. He was immedia 
tely taken into the private office of Superin- 
tendent Ware, with whom he was closeted 
for a few hours. Then Crutchfield went to 
the headquarters of the Pinkerton Detec- 
tive Agency and had an interview with 
Mr. Pinkerton, 

The officers of the Adams Express Com- 
pany refuse to give any information at 
present as to the amount of money taken 
by the robbers, except to say that it would 
not amount to $180,000, as reported. One 
of the clerks said there was no means at 
present of finding out the extent of the 
loss, as the robbers had taken away all the 
way bills. 

‘The railway officers are very incensed at 
the manner in which the desperadoes un- 
coupled the engine from the train and ran 
it several miles up the road into a coul 
chute, where it was wrecked, The em- 
ployes of the Adams Express Company say 
they have no doubt that the robbery was 
committed by men who were skilled in 
railroad business, One package consigned 
to Wilmington, Del., which itis said is 
missing, contained $20,000. 

At the office of the Adams Express Co. 
Mr. H. H. Gates, the president's private 
secretary, said: ‘‘ Messenger Crutchfield 
has been here and delivered his report to 
the officers of the company and has again 
started south, as it is necessary for him to 
be at the scene of the robbery. ‘The story 
of the robbery, as printed, is substantially 
correct, except as to the amount stated, 
$150,000, That we cannot say anything 
definite about as yet, as we really do not 
know how much was taken. It is impos- 
sible for us to know at the present time as 
the money way bills were all destroyed.” 

RICHMOND, Va., Oct. 15.—Gov. C. Farrel 
has offered a reward of $1,000 for the ar 
rest of the robbers, Major Myers, presi- 
dent of the railroad company, has offered 
& reward of $1,000 for the arrest of the cut 
laws or any one of them and Mr, Welsh, 
Richmond, representative of the express 
company, saéd to-day he had no doubt that 
his company would follow suit.

Study of the Moon's Surface, 

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Oct. 16,—Scientific 
camera artists on top of Mount Hamilton 
have made the finest negatives of the 
moon éver registered on sensitive plates, 
Hills, valleys and craters that have never 
been noticed in direct observations 
through the telescope are perceptible, and 
those men on Mt. Hamilton have been able 
to see lunar objects one-tenth of a mile in 
diameter in certain condition. The nega- 
tives arefive inches in diameter. It was 
found that an exposure of two seconds 
was sufficient for the brighter regions, and 
was even more than suflicient for the in 
tensely bright. An exposure of four or 
more seconds was not too much for parts. 
By comparing these photographs with 
others made in the past and still others to 
be made in the future, astronomers ex- 
pect to settle the interesting question as to 
changes of the moon’s surface.

A Sensational Story That His Llnesa is | 
Nota Natural One, 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Oct,16,—Dr.George 
Fry Schmidt, an officer in the Prussian 
army now traveling on leave, has made 
publicin an afternoon paper a letter re- 
ceived from a friend in St, Petersburg. 
The most sensational matter in the de- 
spatch is the intimation that the Czar's 
illness has been caused by other than na- 
tural means. The doctor translated the 
despatch as follows: 

‘The Czar is lying at the point of death. 
It is understood in a wide circle in Russia 
that the Czar’s sickness was brought about 
by scientific means and that his death will 
hot be a natural one. Itis on account of | 
this that the journals contradict the fact 
of the Czar’s sickness. 

“Thereis a party that wants to set the 
Czarewitch on the throne, The Czarewitch 
isof a cranky, melancholy nature, is in- 
clined to institute the most radical re- 
forms throughout Russia and has already 
muide plans for such actions, He is very 
much hated by the clergy. The Patriarch 
of Moscow, who is at the head of the 
Greek Church, has travelled about with 
the Czurin order to persuade him to put 
his second son on the throne instead of the 
Czarewitch, 

‘“As this second son is very hot-headed 
he is sure not to remain long on the throne 
without becoming seriously inyolyed in 
state troubles, He is a fine soldier, fond 
of a fight, a martial fellow and very am- 
bitious.

TORONTO, Oct. 16, 1804. 

Thewisible supply of barley is 8,117,000 
bushels, an increase during the past week 
of 367,000 bushels. 

There is nearly four times the quantity 
of barley in Buffalo now that there was at 
this time last year. Markets are all re- 
ported quiet without noteworthy sales. 
Canada barley is nominally 63 to 66c. 

On the street hero 400 bushels of wheat 
sold at 58c for white, 5ic for red and 49 1-2¢ 
for goose; 2,000 of barley at 44c to 48 1-2¢ 
and 500 of oats at 41 to 82e. Ontside prices 
of grain remain unchanged, 

Wheat was depressed in Chicagoon ac 
count of lower cables and large increase in 
visible supply. Corn followed wheat. Oats 
were dull and lost 1-2c on the day. 

The Mark Lane Express in its weekly 
review of the British grain trade says: 
English wheats have fallen to an incredibly 
low price, 16s to 183 2d having been the 
average offered at Saturday’s market, 
which is 13s 6d below the very lowest prtce 
compatible with profit. American flour is 
firmly held. Oats “are dull; cora stéady 
and barley, beans and peas quiet.

EVIDENCE TAKEN AT THE INQUEST

TORONTO, Oct, 10.—The inquest into the 
cause of the death of Frank B. Westwood, 


who was shot down by an assassin at his 
father’s door one week ago last Saturday 
was resumed at No. 6 police station last 
evening. The hall was again crowded and | F 
a curious crowd, unable to gain admission, 
assembled outside the building. Jurors 
witnesses and reporters took up half the 


room, and detectives and police officers 
wore everywhere 

Excitement over the murder has now 
cooled down a little from the fever heat of 
last week and the tragedy has become but 
a bit of current history in the daily life of 
a big elty; still there was a look of expec 
tation in the faces of most people present

Promptly at 8 o'clock Coroner Orr 
opened proceedings. Before the hour of 
opening there was # great crush at the 
door, the crowd being very anxious to get 
in. The police had to force them bac k, so

Dr, Lynd was first called Frank had 
told him that the man who shot him down 
did not speak a word. He described his 
murder asashort young man dressed in 
dark clothes and wearing a dark bat and 
light moustache. He believed the boy had 
told the whole truth regarding the matter 
It was possible that Frank Westwood hat 
committed suicide but not probable. He | f 
had seen two young men on Springer ave., 
west of Jameson ave., and heard them 
whistle ashe passed, One wore a light 
overcoat, the other a dark one. 

Mrs. Card was re-Galled. She had re 
mained at the Grand Opera House till the 
play was over. This means that she could 
not possibly have reached Jameson 1 
ave. before the shooting, for the opera was 
not out till 11.05, At least so swore Cc. B. 
Shepherd, manager of the house, This ex- 
ploded Mrs. Card’s little theory. 

The evidence of several witnesses who 
followed was unimportant, 

M. K. Keeler, 70 Victoria crescent, had 
seen a young lady get off a King street car 
at Jameson avenue about 11.80 on the 
night of the murder. She met a couple of 
other ladies a short distance down the 
avenue, but he paid no attention to them. 
He had whistled on Victoria crescent that 
night. It was 11.85 when he got home. 
This knocks out the “whistling signal” 
evidence. 

W. H. Monroe, 70 Victoria crescent, had 
ceached home about 11 o'clock on the night 
of the shooting. He had heard a pistol 
shot just after he turned on to Jameson 
avenue. He heard but one shot and had 
seen no person on thestreet. It was a few 
minutes after 11 when he got home, but 
be could not state the time exactly. 

Miss Helen Watson, 72 Victoria crescent, 
had heard two shots at 10.50 on that fatal 
Saturday night, one three or four minutes 
later than the other. She had also heard 
afurious barking of dogs after the first 
shot. 

Stephen Leslie, 118 Victoria crescent, 
had heard the first shot while in front of 
the South Parkdale depot. The shot 
sounded smothered. Atleast seven minutes 
intervened between the two shots. He saw 
no person on Jameson avenue, Heentered 
his own house not a minute after the 
second shot and it was just 11.14 then. 
Some importance is attached to this man’s 
evidence, as it supports a possible theory 
of the shooting haying taken place inside 
the house. 

Dr. Sparrow swore that it was only 11.10 
when he reached Westwwood’s after the 
shooting, which contradicts Leslie’s evi- 
dence as to time. Frank told him that he 
had walked upstairs after the shot was 
fired. He had also said he placed his right 
foot against the door and only partially 
opened it. Mr. Westwood, sr., said the 
shot might have been intended for him, 
although he knew of no motive. 

Miss Bessie Stephen, the domestic at 
Westwood's, said that she had been awak- 
ened by Mrs. Westwood screaming, ‘Oh 
Ben, don’t go.”’ She then heard a com- 
motion in the house but had not been 
called by Mrs. Westwood until ten min- 
utes later. Frank was then lying on his 
bedroom floor with his coat off, and Mrs. 
Westwood was alone in the room with 
him. Mrs. Westwood had told her how 
the shooting had occurred, and Frank had 
said that his assailant was short and stout. 
Frank had not, to her knowledge, quar- 
relled with any other member of the fami- 
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Frank Rice, aged 14, 17 Star ave., had 
been asked by a stranger on the day of 
the shooting where the Westwood resi- 
dence was. ‘The stranger was about 5 
feet 8 inches, had liht curly hair and light 
moustache, and wore dark,shabby clothes. 

James Burns, express driver, swore that 
he was the person who made the inquiry 
of the boys; he had a piano to deliver at 
Westwoods. And another clue was 
proven valueless. ‘‘Private Detective” 
Hornby, the mun who found the scraps of 
paper, repeated his little story, No im- 
portance is attached to his story. He had 
found some more scraps on Victoria cres- 
cent which he exhibited, but this latest 
liscovery of the modern Lecogue only 
served to amuse the court, 

The inquest was then adjourned for one

number 25,000 men, The scouts have 
brought in detailed Mformation as to the 
condition of the Chinese defences, showing 
that they are not so strong as the first re- 
ports indicated. The Chinese artillery is 
shown to be less formidable than the Jap 
anese had supposed, A: decisive attack is 
expected shortly, Various indications jus- 
tify the belief that the chief stand of the 
Chinese will be at Knbenchao,”’ 

A despatch from Tokio says that several 
hundred Chinese prisoners, who were 
taken at the battle of Ping Yang. arrived 
in Tokio yesterday. Crowds were in the 
streets tosee the captives and followed 
them from the station to the prisons. The 
crowds were quiet and orderly, indulging 
in no insults or signs of exultation. The 
captives were distributed among several 
military stations. 

The Japanese legation in London has 
received advices to the effect thatthe Jap- 
anese transport steamer Ariaki Maru has 
arrived at Yokohamafrom Hong Kong. 
A Chinese gunboat left Hong Kong a few 
hours before the Ariaki Maru, but con- 
trary to expectation made no attempt to 
engage the transport, 

A despatch from Shanghai says it is re- 
ported there that Captain Von Hennecken, 
the German officer who was wounded on 
one of the Chinese warships in the battle 
off the mouth of the Yulu river, is suffer- 
ing from blood poisoning resulting from 
his wounds and is not likely to recover. 

The Central News claims to have the 
highest authority for the statement that 
overtures looking to a declaration of peace 
between China and Japan have been made 
but that Japan rejected the proposals 
made, considering them inadequate. Ac- 
cording to the Central News, however, 
there isevery reason to believe that the 
proposals were eminently satisfactory to 
China and that her representatives sig- 
nified their willingness to acquiesce in 
them. 

The Times publishes a despatch from its 
St. Petersburg correspondent saying that 
arrangements are making to have in 
readiness and incase of necessity to de- 
spatch six steamers of the Russian evol- 
unteer fleet to Viadivostock where they 
will be fitted out as cruisers. 





MR. CHAMBERLIN SPEAKS. 


The Unionist Leauer Addrésies the Con- 
ference at Darham,. 

Lonpdon, Oct, 17,—Joseph Chamberlain, 
M.P., the Liberal Unionist leader, address- 
ed the Unionist conference in Durham yes- 
terday. He held that the Unionist party 
was growing in strength at the expense of 
the Gladstonians and he insisted upon the 
importance of having a definite policy of 
social reform.

Tb HISSED NED BLAKE 


| His Opponents Attempt to Break Up 
a Meeting in New York. 
A SHAM BOMB CAUSES A PANIC 


While Mr. Blake Was Speaking Smoke 


Was Seen Rising From a Box—Irish In 
dependents Issue a Cireular in Whioh 
the Great Canadian Lrishman Is Referred 


to as a Beecging Ambassador. 


NEw York, Oct Blake, 
who was formerly leader of the Opposition 
| in Parliament who 
some years ago went to Ireland and was 
elected to Parliament from an Irish bor- 
ough, was given an enthusiastic reception 
in Lennox Lyceum last night, As things 
look now his visit will be productive of 
the hottest fight among Irishmen that 
has been known in years. 

Mr. Blake bas been visiting in Canada, 
and came here on Tuesday night A re 
ception had been planned for him by his 
friends to take place in Cooper Union last 
nicht, but an entirely different one has 
been arranged for him by the Parnellites, 
who are not his friends. The purpose of 
this reception is set forth ina circular is- 
sued by the Irish Independent parliament- 
ary party of which Edward O'Flaherty is 
president, John Brennan, secretary and 
Henry G. Bannon, treasurer, ‘The circu- 
lar says among other things : 

“The Hon. Edward Blake, M. P., Cana- 
dian loyalist and politician, after the death 
of Mr. Parnell, went to Ireland to find a 
larger field for the exercise of his peculiar 
talents, and was received with open arms 
by those who hounded Parnell to the 
grave, He comes to the United States -as 
abegging ambassador to replenish the de- 
pleted funds of the Whig factions in Ire- 
land, who have openly acknowledged an 
Englishman as their leader and whose 
grovelling submission to English in- 
fluences has placed home rule in the dim 

| regions of future speculation.” 
The circular winds up by asking if 
Irishmen remember the lessons of history, 
and if Irish nationality isa myth, and it 
is signed by the circular committee as 
follows: John P. Moran, chairman, Geo. 
W. M. Gee, secretary, Thomas F. Brady, 
J. J. Cullen, T. P. Edwards, Edward Dor- 
nan, Joseph L. Keane. 3 

Justice Wauhope Lynn said to-day to a 
reporter that this circular was as good a 
representation of his position as could be 
made, 

“We propose,” said Justice Lynn, “to 
do all we can to help Irishmen on the other 
side with money and influence, but we 
want nothing to do with Mr. Blake.” 

Judge Lynn and the other Irish-Ameri- 
cans will have a mass meeting in the near 
future, probably at Cooper Union, and 
other meetings will be held in different 
parts of the city; the object being to resent 
what they term the interference of Mr. 
Blake and call upon the Irish leaders on 
the other side to stop wrangling and to get 
together at this critical time when unity 
is essential. < 

The friends of Mr. Blako are in no 
manner frightened by the onslaught of his 
opponents in New York. 

An attempt, apparently well organized, 
was made to break up the meeting last 
night, which under the auspices of the 
Irish National Federation, was being held. 
Several hundred men attempted to gain 
admissions on forged tickets but nearly all 
were stopped at the doors. There had 
been reports that trouble might be ex- 
pected and twenty policemen were sta- 
tioned atthe entrance of the doors and 
about the interior. The persons who took 
seats on regular tickets numbered prob- 
ably 500, Three men who tried to disturb 
the speaker by hissing were ejected. 

One man had gained access to a box by 
paying $1 fora platform ticket. He re- 
mained quiet till shortly before 10 o'clock 
when he left the box and got out of the 
building. Almost immediately after he 
went from the boxa thin line of smoke 
was noticed by a few to arise from a point 
where the man had been sitting. People 
In the immediote vicinity arose in excite- 
ment. A moment later the smoke sud- 
denly thickened to a dense column and 
theré was a stampede for the door. 

Mr. Blake. who was speaking at the 
time, remained perfectly cool. Raising 
his arm towards the people who were run- 
ning, hesaid; ‘Don’t leaye. Itisonly a 
little smoke and won't hurt you.” 

Someone cried, “Dynamite,” and three 
policemen rushed over to the box, which 
was situated in the southeast corner of the 
auditorium. The policemen found an or- 
dinary rocket bomb which had been filled 
with powder and had burned itself out. 
It had apparently been arranged in an old 
umbrella and brought in the hall conceal- 
ed thus. The bomb was a blue-colored 
pasteboard affair, 

The meeting bad been called to tender a 
secon eon to Mr, Blake and to raise funds 

‘or the McCarthy section of the Irish party. 
Mr. John Walsh, chairman of the City 
Council of the Irish Federation of America, 
Introduced Judge Daly as the presiding 
officer of the evening. In doing so he 
bluted that Mayor Gilroy had accepted an 
Invitution to preside, but at the last 
moment had declined for the reason that 
be was called away from the city. Amon 
those on the platform was Hon. F. W. 
Glen, who was a colleague of Mr. Blake in 
the Canadian Parliament. Judge Daly 
paid a high tribute to Mr. Blake, speaking 
of him asone who had made great sacri- 
fices for the Irish Nationalists’ cause and 
whose commission commended itself to 
everyone who had the good of the Irish 
people at heart. 

Mr, Blake was warmly received by the 
audience. Hesaidit gave him peculiar 
pleasure to have at last the opportunity of 
addressing a body of fellow Irishmen and 
women assembled in the city of New 
York which, he believed, contained the 
largest aggregate of those claiming Irish 
birth or descent of any place. He con 
tinued in part as follows: 

“Tt wonla take a practised orator to do 
what lam about to attempt and I don’t 
set up to be an orator. Iam but a plain 
man, capable of saying plain things in a 
plain way to plain people like myself, and 
what I have to try to do isto bring before 
you in one short address something of the 
past, something of the present and some- 
thing of the future of the movement, I[ 
believe that wo are at this moment arrived 
at a yery critical period in the great 
struggle in which we have been ongaged 
for so long a period. 

“Tt may do us good to take stock of the 
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the Canadian and

situation, to see how we have stood, how 
westand,andto see how we expect to 
stand and by what steps we propose to ad 
vance Now, let me bring before you 
some of those facts which ought to bear 
upon our estimate of the situation and 
our view of the duty of the future. It 
must be borne tu mind that during the 


last half century Lreland’s population has 
been diminuishinw with a steadiness and 











rapidity that le truly apprllin Jialf a 
century ago there were §,175,000 people on 
the island. [no 180t there were 4,700,000, 4 


loss of nearly 8,500,000, absolutely tnd 
pendent of the natural inerease of popula 
tion altogether 

“Meantime, while this tnexampled de- 
population was taking place, the popula 
tion of the island of Grent 
Britain has been rapidly and steadily tn 
creasing, and the result is a great absolute 
and astill greater relative reduction of 
our strength, measuring that strenuth by 
population’ as compared with the island of 


neighboring 


Great Britain. The net result is that in 
Ist. we had one-third the population of 
the United Kingdom and that today we 


have about one eighth of the populition of 
the Kingdom. 

“Terribly misgoverned, over taxed, Lre- 
land could not have been expected to make 
progress in comparison with the 
Island. Let me say one thing with re 
ference to those whom seem disposed, I 
believe, to a more forcible programme for 


sister 


the gaining of Ivreland’s rights and 
who despair of the constitutional 
movement. Let me remind them of 


another obvious fact, that the resources 
of the undisciplined strength of the people 
have enormously increased with the inven- 
tion of weapons of precision, and modern 
tactics have altogether changed the 
methods of armies struggling for supre- 
micy,’” 

The speech was warmly applauded, and 
afterwards a subscription list was opened 
and over $2,000 was subseribed. 

It was feared that violence might be of- 
fered to Mr, Bluke or members of the com- 
mittee when they left the building, but 
sufficient police protection was on hand, 
however, to prevent any demonstration. 
The several gangs of men did not disperse 
until Mr. Blake was safely on his way in 
a Fourth avenue car to the residence of 
Dr. Thomas Addis Emmet. 


A CANADIAN COPYRIGHT. 





Fredorick Daldys Keplies to Mr. Lance- 
field of Humilton, 

LONDON, Oct. 18.—The Times of the 11th 
inst. printed a long letter from Richard 
Lancefield, dated at the public library in 
Hamilton, Canada, attacking Frederick 
Daldys’ statements as to the Canadian 
copyright. The statements were contain- 
ed in a letter to the Times of last May 8. 
Daldys now replies at length, contending 
that the copyright Canada offers is a 
mockery. 

Lancefleld complained that Canadian 
publishers cannot-require the copyright of 
British authors, because the United Stutes 
publishers buy the Canadian market with 
the American. 

Daldys retorts; ‘Why does not the Can- 
adian publisher come forward first and 
buy both markets? Itisall a matter of 
commercial competition, I regret that 
American copyright of British authors is 
joonant a0 by the apprehension of our al- 
owing Canadian printers to re-print copy- 
righted books with the authors’ sanction.” 

Daldys finally appeals to Lancefield, who 
is proud of imperial unity, to advocate

HILL ON THE NEW TARIFF. 


The Senator Compares it With the 
McKinley Bil. 

GLOVERVILLE, N.Y., Oct. 18—Senator 
Hill made the first extended reference to 
the new tariff billin his speech at a big 
Democratic mass meeting here last night. 
He said: 

“I desire to emphasize the point that the 
reduction of duties in the present tariff 
are so reasonable and conservative that the 
wages of a single workingman in -the 
country need not be lessened. The only 
disturbance which the enactment of this 
bill has created is among our Republican 
friends who are “‘disturbed” because the 
billhas not, destroyed business, injured 
manufactures and diminished wages. 
They predicted these dire results and their 
predictions have not been fulfilled. They 
are annoyed and disappointed that the 
country gives evidence on every hand of 
returning prosperity; they are aunoyed 
that the country refuses to be panic-strick- 
en, and they are disgusted that the people 
propose to give the new tariff bill a fair 
and impartial trial, They hoped for the 
passage of an extreme measure that would 
imperil the industries of the nation, but 
they have hoped in vain. They discover 
that our manufacturers are delighted 
with the prospect of free and freer raw 
materials, especially the boom of free 
wool, andthey are indignant that wool 
does not rapidly decline in price as they 
assumed it would. 

“THe McKinley bill raised the duties 
upon wool, but wool was cheaper there- 
after than before, and since the passage of 
the present bill, in which wool has been 
placed on the free list, wool has not de- 
clined in price, but maintains an upward 
tendency. These facts speak yolumes in 
favor of the Democratic policy of using the 
tariff for public rather than private pur- 
pose, and\not attempting directly to regu- 
late prices by tari? laws, but leaving 
prices to be controlled by the natural laws 
of trade by the great question of supply 
and demand. In this connection permit 
me to observe that the new duty placed 
upon raw sugar does not seem to have 
enhanced its price in the market, but the 
price continues about the same as before 
the passage of the present bill. This illus- 
trates how idle it is to seek to affect prices 
by statute to any great extent for a long 
period of time. 

“In speeches which [ have had the honor 
of making in other campaigns I have al- 
ways advocated the policy of adjusting 
necessary tariff duties, so that they would 
represent the difference in wages paid in 
this and in other countries, and I adhere 
to that policy still. That was all that any 
workingman ever asked, and all that 
manufacturers could reasonably expect. 

“They have always insisted that they 
should be placed on an equality with for- 
eign manufacturers by reason of the 
larger wages paid here than elsewhere, 
and it gives me pleusure to state that the 
present bill recognizes the wise policy of 
this discrimination, and I assert as a fact 
that there is no manufactured article 
upon which the duty has been reduced 
under this bill, upon which there is not 
still left thereon a duty sufficient to repre- 
sent the difference in wages paid between 
this and other countries, If that be so, 
and I challenge a contradiction of the fact, 
then the present bill may well be deemed 
in these particulars to bea fair and rea- 
sonable bill, under which no industrial in- 
terest will sufler. There is no use, then, 
anywhere, for the cutting down of wages, 
and no reason for longer attributing any 
present business depression to the radical 
features of the present tariff bill, That 
bill benefits the consumers af the country 
by affording them some measures of relief 
and at the time it enables their 
wies tobe paid and allows manufactur- 
to make compensatory profits on their

SUICIDE OF A CIVIL SERVANT. 





No Reason Is Known forthe Terrible Act 
of Charles Juad. 


OTTAWA, Oct, 19.—Charles Judd, a tem- 
porary clerk in the Department of Agricul- 
ture, committed suicide yesterday. He 
shot himself while in bed at 6 o’otock, 
with a small revolver, the bullet lodging 
in his head near the right temple. He 
was about 24 years of age and came here 
from London, Ont., in the summer of 1800. 
No cause is assigned for the unfortunate 
man's rash act. He is reported to have 
been steady and in fairly comfortable cir- 
cumstances. He ‘was unmarried and 
boarded at 102 Victoria street, 

The coroner's jury returned a verdict of

John Warnock, of Tilbury, Charged With

OTTAWA, Och. 1 
Commission met in the 
yosterday, 

Dr. J. C. Bourinot, elerk of the House of 
Commons, Was the pritvipal witt@ss ox- 
amined, On the permission of the com 
Inission he read a very cavetully written 
statement setting forth lis opinions on 
the questions upon which the commission 
Was seeking information, His conclusions 
Were: “Phat tle present system of ap 
pointment to provincial offices seemed, on 
the whole, the best calculated to give the 
country an efficient and perotanent public 
service; that to change the system of re 
sponsibility resting upon the execution of 
every appointment for irresponsible 
methods of popular elections would be 
subversive of the English principles of 
government and a weakening of the wnole 
public service; that municipal councils 
should bx kept within the strict lines of 
their local power; that the uniform sys 
tem of paying all salaries by the govern- 
ment ata fixed rate, graded according to 
the importance and responsibilities of the 
office would couduce to the public adyan- 
tae by plocing alloMicinis on a basts of 
equality; thatthe efficiency of a public 
service must be enhanced by conditions of 
permanence of tenure and a fixety of sal- 
ary.” 

Mayor Cox said that the present system 
of appointment of municipal officers 
should remain unchanged, The appoint, 
ment of license commissioners should be 
under the control of the government, 

John M. Garland said he would regret to 
see sheriffs and other officials elected by 
popular vote because «a poorer class of 
officers would naturally be the result, He 
thought that in some cases the salaries of 
officers was not sufficient and in the other 
places they were very large, if not too 
much. He believed that the sheriff should 
receive the fees #s he does now but only 
up toa certain amount, after which the 
balance of fees should be paid over to the 
government. Insmaller counties, where 
the fees were small and did not make a 
suflicient salary, he believed the goyern- 
mentshould pry a salary inaddition from 
the overplus from the more remunerative 
offices. He was opposed to popular elec- 
tions in the appolutinent of officials, J. 
P. Featherstone, clerk of the crown, gave 
similar evidence. City Clerk Henderson 
was also examined and favored the present 
system. 

Sheriff Sweetland favored the present 
system of appointing public officials. He 
thought that the payment of officers by 
fees was preferable to salaries, for the 
officers would pay greater attention to the 
public interests if théy were paid by the 
fees they collected than would be the case 
if they were paid a salary, 


Detroit, Mich,, Oct. 16.—William C, 
Liphardt, the school inspector convicted of 
receiving a bribe, was brought into court 
and sentenced to five years Imprisonment 
in the state prison. His lawyers will en- 
deavor to obtain a new trial.

A Young Girl Near Listowel Outraged 
and Brutally Killed. 


LISTOWEL, Ont., Oct. 20,—A girl named 
Jessie Keith, aged 14 years, daughter of 
Mr. Wm. Keith, a farmer about one anda 
half miles from this town, was foully ont- 
raged and murdered yesterday. The unfor- 
tunate girl was met on the railway track, 
by atramp itis supposed, as she was re- 
turning from town where she had been to 
the post-office, when the heinous crime 
was committed, 

The railroad sectionmen, returning 
down the track after dinner, saw some 
newspapers and spilled rice on the track, 
Upon further investigating they discover- 
ed eviderices of foul play. They went to 
Mr, Keith’s, about half a mile distant, and 
upon returning and following the tracks 
acrossa plowed field and about eighty 
yards intoaswamp, discovered the body 
of the girl covered over with moss and rot- 
ten wood, the clothing having been remoy- 
edand taken away. The body bore evi- 
dence of the foulest. of-crimes. 

The perpetrator of this brutal crime no 
doubt came up the railroad track, met his 
victim and disposed of the body as stated,

He had always held the position that a 
salary for sheriffs would prove more 
satisfactory.

LONDON, Oct. 20.—The correspondent of 
the Pimes at St. Petersburg telegraphs: 
“The Czay hus now taken to his bed and 
his imperial relatives are now gathering 
Around him, With an organic disease such 
as hi#the continaed decline of strength is 
one of the most alarming symptoms, 

Later symptoms strengrnen tue belief 
that the Czar has cancer, It is feared that 
he is now too ill for the solemnizatian of 
the marriage, Accounts of the grief of 
the Imperial family are heartrending. The 
anxiety in official circles is very great. All 
important affairs are almost at astund 
still. When the Czar arrived at Livadia 
he had not slept for ten“nights. 

A service conducted by the metropolitan 
palladius in the St. Isaacs Cathedral yes- 
terday was attended by a vast crowd of 
people in full uniform and private dress 
Among the dignitaries present were the 
Minister of War, Minister of the Interict, 
Minister of Finance and the Minister of 
Justice who had just returned to the 
capital. There were also present the Ger- 
man Charge d'Affaires, Count Rend. 

Despatches from all parts of the conti 
nent show that the whole European press 
is brimming with articles on the Czar 
The vast majority of writers praise him 
for his love of peace 

Speculation, as to the 
ture policy is rife. No two estimates of 
his character agree. Many of them are ex 
ceedingly unfavorable. The censorship of 
the St. Petersburg press is reported as 
being unusually strict.

Preserving Cucumbers in Winter. 

Here isa German recipe for preserving 
cucumbers for the winter, Take as many 
cucumbers as you may wish, and pare and 
slice them as for salad, and then salt them 
well ; after leaving them in the salt for a 
few hours the salt and liquid should be 
squeezed out of them by using aclean 
white cloth. Take a quantity of finely cut 
onions and pepper corns, and mix well 
into the cucumber, Put the whole into a 
large stone jar, and pour over it the best 
white wine vinegar, and on top two inches 
of good salad oil; cover the top of the jar 
with a bladder. During the whole winter 
the cucumber remains fresh and good, 
When necessary add a little more vinegar, 
and always leave two inches of oil on the 
top. 


A Now Convenience, 


Anew kind of mustard pot has been 
miade that insures always having fresh 
mustard. It is the size of an ordinary 
mustard pot, and consists of two parts, in 
the lower half of which is placed the dry 
mustard, while in the neck of the upper 
part is a small container for the water nec- 
essary for mixing, together with a little 
screw, which, when turned by the con- 
sumer, allows the water to escape into the 
mustard below, the two being amalgamat- 
a by a turn or two of the screw. In this 
way « fresh supply for each meal can be 
obtained without waste or trouble, and as 
the pot can be taken in two in an instant, 
there is no difficulty about cleaning it.

Those who do not live in regions that 
have among their flora the dolightful 
Nympho odorata. or pond lily, as it is 


commonly ealled, have missed one of 


the most pleasant experiences of flower 
gathering One who has had such an 
experience, and has gathered great 


handfuls, and even basketfuls, of these 
daintiest and sweetest of all water 
flowers, dripping with sparkling drops 
as they are brought from the water, can 
feel decided sympathy for those who do 
not live neighbors to these lovely float 

ing blossoms. The common sweet 

scented pond lily—bardly ‘‘comumon,” 
however, except in the Bastern States— 
is not difficult to transfer from its na 

tural habitat in some sluggishly moving 
pond or lake to a new situation, pro-

vided one has a bit of water on his pre- 
mises that offers conditions somewhat 
similar to those this lily delights in— 
slowly moving water and a muddy bot

I have never tried them in tubs of 
water sunk in the ground, but Iam 
quite confident that if proper care were 
exercised, the plants would adjust them- 
selves to such new conditions.

Klass tho Ico to the cast and north, In the 
event of continued delay here at Waldon 
island wo hope to find a better route to the 
northoast over the fast ico which lies be 
twoon the Seyon islands and the northeast 
Jand. Of the condition of tho foe hore we 
are woll satisflod. Tb is favorable for tray 
el, oxcopt as the rising tomperature makes 
its surface soft and slushy Tho question 
is what ics farther north-—Ww hether 
rorowod up drift ice or solid pack in hoavy, 
smoother floos. Captain Pederson and 
the sailor Boervig wore assigned to the 
journey, and Captain Bottelfsen volun 
teered to go also, of which wo were vory 
glad because of his skill in tho judgment 
of tea ‘Tho party took an alwaintum 
slodge, a three man aleopinog bag, 4 small 
cook machine, with a bottle of spirits, food 
and guns After an hour spent In cross 
ing the pressed up Ico and hills of W alden 
island the party struck out over tho smooth 
foo lying betweon tho islands. This ice is 
about four feet thick, covered with six inoh 
esof snow, and it is smooth bocause it has 
been fast to tho shore all winter and has 
not been driven to and fro by the wind 
and ‘“scrowed"’ into fragments piled high 
upon one another. ‘Tho party mado good 
progress and reached tho Parry island 
about Gin tho evening, as wo could see 
with a glass fron} the heights of Walden 
island. 
oday we lost two of our best dogs. 
Pluribus proved to havo been so badly hurt 
that it was necessary to shoot him, and 
within an hour Dodge, an ugly looking 
but very serviceable dog, was brought on 
deck suffering from frightful wounds in- 
filoted in combat with his fellows. A bul- 
lob from a royolver put an end to his ca- 
reor. Pluribus was the largest and hand- 
somest dog in the pack, of nearly pure St. 
Bernard breed, and his loss was deeply 
doplored by all on board. Somo of tho 
men wanted to hold funeral services over 
his remains, but this proposition did not 
meet with our fayor, and old Pluribus was 
Luried in the ice pack without ceremony. 

We mado an excursion today on skis to 
the far end of Walden island, a distance of 
about threo miles. Ascending there an 
elovation, a most tmpressive panorama 
Was spread out before us—to tho east, the 
Seven islands, where, with a glass, we 
could easily see our sledge party climbing 
the mountain of the Parry island. To the 
north, Table and Littlo Table islands, both 
now prominent in the chronicles of arctic 
effort, rose clear and prominent from 
amid the desert of ice. Far tothe cast, 
Cape Plateu, 85 miles distant, seemed so 
near that one could easily imagine himself 
able to walk thither in a few hours. Be- 
yond could be seen the faint outlines of 
the Outer Rep ond other small islands 
which but a few men huve ever visited. 
To the northeast one looked in yain for the 
Gillis Land, which has been twice seen, 
but never explored; to the south, Spitz- 
bergen’s lofty peaks and deeply indented 
coast, with its great glacier plateau on 
Northeast Land and an ico wall rising 
precipitously 1,500 feet high, affording 
a line of demarkation between tho low- 
lands and the eternal ico caps. Farther 
we could trace out tho coast as far ns Ver- 
igen hook, that coast strewn with the 
bleaching bones of hundreds of thousands 
of walrus, which the Norwegian hunters 
used to slaughter wholesale upon the land, 
and with the grayes of Dutchmen, Nor- 
wegians and Russians who had perished 
in thé hunt, most of them, however, from 
natural causes. On that coast, too, may 
be seen a pile of rocks which marks tho 
last cainp of Matthilas, a yoteran who 
hunted in the Spitzbergen region for 85 
years, at last to be caught in the late au- 
fumn and to dio before spring in his im- 
provised hut. With anxious oyes we looked 
far to the north, toward that region of 
effort and of sacrifice and of so many yain 
aspirations, and saw nothing but a white 
horizon, ominous with the innumerable 
éleyations with which nature, by means of 
storms and cold, had written the words, 
“No thoroughfare."’ 

With a gentle breeze from the south and 
west and o temperature only a few do- 
grees below the freezing point it was 
much too warm for heayy clothing, and 
mittens and gloves were cast aside. 

‘ Exciting Adventure With a Bear,

noon after 24 hours of hard work and 
exciting sport.

Thoy tried 
snow eating, only to have their throats 
burn with hotter fires, Boervig was 60 
thirsty that ho scooped the blood of the 
bear up in his two bands and drank his 
full of it. They had used all their spirits 
in making supper 4nd could melt no more 
snow. The process of obtaining water 
from snow placed in rubber bottles and 
worn inside their shirts seemed proyok- 
ingly slow, but it helped a little, and in 
this way they managed to cover the 12 or 
18 miles that lay between them ond the 
ship. 

The report which thoy brought of the 
condition of the ice was not very encour- 
aging. To the east and south of the Seven 
islands, in the bay between them and 
Northeast Land, the surface was flat and 
smooth, as we had expected they would 
find it. But farther out was a wide belt 
of drift ice that had been screwed into con- 
fusion. Beyond it lay the great polar 
pack, but so far beyond that it was not to 
be seen, even from an eleyation of 1,600 
foet. 

Decide to Leave the Ship. 

TuEsDAY, May 22.—Oflicer of the day, 
Mr. Dodge, 

After consultation between the officers 
of the expedition and Captain Bottelfsen a 
decision is reached that it is not worth 
while to spend more time looking for an 
opening to the north with the ship. Be- 
tween us and the main pack lies that well 
nigh impassable bolt of drift ice, and there 
is not much chance of its clearing out or 
opening up for weeks tocome, While we 


have been yery fortunate in reaching tho 
Seven islands thus early without accident 
or much trouble, it is not to be denied 
that we haye met extraordinary unfayora- 
ble conditions to the north of this point. 
But wo are not content to sit down and 
wait for a change for the better. We pro- 
for instead t6 push out and work our way 
along the smooth foe to the east, our plan 
being to cross from the extreme north ly- | 
ing islands of Northeast Land to Gillis | 
Land and to the other islands which are 
believed to exist in that direction. While 
we must travel a considerable distance to 
the eastward before we can go north, prob- 
ably we shall gain in the end. We shall 
certainly do so if wo are able to make tho 
land and use it as a base of future opera- | 
tions. We do not disguiso the fact that we — 
should much prefer to adhere strictly to 
our original plan of going straight to the 
north from this point over the pack, but it 
being so difficult or next to impossible 
to cross the belt of drift ico without wait- 
ing an indefinite period we believe our 
best chance lies to the east and north. 

This change, of course, neces@tates a lit- 
tle change in tho instructions given to 
Captain Bottelfsen. Tho Jarl is now or- 
dered to remain a week hore, looking after 
our fear, as it wero, and then to proceed 
to Tromso as rapidly as tho state of tho 
ice will permit. There, taking on a large 
quantity of coal, sho will without delay 
return to the Seven islands. If wo should 
be defeated in our effort to reach land to 
tho northeast in our small boats, we might 
still have another chance, and that would 
be to fall back upon the Seven islands 
about July 1, hore again taking the steam- 
er and pushing north with an ample supply 
of coal aboard. We should still have 
about 70 days for our journey, and the 
ship in that season might push hor way as 
far as tho elghty-third parallel of north 
latitude. While we haye every reason to 
believe we shall succeed along our north- 
easterly route, making both high latitude 
and exploring new land, we still have an- 
other chance—a second string to our bow. 

This morning the orders aro given to 
prepare to leave the ship within 24 hours. 
There is much to be done, notwithstand- 
ing our weeks and months of preparation. 
It was evening before our equipment of 
boats and sledges, with all their contents 
and accessories, were amassed upon the 
ice, ready to move forward. It is not a 
yory imposing array in size, but In weight 
it seems to us as big as a mountain. — ‘To- 
morrow we shall haye our first day's real 
hard work. ‘To getaway from Walden is- 
land and upon the sinoother ice te the east 
we must cross first the three or four hun- 
dred yards of pressed up shoro ico, inde- 

cribable in its rough confusion, through 
which we have worn and out some sort of 

rom. -Then we must somehow get our 
.ads over a steep hill, snow covered, and 
thence down to tho plain of ico below. 
Our men are eager for the work, and in 
the morning, or what corresponds to 
morning in this country of constant day- 
light, we shall be up and at it. 

The Equipment on the Ice, 

Our equipment has a noyel and even 
handsome appearance as it lies upon the 
ice by thesideoftheship. The aluminium 

boats are of graceful lines, and even the 
oluminium sledges, with their tanks or 
cases of the samo metal, are not ugly. 
These flye sledges contain near¥y all of our 
2,200 pounds of man food, and also our 
250 pounds of alcohol. The method which 
we have adopted for packing our alcohol 
is certainly a now one. On tho sledges 
Nordenskjold and Peary are two alumin- 
lum cases of rectangular shape, tight and 
strong. Within each of these cases ure a 
dozen cans of tin, completely filling the 
Sluminium compartment, Kach can con- 
tains 22 pounds pf alcohol, except one, 
which has a small quantity of brandy in 
it, If the tin cans leak their precious con- 
tents, thealuminium cases will hold the 
fluid. If the case should be broken ina 
severe accident, perhaps no more than one 
or two of the cans would be fractured, and 
instead of losing # large quantity of alco 
hul we should lose very little. Again, by 
siphoning from but one can at a time wo 
prevent much of the loss by evaporation, 
which usually attends tho drawing of al 
cohol This is our only fucl, and its loss 
would ruin us Vo feel that we havo 
thrown about 16 every posalble precaution 

We are to sleep in our boata under awn 
ings of light waterproof. These wo be 
lluve to bo lighter and moro serviceabic 
than tents, and besides a good roof over 
our heads we shall have a comparatively 
dry floor under us. For bedg wo stretch a

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| canvas oover noroas tne TL wales OF tne 
boats, drawing ip tight with lacings of a 
almplo sort Upon these we place our 
slouping bags and hope to slumber incom 
fortin our wrappings of relnskin, Two of 
the mon in the Lookwood will find it nec 

oasary to sloop in the bottom of tho boat, 
but they will not mind that, for down 
theare thoy ahould be as snug and comfort 

able as in thelr beds at home 

Though we heyo more than 40 dora to 

start on the journey, wo take only 500 
pounds of food for them. This will not 
last thom more than two weoka, but mean 

while we expect to be compe lied to ahoot a 
fow of tho poorer dogs, while others will 
fall vietims to broken logs or the combat 

iveness of their follows, ‘Their flosh will 
bo added to the rations of the survivors 

In all likelihood wo shall get nearly 

enough game to feed the dogs. Our luck 
with bear continues. <A little before mid- 
night the whispor went through tho ship: 
“Boar! Sh! Bear!’ A comloal seone 
ensued, Half a dozen men rushed on 
deok, rifles in hand, some of thom fully at 
tired, others dressingg themselves as they 
ran, While Mr, Jnell had on only bis un- 
dorwear and a pair of moccasins, Thoy 
scrambled over the rough ioe, fell in peok- 
ote of snow and were presently rewarded 
with a sight of bruin scrambling over tho 
joo with a red wound in his body, Second 
Mate Sandbn had stolen & march on tho | 
other sportamen. Bolng the first to catoh 
a glimpse of the ‘ishorn,”’ as the Norwo- 
qiuns call tho polar bear, and without say- 
ing a word toany one, be had slipped oyer 
the side of the Jarl into a boat and pad- 
dled after the White brute, who was swim- 
ming within a hundred yards of the ship. 
He got the first shot and drew blood.

ness shown by the Walden island bears in 
coming to the steamer to be killed in or- 
der to save us the trouble of carting in 
their skins and meat, now that we are 60 
busy with our sledging preparations. 

This bear episode stirred up all the 
sportsmen. Captain Bottelfsen, who was 
treated by Dr, Mohun today for snow 
blindness, caused by going on tho long 
journey to Parry and Martens islands 
without spectacles, pulled off his band- 
uges, selzed his gun and started off ina 
boat after the mate to the poor fellow just 
brought in. Ho was accompanied by Mr. 
Jucll, who seems to fancy bedchamber 
raiment in the arctics without any ad-. 
ditions to his apparel. But their search 
was unavailing, and the men haye con- 
cluded that there are just a pair of bears 
on each of these islands, Three of tho 
rocky islets haye we denuded of their 
chief Inhabitants, and if the fates compel 
us to romain here much longer wo will 
got tho remainder of the population. We 
may not win the north pole, but wo are 
death to ice bears.

suitable for market. Tt is a very simple 
and cheap apparatus that can be made 
by anyone. It cousists of a. slatted 
trongh 5 or 6 feet long, provided with 
lees or standards, of proper length to 
keep itso inclined that when potatoes 
are shoveled upon it they will roll 
down, The slats may be of inch stuff 
attached to the two bottom cleats, their 
centres 14 inches apart, a little closer at 
the top and a trifle further separated at 
the botton, so that the potatoes may 
not becoine wedged in the spaces. A 
suitable width for the sorter is 20 inches, 


With sideboards 8 inches high. When 
unloading potatoes from the wagon 


place the sorter at the side or rear and 
shovel them directly upon it. Those of 
suituble size will run into the basket, 
whilethe smaller ones, with the heart, 
little stones, etc., will fall upon the 
ground orinto any receptacle placed to 
receive them.—Farm and Howe. 





ruit Storage eo 

There is some hope that sanitiry rea- 
sons will banish the cave under our 
houses that goes by the name of ceilar. 
But there are other reasons why a stor- 
age room for fruit and vegetables should 
not be under a house in which people 
live. The ideal cellar for frnit should 
haye an even temperature and does not 
require ventilation. In fact, apples 
will begin to rot rapidly as soon as win- 
dows are opened in April. Keep the 
cellar closed, But it must be added 
that to keep apples well a cellar must 
be slightly damp; not.wet or moldy but 
moist. This is not theright atmosphere 
to have under our habitation rooins. 
Besides a moist alr cannot be had in 
connection with a furnace. The object 
of the moisture is to balance the natural 
waste by evaporation or drying of tho 
frnit. Such a cellar as described, moist 
and close, preserves fruit far better 
than one that is ventilated. The apples 
are then pluced in bins or hammocks 
that rise in tiers one above another; 
leaving the fruit not over six inches 
deep anywhere. These, after careful 
sorting and handling with tenderness, 
are stirred us little as possible till spring 
A celler such as described is easily con 
structed under a barn or carriage house, 
or as a separate building. —American 
Agriculturist.

Tho Requirements co That It Should He 
Hoth Mard and Tough. 

The material employed for a mac- 
adamized road should be both hard and 
tough. Hardnoss ia that disposition of 
a solid which renders it difficult to dise 
place its parts among themselves; thus 
ateel is harder than iron, and diamond 
almost infinitely harder than any other 
substancein nature, The toughness of 
a solid, or that quality by which it will 
endure heavy blows without breaking, 
is again distinct from hardness, though 
often confounded with it. It consists 
inacertain yielding of parts with a 
powerful general cohesion, and is com 
patible with various degrees of elastic 
ity. 

Some geological knowledge is requir 
edto make a proper selection of mater 
ials. The most useful are those which 
are most diflicult to break up. Such 
are the basaltic and trap rocks particu 
larly those in which the hornblende pre 
dominates, The greensiones are yery 
variable in quality. Flint or quarts 
rocks and all pure silicions material 
are improper for use, since, though 
hard, they are brittle and deficient 
in toughness. Granite is generuily bad 
being composed of three heterogenous 
materials, quartz, filspar aud mica; the 
first of which is brittle, the second lia 
ble to decomposition, and the third 
laminated. TVhesienitic granites, how 
ever, Which contain hornblende in the 
place of filsparare good, and better in 
proportion to their darkness of color, 
Gneiss is still inferior to granite, and 
mica-slate wholly inadmissable. The 
argillaceous slates niake a smooth road, 
but one which decays very rapidly when 
wet. The sandstones are too soft, The} 
limestone of the carboniferous and tran 
sition formations are very good, but 
other limestones, though they will make 
asmooth road very quickly, haying a 
peculiar readiness in “binding,” are too 
weak for heavy roads, and wear out 
very rapidly. _ In wet weather they are 
liable to be slippery. It is generally! 
better economy to bring good iwaterial) 
from a distance than to eniploy an in | 
ferior article obtainable close at hand. — 
Municipal World 


The Ideal Country Road, 

The ideal country road is the macad- 
am. The first cost is heavy, but the 
roadbed can be kept in repair at small 
expense, and ultimately saves to those 
who use it far more than it cost. The 
usual method of laying a macadam road 
is as follows: First, a layer of three to 
six inches of brown stone, about the 
size of one’s fist, to be put upon the 
graded roadbed in dry weather. After 




















til the desired thickness has been ob 

tained—all the layers except the first to 
be put down in wet weather or satnrat- 
ed with water and rolled. Macadam’s 
custom was to put three layers of broken 
stone to secure a depth of nine to ten 
inches. The cost of the construction 
varies greatly according to the material 
used, distance of transportation and 
manner of putting down. A partof 
Randolph street was macadamized last 
year, and it furnishes a test of the cost 
After 
the roadbed had been put in the proper 
shape a course of broken limestone about 


of finer stone, none larger than two in- 


four inches thick was laid and thor- 
oughly rolled with a fifteen ton roller, 
The top layer was kept sprinkled while 
being rolled, and it was rolled a second 
time. A thin layer of gravel or very 
fine stone was put over the top to act as 
a binding material. Limestone. was 
used, although it is a little too soft to 
make the best roadway, because of the 
crumbling or wearing away. The cost 
was about $4,000 a wmile.—St. Paul 
Pioneer Press. 


SEASONABLE NOTES 








That are of Valuo wm tha 
Time of Year. 

In all places where a general collec: 
tion of plants is maintained, there will 
be an abundance of work on hand in the 
green house as well as in the ornament- 
al department. In many places slight 
frosts and lower temperatures have given 
ample warning of the approach of cold. 
er weather, so the cultivator should be 
very careful to have all plants placed 
weyond the reach of danger. and all 
half hardy plants such as hydrangeas, 
pomegranates, crape myrtles, etc., 
should be removed to their winter quar- 
ters before they are injured by excessive 
cold and wet. The green-house or con: 
servatory at this date should be properly 
arranged for the winter. If not, lose no 
time in placing everything in order, and 
in arranging the plants, carefully study- 
ing their requirements as to light, air and 
temperature. As this is the beginning 
of a new season under glass, it is ad- 
visable to give as much ventilation as 
possible whenever the opportunity 
offers; yet at the same time the proper 
temperature must be maintained. It is 
well to avoid fire heat as long as possible, 
but in continued cool or wet weather it 
must be employed. Close attention 
must be given to watering and syring- 
ing, andit is very important that all 
dead and decaying flowers and foliage 
be promptly remoyed, 

In the flower garden and ornamental 
department constant attention will now 
be necessary to have everything as neat 
and attractive as possible. The lawn 
should be mown ag often as necessary, 
says the Country Gentleman, and the 
walks cleaned and rolled. Remove all 
plants from the beds and borders as 
soon as they are much damaged by 
frost. Keep all beds and borders smooth 
and clean and their edges trimmed s0 
that the beauty of the remaining plants 
may be fully enjoyed in the bright fall 
weather. 

As soon as the first frosts have givena 
check to vegetation, the planting of 
ornamental trees and shrubs should be 
pushed forward as rapidly as possible so 
that the roots may get a start before the 
ground becomes frozen. The planting 
of hardy perennial plants should also be 
completed as early in the month as pos- 
sible,

Whitewash. 

The following recive makes much better 

“whitewash than that made of lime and 
water: For interior work, slake a peck of 
lime till it is thick und creamy, While it 
ig hot mix with it a pint of linseed oil and 
+ pound of glue, previously dissolved in 
water, Let the mixture stand several 
hours before applying it, A little lamp- 
black dissolved in vinegar and mixed with 
whitewash gives a grayish tint, which may 
be preferable to pure white; a little uinber 
gives a fawn color, and yellow acream tint. 
Very little coloring matter should be used, 
er the shade will be too dark. 

For outside work the oil aud glue may be 
too expensive; in their place use 4 pound 
of sult to apeck of lime, Itis claimed that 
salt and glue are the best ingredients to 
prevent rubbing off. 

A good whitewash is made of whiting 
and glue. Mix 8 pounds of whiting with 
hot water till the compound is like thick 
cream. Mix with this 4 pound of glue 
thoroughly dissolved in water. Before ap- 
plying this every crack in the wall should 
be filled with a plaster made of one part of 
water to one part of silicate of potash, 
mixed with whiting. —Ohio Farmer. 


A Made-Over Dish. 

Made over dishes sometime have a spicy 
flavor which fresh ones miss. Stews are 
not to be despised, and even hash may be 
made delicious. 

A stew which is really palatable may be 
made by cutting cold meat and potatoes 
into cubes about an inch square, adding a 
little cold tomato, and placing the whole 
on the back of the stove where it can heat 
slowly for an hour or so, About half an 
hour before it is to be served it shonld be 
moved forward on the stove and allowed 
to cook briskly. A little parsley or celery

It 
these people who consider the » 
country free, would dig a hole and Liury 
such refuse out of sight, or dump it in 
a hole and shovel a Jittle exrth over it, 
doubtless nature would soon cone tl 
their broken treasure. But at present, 
itis not a pleasant sight for country 
people or anyone else, and this practice 
should be discontinued. There is very 
little to encourage country people to 
beautify their rondsides, For instance, 
there is a case very near home of a 
farmer baying about half a wile of land 
froutiug a public street, who has taken 
a certain amount of pride in picking up 
all the stones and sinoothing off the 
land by the roadside so that it is green 
aud level. Toolevel, in fact, so that 
people will turn down on to it and drive 
right straight up through past the front 
gate, culting deep ruts, not only during 
the springtime when the roads are 
muddy, but in the warm weather if the 
roads are a trifle dusty. Of course the 
people who do this have their own road- 
sides dug ont in holes from which they 
cart soil to the barnyard, or covered 
with heaps of stone picked up from the 
farm. Theroad is always kept in good 
repair, butthere is a certain lawlessuess 
about such things in the country that is 
discouraging to improvements and ex- 
asperating to would be improvers.—

Un- 
less all conditions are right, spring 
planting is safest 
Distance apart.—Do not set too close.

JAPAN'S TROOPS REPULSED. 


Rumor of Another Big Uattle—News Frow 
the Orient. 

Lonpon, Oct, 22.—A despatch from 
Shanghai tothe Central News says the 
Chinese report that a battle has been 
fought on the banks of the Lower Yalu, 
in which the troops of Japan, who made 
the attack, were repulsed with heavy 
losses. It is added that neither side claims 
a definite victory, It is regarded as 
probable that the Japauese will declare an 
éffective blockade of the gulf of Pe-Chi-Li 
within the coming week. 

A despatch from Tien-Tsin reports that 
large quantities of munitions of war, sup- 
plied by Germans, are arriving there and 
are being forwarded to New-Chang and 
Port Arthur, German contracts for 
further supplies have been concluded. 

The Standard prints a despatch from 
Tokio saying that 40,000 Japanese troops 
under command of Marshal Count Oyamn, 
who was temporarily relieved from the 
dutics of his position as Minister of War 
to take command of the Japanese forces in 
Corea, have left Hiroshima. The destina- 
tion of this force is not known. A fleet of 
85 transports was necessary for the con- 
veyance of these troops. 

The St. James’ Gazette publishes a de- 
spatch from Yokohama saying that several 
hundred Coreans have rebelled in the pro-

More exten- 
sive repairs are required in other warships 
and they will not be able to leave Port 
Arthur for some time. 

WASHINGTON, Oct, 22.—A telegram has 
been received at the Japanese legation, 
stating that on the 19th instant, upon the 
assembling of the Diet at Hiroshima, Count 
Ito, Prime Minister of Japan, made an 
elaborate speech in the House of Lords, in 
which he explained ut length the causes of 
the war*betwe@n Japan and China. The 
feeling of the Diet appears to be unani- 
mous in approval of the course pursued by 
the government. The two Houses on the 
20th instant passed by a unanimous yote 
the bills introduced by the government re- 
lating to war expenditures involving a 
total sum of 150,000,000 yen. 

The Tokio correspondent of the Central 
News says that the letters read by Count 
Ito in parliament yesterday will be pub- 
lished shortly. hey are expected to throw 
new light on China’s attitude before the 
war. “It is believed,” he says, “that China 
intended to take advautage of the growing 
troubles to declare Corea a Chinese pro- 
vince,"’ 

A special embassy from Corea has ar- 
rived in Hiroshima, The Emperor receiv- 
ed them yesterday. A report generally 
creditelin Tokio is that China will sus 
for peace on the basis of the independence 
of Corea and the payment of a war indem- 
nity.

William Lake, the farm hand, who in all 
probability committed the crime, could 
not be found, and deputy sheriffs scoured 
the woods in seareh of him. Lake is 24 
years old, and is well educated. Miss, 
Hunt did not for Lake, it is stated, 
and in all probability he murdered her 
upon her refusal to marry him.

Constable Barry Handy of Waterport 
locuted the fugitive in the Jarge grain 
barns of Mrs. Kachel Hoag about a mile 
and « half northeast ‘of the village of 
Waterport, and about seven miles from 
the scene of the tragedy.

Rice at the county 
jailin this village, 

Lake refuses to say a word to reporters. 
To Officer Handy he said; “After I killed 
Emma I went to Carlton station and then 
to John Ross’ barn, where I stayed until 
Friday morning, and before daylight I 
went to the woods of George Matheis. 
This is about four miles from Vancamp?s, 
Where the murder was committed. I 
stayed in the woods until night, and then 
came to Albion and went to Maloney’s 
grocery store, near Albion depot, and got 
some cookics. Iwas soon chased out of 
there and went down across the yards to 
the west part of the town and came near 
being caught. I finally got away and» 
went to Nahum Latin’s bara, about four 
miles west of Albion, and stayed there 
until midnight, I then went to the barn 
where I was arrested, which is about seven 
niiles north of Littin’s, aud got in the hay 
mow and stayed there until you found me, 

“Thayve not had anything to eatsince I 
killed Emma except some apples, and 
three or four cookies that I got at the 
grocery. 1 um very tired and am glad I 
am caught. I am very sorry I killed 
Emma, but it is too late now. She bother- 
ed me and hectored me and I made up my 
mind to kill her, Iloved her and could 
not bear to have her live, Isteuck her 
first with the hammer. I wrote outa con- 
fession while they were eating supper that 
night and packed my satchel also, but had 
no chance to take that, [lost my rabber 
coat in Albion. They were making it so 
hot for me that [made up my mind I bad

Lake would not talk much about the 
murder, Officer Handy will receive the

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SUFFERINCS OF A WRECKED CREW. 


Vor Shirteen Duys Jiving ina Hot on the 
Shur 1 Coast of Labrador. 

HALIFAX, Oct, 2.—The steamer Harlaw, 
which arrived on Saturday uight from the 
West coust of Newfoundland, brought 
from Bay of Islands Captain J. H. Mac- 
Donald and five men, who composed the 
crew of the Gloucester schooner Martha 
C, whith was driven ashore on that coast 
on September 28 and totally wrecked. 

The schooner had been on a trading yoy- 
w.¢ to Labrador and was on her way home 
with # cargo of pickled fish valued at about 
$5,000 when the disaster overtook her. The 
vessel was at anchor in « place called Bear 
Cove or Bear Head. The force of the cule 
drove her froin her auchors on to the 
rocks. ‘The vessel soon commenced to 
break up and the crew after considerable 
trouble and narrow escapes from drown- 
ing managed to reach the shore, which 
they found uninhabited and barren. They 
constructed. a hut from wreckage which 
came ashore and lived in it for thirteen 
days, being on the verve of starvation most 
of the time, their only food being a little 
flour whlch had become souked with salt 
water and some salt fish which drifted 
ashore from the wreck. 

They managed to secure some fresh 
water, however, and this helped to relieve 
their sufferings to some extent. They 
thought some yessel would eventually 
pass and ak» them off, but after waiting 
sixdaysiand none appearing two of the 
men slarced out to try aud reach a settle- 
mont, ond after a fiftecn-mile tranip, dur- 
ing which time they suffered considerable 
from weakness, they got to Bay of Islands, 
aud secured the services ofa tag, and 
just seven days from the time they left 
their shipmates they arrived back at the 
scene of the wreck, 

Capt. McDonald and the other three 
men, who baud remained atthe hut, had by 
this time become so week from lack of 
proper nourishnieut Hat they could hardly 
roy off to the tum, wuieh was obliged to 
lay some distauce off from the shore. 
Wacn the men got to Bay of Islands they 
were kindly cared for by the United States 
consular agent, anlitter waiting a week 
took passusce on the Harlaw.

THE ATTACK ON CANADA. 


A “Montreal Banker" Replies to Mr. Wil- 
son and the Investors Review. 

LONDON, Oct. 22,—Mr. Foster's interview 
in the Chronicle is rather remarkable for it 
contains no hint as to the loan which the 
Canadian Government organ stated he 
was coming to Great Britain to negotiate. 
Mr, loster touches upon pretty nearly the 
whole range of topics common to British 
and Canadian discussion except this

There is little doubt. but that Mr. Foster's 
visit is for the purpose of aiding Mr. 
Huddart in a semi-official capacity. The 
people here generally approve of Mr.

His state- 
ment that Canada would never force con- 
federation upon Newfoundland is regard- 
ed as superfluous because Canada is not in 
a position to do so. 

The attacks of S, L. Wilson, the editor 
of the financial journal called the Invest- 
ors Review upon Canada has not been 
allowed to pass unnoticed. In the Chron- 
icle there appears a letter signed ‘‘ Mon- 
treal Banker,” in which the ridiculous 
character of Wilson’s attack also echoed 
in the Chronicle is pointed out. Now that 
Mr. Wilson’s attack has secured the rec- 
ognition that he has desired for it. he will 
level his second broadside at the Dominion. 
Another attack upon Canada in the 
Review may be expected any day.

FAMOUS HISTORIAN DEAD, 





James Anthony broude, LL.D, 
Away—Works of his Life. 


Lonpon, Oct. 22—James Anthony 
Froude, LL.D., the celebrated religious 
writer and historian, died on Saturday, 
aged 76 years. 

James Anthony Froude, born at Darting- 
ton, Devonshire,in 1818,achieved fame prin- 
cipally through his “ History of England” 
which deals with the period between the 
fall of Wolsey and the death of Queen 
Elizabeth. The history was published in 
1856. He was educated at Oxford, later he 
became a fellow of Exeter. His first literary 
effort that attracted notice was a novel 
entitled the {Shadows of the Clouds,’ 
which appeared in 1847, Two years later 
the “Nemesis of Fate,’ was published. 
This work madea great stir in orthodox 
circles in England and the result was that 
Froude lost his fellowship. 

Other works that have appeared from 
his pen “‘ Short studies on great subjects,’ 
“The English in Ireland inthe 18th cent: 
ury,” ‘‘Cesar Asketh,” and two books 
about Carlylo’s early life and Carlyle’s Life 
in London. Mr. Froude also edited Carly- 
le’s “Reminiscences” and the ‘Final,.Mem- 
oir of Jean Welsh Carlyle.” The «/nical 
frankness which he exhibited in thése two 
works provoked 4 great deal of savage 
criticism. 

In 1872 Mr, Froude visited the United 
States on a tour. Mr, Froude was appoint- 
ed Regus professor of history at Oxford by 
Lord Salisbury in 1892, succeeding the late 
Prof. Dreeman. He has been looked upon 
asalmost the last of the generation of 
English literary men that included Tenny- 
son, Carlyle, Thackeray, Dickens, New 
man and Kingsley, all of whom he had 
known and with most of whom he had 
warm friendship

ARRESTED AT PICKERING 





Another Tramp Suspected of the 


Jessie Seith Murder. 


He Claims They Were Found There After 
A Fight in Toronto—He is Shaved and 
Shorn, Otherwise He Answers the De- 


scription of the Listowel Murderer 


Landed in Whitby Jail, 


PICKERING, Ont., Oct, 23.—Constable 
Decker arrested a tramp at Cataract 
yesterday afternoon who resembles the 
description given in the papers of the tramp 
who was seen in the vicinity of Listowel on 
the Friday afternoon of the Jessie Keith 
murder except that he was clean shaven 
and had his hair cut rather short. He 
wore dark pants, brown hat, and coat, 
There appeared to be marks of blood on 
his coat which he stated he got in a row in 
Toronto. He was taken to the County 
jail, at Whitby. 

Mr. R, Household, the late auditor of 
of the Grand Trunk Railway Company, 
state§ that a committee or four or five 
influential holders of Grand-T'runk stock, 
representing some $750,000, are demanding 
from the Board of Directors that a strict 
investigation of the accounts of the com- 
pany be made before the semi-annual 
meeting is held, on Tuesday, October 30.

LisTsWEL, Ont., Oct. 22.—There are no 
new developments fs to the Keith tragedy. 
About 9 o’clock yesterday morning word 
was received from Alma, 30 miles northeast 
of here, of a man answering the descrip- 
tion of the man wanted. A’ constable 
Went out, and, after some inquiry as to 
his whereabouts at the time of the tragedy, 
found that he was ignorant of the facts, 
and after having satisfactory statements 
they released him, 

The body was fearfully disfigured, There 
were great gashes in the throat and bruises 
onthe head and body, The girl had evi- 
dently been struck with a heavy stick and 
stunned. Then she was carried into the 
wood where she was ‘found. There her 
throat was cut from eur to ear, and then 
the brute, as if glorying in his horrible 
work, slashed the body with « sharp knife. 

There was a long cutacross the stomach, 
and another one ina downwatd direction, 
from the neck right down the whdlelenuth 
of the body. 

When the body was found it was entirely 
naked, save for a white petticoat which 
was wrappéd around the neck, 

The petticoat did not belong to the mur- 
dered girl, but was made for a large, stout 
woman, 

The clothes of the victim were found on 
Saturday afternoon. They were near 
where the’ body wus discovered, and all 
the articles were there exéept the hat and 
boots. 

The valise carried by the murderer has 
been found in the woods. It contiined a 
number of articlesof female wearing ap- 
parel. ‘There was also a pair of overalls 
spotted with blood.

Nowfoundland, Says Mr. Marray, Would 
Like to Unload Mer Public Debt. 

HALIFAX, Oct. 23.—James Murrry, a 
former member of the Newfoundland 
Government arrived from St. John’s yes- 
terday. In an interview on political af- 
fairs in the colony, among other things he 
said: ‘Public finances of the colony are in 
such condition that the tendency is to seek 
relief in confederation and thus get Can- 
ada to assume the public debt and its con- 
sequent responsibilities. Fisheries this 
year are turning ont very poor. Labrador 
fish is worth only about 33 per quintal and 
this year it is only worth #250. Much 
privation and distress js anticipated during 


the coming winter in outlying districts. 


This will be a heavy drain upon the govern- 
ment for relief in addition to their other 
difficulties, This is the first year New- 
foundland has had really bad fishing since 
the Whiteway party got in office in 1889.” 


A POOR HALF YEAR 


Had the G, T. R.—Mr, Household Renews 
His Attack on President Tyler, 


LONDON, Oct. 23,—To many causes is 
ascribed the poor showing of the Grand 
Trunk railway in its half-yearly report. 
The Board of Directors blame the silver 
question and the panic that ensued in the 
Western States as the first cause and they 
also cite as an additional cause the strike 
of the Pullman workmen and its disastrous 
spread. The coal strike is another contri- 
buting cause, as are also the low price of 
farm produce and other general causes 
that have brought about the present de- 
pression of trade, It is admitted that the 
half-year just closed is the most disastrous 
ever expienced in the history of the Grand 
Trunk Railway.

Emmanuel St. Louls, the Contractor, 

Charged With Fraud. 
MONTREAL, Oct. 23.-—Criminal proceed- 
ings were taken out yesterday afternoon 
at the instance of the Dominion Govern- 
ment against Emmanuel St. Louis, the big 
Montreal contractor, who built the famous 
Curran bridge. The information, which 
Was sworn out by Commissioner Sherwood, 
of the Dominion Police, charges St. Louis 
with six offences of obtaining money by 
false pretences from the Government. He 
is also charged with destroying his books. 
The Government's action has caused a 
Sensation as 8b. Louis has many influential 
friends in the party. 





Date of Baptist Conventions Changed. 
St. THOMAS, Oct. 23.—At the Baptist 
convention yesterday a most important 
change was made respecting the date of 
meéeting of the convention which was on 
motion altered from October to the last 
week in May, to take effect in 1895. The 
associational returns as a consequence will 
in future be made up to March 31. The 
foreign mission report showed a most suc- 
cessful record. The entire receipts for the 
year were 327,350. For the last fifteen 
years the membership of the churches 
has doubled itself each five years.

The North German Gazette Says: A

A cable to the Herald from Biaritz says: 
Better news has reached the Czar’s rela- 
tives here. The Czar has resisted the 
weakness which presented the gravest 
danger, and a more hopeful feeling pre- 
vails. 

VIENNA, Oct, 23.—The Fremdenblatt 
says the Graud Duke Alexis, who arrived 
here yesterday evening on his way to Liva- 
dia, received a despatch from the Czare- 
witch saying that the Czar felt better, but 
that otherwise his condition was unchang- 
ed. 

COPENHAGEN, Oct, 23.—A despatch re- 

ceived here this morning from Livadia 
says the Czar passed a good night and feels 
stronger to-day, 
- Panis, Oct. 23.—A_ deSpatch from Corfu 
to the Figaro says that notwithstanding 
the unfavorable reports of the Czar’s con- 
dition the preparations for his reception 
there are still in progress. 

The French foreign office has been para- 
lyzed by the reports from Liviadin. Busi- 
ness has been at such a complete standstill 
that Lord Dulferin, the British ambassa- 
dor, has been unable to finish his negotia- 
tions as to colonial questions, He will go 
to London October 27 or earlier, as there is 
nothing to bé done here. 

The St. Petersburg correspondent of the 
Tageblatt says that all preparations in the 
Russian capital point to the succession of 
the Czarewith; Nicholas.

LONDON, Oct. 24.—The St. Petersburg 
correspondent of the Daily News says 
The excitement of Princess Alix’s arrival 


had a bad effect on the Czar, Private in- 
formation concerning the Czar's condition 
is again pessimist. The weakness of his 
heart is no better, His insomnia some 
what abated on the 2ist and 22d, but reap: 
peared yesterday, The heartiness of the 
Czarewiteh’s reeyption of Princess Alix 
will silence all Unpleasant rumors regard 
ing the marriage. 

A despatch to the “News from Odessa 
says; With the exception of ollicial re- 
ports no telegrams referring to the Czur’s 
condition are permitted to be sent from 
Lavidia. Nobody known to be a foreign 
reporter is allowed to reside in Yalta, 
hence the many untrustworthy rumors 
afloat. Odessa believed on the 2ist and 
22d that the Czar was dead, 

The bulletin yesterday caused the great 
est anxiety and grief. All the members 
of the Czar’s family except the Duchess of 
Coburg are now at Lavidia, 

The Czarina, in responding to the tele- 
gram of the Paris journalists, said that 
she was deeply touched by their expression 
of sympathy. 

St. PETERSBURG, Oct. 24.—The Czar’s 
physicians issued a bulletin at 7 o'clock 
last evening, saying that in the course of 
the day the patient had been Janguid and 
had shown slight convulsive symptoms, 
but his appetite was better, 

The Crisis Keached, 

PAnis, Oct. 24.—The Figaro correspond- 
ent at Livadia says the Czar recently ex- 
perienced thirteen hours of terriblé suffer- 
ing. Thecrisis of the diseuse, the paper 
further says, is now reached. His Mu- 
jesty’s condition shows a slight improve- 
mentand the members of his entourage 
are more hopeful of his ultimate recovery. 
His physicians, however, consider his con- 
dition grave. Galignani’s Messenger pub- 
lishes Adespatch from Lavidia signed by 
the Grand Duke Valdimir and timed 1,12 
p.™., saying that the condition of the 
Czir has shown improvement for the past 
two days, but is still very grave, 

A Central News despatch from St. 
Petersburg says: “It is semi-officially 
announced that the wedding of the Czare- 
witch and the Princess Alix will take place 
in the presence of the Czar in the palace 
chapel at Lavidia at 2 o'clock to-day, The 
princess joined the Orthodox church yester- 
day, It is stated thht on leaving Spala the 
Czar weiched 200 pounds, about 28 pounds 
below his normal weight and that he now 
weighs only 140 pounds.” The Berlin cor- 
respondent of the Central News says that 
an official despatch from St. Petersburg 
confirms the announcement that the mar- 
riage of the Czarewitch and Princess Alix 
will take place to-day unless tde Czar 
should become suddenly worse in the 
meantime,

The adjournment of a week ago was 
tuken ostensibly for the purpose of giving 
the Crown's represcutatives an oppor- 
tunity to get in shape the line of evidence 
they proposed to offer,and toawait develop 
micnts ‘The expectation, then, that some 
thing new would come out, and the fact 
that several members of the Westwood 
fumily would take the stand made the 
audience anxious and interested. 

Mrs. Westwood, mother of the murdered 
boy, first.took the stand. Her evidence 
wis but a repetition of the now familiar 
story of the crime, with the addition of a 
few niinor details not before brought out, 
The shooting occurred but a few minutes 
after shoe retired to her room. A peculiar 
fice is Chit she swore the denotation of the 
shot was accompanied by a sound like the 
shivering of glass. In some slight partl- 
culiars her evidence contradicted her hus 
band’s, Strange to sity, his mother’s story 
was that the wounded boy reached his 
room and partially undressed without as- 
sistance while she was telephoning for 
medical iid. Frank had always made her 
his confidante and she knew of no trouble 
he had had with any person. He and his 
brother Charles were on the best of terms, 
and she knew of no intimacy between him 
and his brother's wife. Neither did she 
know of him going with any girl in the 
city. There was smokein the hall when 
slie reached Frank’s side, and the outer 
door was closed. 

Willie Westwood, the 16-year-old brother 
of Frank, had nothing of importance to 
tell, He was first awakened by a sound 
like breaking lass ond a few minutes 
luter Fiank stiggered into his room, and 
{i reply to a question of what the noise 
was, said ‘*I'm shot. Realjstically he de- 
scribed his brother’s condition and his 
tevrible wound, Frank was a member of 
tie Maroon Boat Club and associated prin- 
cipally with Edgar Lennox, youn Cooper 
and the Caldwell boys, Willie had neyer 
seen his brother with nor heard hiny speak 
ofany girls. The stonehooker story was 
revived aud the boy said the first shot lis 
father fired struck the water, but the 
others went over the tree tops. He know 
ofno difficulty Frank had ever had, To 
his knowledge the murdered youth had 
seldom visited his brother Charley's house, 
The latter had a 22-calibre revolver. 

W.H, Andrews had met Frank at the 
corner of Queen street and Jumieson 
avenue about 9.10 o'olock on the night of 
the shooting. Lennox and Cooper were 
with Frank and the four strolled around 
foran hour, He left Prank with Cooper 
at 10.15 at the corner of Jamieson and 
King. He knew of no girls with whom 
young Westwood associated and was not 
aware that he had any enemies, 

Isaac Anderson did not know of Frank 
haying any improper relations with any 
girl. He had, however, heard of him being 
mixed upin a “girl affair’? last winter, 
but could not say whether there was any 
truth in the story, 

W. Cooper, who was one of Frank’s 
intimates, said he knew nothing of the 
latter’s being intimate with any girl, He 
had never heard of Frank having improper 
relations with females. Westwood was 
not a “lady’s man,.’’ Crown Attorney 
Curry presséd the witness hard, seeminuly 
suspecting that he was not anxious to tell 
all he knew; but Cooper stood by his tirst 
statements, 

Edgar Lennox, Frank Westwood's bosom 
friend, knew of no city girl with whom 
the murdered youth kept company, He 
had heard him mention a young lidy out- 
side the city. Frank had had improper 
relations with a girl a year ago, but not 
during the present year. Tho first thing 
Frank said to him after the shooting was: 
“Well, old boy, it’s hard lines.” He then 
declared that he knew of no possible rea- 
s0n for the shooting. Frank liad said the 
afternoon before his death: “Well, if J 
have to die it’s all right?’ Lennox save 
his evidence in a hesitating, unsatisfactory 
way,

Evory 
duty was important, bub duties were of 
relative, nob equal Importance, Mon were 
nob cast In the eame moyld and allowance 
must be made of diverelty of tuste and 
gifo.

LISTOWEL, Oct. 25.—Immediately 
came known that the man who had been 
captured at Brin, and whose description 
tallied so closely with the description of 
the man with the yalise wanted for the 
fiendish murder of Jessie Keith in Elma 
township was coming in on the train from 
Palmerston the excitement rose to fever 
heat. 

When Chattelle was searched the niost 
important find was a receipt slowtng that 
he had purchased recently at St. Mary's a 
pair of overalls, which may be the cotton 
ade ones discovered near the scene of the 
murder, ‘The St, Mary's merchant, whose 
name has not been divulged, was notified 
by the police last night 

STRATFORD, Oct 25.—There is now no 
reasonable doubt but that the murderer of 
Jessie Keith is safe in Stratford jail, ror 
an hour yesterday morning Government 
Detective Murray, Constable Woods and 
several witnesses from Listowel and Ailsa 
Craig were closeted pith Crown Attorney 
Idington in his office. 

From there they proceeded directly to 
the county jail, where Alméda Chattelle is 
confitied, As a result of this conference 
Chattelle will be arranged on a charge of 
murder as soon us Police Magistrate 
O’Loane returns from a shooting expedi- 
tion in Muskoka, 

The all-important black vyalise and its 
contents, the white petticoat wrapped 
about the throat of the murdered girl, the 
parcel dropped by Chattelle when first 
arrested, the woman’s girments found on 
his person, the brush aud comb, were all 
identified by Mrs. MacLeod, of Ailsa Craig, 
as her property. This alone Is regarded as 
sufficient to hang Chattelle, but there are 
other points that connect him with the 
crime. The walking stick left uear Mrs, 
MacLeod’s house was exhibited and 
Chattelle identified.as its previous owner. 
The boy who gave if to the murderer also 
testified, . 

Even without the identification of the 
cottonade overalls Whi¢h ins) hot yet been 
effected, there is‘enouulito make ita hang- 
ing matter. 

Mrs. MacLeod arrived from Ailsa Craig 
at 5 p.m. and after a few hours’ rest was 
taken to the Crown Attorney office, when 
all the exhibits of the crime were display- 
ed. In detail Mrs. MacLeod identified 
everything presented to her. She is a 
thrifty housewife and many of the articles 
were of her own manufacture, Others she 
had worn for some time, and she Was quite 
positive aboutthem, ‘The black valise with 
one end somewhat battéred was first 
shown her and recognized. Two black 
cashmere skirts, a pair of white woollen 
stockings, a black bonnet, satin trimmed, 
with jet and black feathers, were atl dis- 
played and identified. 

The Crown Attorney reserved his coup 
de theatre to the last. The little group 
held its breath whilea carefully’ guarded 
parcel was untied and the white petticoat 
With the gory stains of the tender victim 
was exposed. ‘It’s mine,’’ exclaimed 
Mrs. MacLeod. “I made it myself, and 
should know it,’”’ There was no doubt 
about it.” The petticoat was a plain white 
skirt with a deep hem and one tuck. About 
six inches from the bottom there is a row 
of deep insertion. P 

After this and something like a sixth act 
to the tragedy was the production of the 
parcel dropped by Chattelle on the railroad 
track near Erin. The black cashmere 
basque that it contained, the black brush 
and brown horn comb were all claimed by 
Mrs, MacLeod. . The girl’s black stockings 
in the valise were not hers, Mrs. MacLeod 
also identified a walking-stick shown her 
as one discovered near her house after the 
theft of the satchel, The house'she said 
had been entered through a cellar window, 
evidently broken by a stick. 

Angus McLean, engineer for Gunn & 
Co., of Ailsa Craig, then stepped forward, 
He identified the stick as one he had seen 
in the possession of Chattelle on the after- 
noon of October 3rd, thé day of the North-> 
ern Fair. He discovered Chattelle lying 
in the long grass about 25 yards from the 
railroad track and not far from Mrs. Mac- 
Leod’s residence. He told the tramp to 
move on, which he did sulkily. 

Twelve year old Gordon McEwan, of 
Ailsa Craig, a bright little fellow, testified 
that he had given the cane shown to him 
toatramp on October 20d, when. he met 
him near the fair grounds. 

“That's the very man TIT gave it to,” 
said Gordon when he saw Chattelle at the 
jail. 

The visit to the jail still further riveted 
the chain about Chattelle. Angus McLean 
recognized him as the suspicious tramp 
who was baskitig in the sunshine: Gordon 
McEwan wdded his weighty recognition. 
Robert Morris, of Listowel, saw the pri- 
soner near Britton at 10.45 a.m. on Friday. 
At that time he carried a valise. When he 
met him an hour later, and a couple of 
miles nearer Listowel, he had no portman- 
teau. Mr. Foley, implement agent, Strat 
ford, recognized his walk, but could not 
recall his features, as he had not seen the 
face distinctly, Featherstone Smith was 

"positive that Chattelle was the man seen 
by him near Listowel on the day of the 
murder : 

Mrs. MacLeod’'s work was not yet done 
The black cashmere jacket worn by 
Chattelle as an wnodershirt was likewise 
identified, as was also the black tamos 
hanter, the tassel of Which’ was found in 
the black valise. The drawers did not 
belong to her,

Here we will give a shord account of bwo 
of the District Conferences which were 
held lo the forenoon, the repcerts of which

The Pas‘ors’ Conference was held Ia 
Johu St. Presbyterian chaorch, Rey. S. 
Hovstov, M. A, K-ngelon, cccouplsd the 
chair. ‘The subject considered was, How 
may the Sabbath School bscome assimilat- 
ed toand bythe church. Jt was sald 
that the reudering of the age ls spectaliz; 
tion. Mr. Bennett followed Mr. Houston 
and sald i) was a question if this may not 
do horm fa this department of the work. 
The charch fs the ideal religious organiza 
tlon and the Sabbath School {a the janlor. 
The first thing he recommended for thle 
wae to elect and Install the officlals in the 
presence of the parents and children, A 
missionary spirit should be cultivated in 
the School, {t being essential to the churoh. 
The same hymnal should be used In the 
church aud the echool. Asfaras posslhle 
the denominations! doctrines and polity 
should be taught to the children and they 
should be taught to roalize spirituallty 
equally with the older membors, 

Rev, J. R. Black urged the duty of the 
pulpit to bhp children, special sermons 
shcold be preached, nob tn dry toohinoal 
theological phraseology, but tobring the 
children to Uhrist. 

Tho Intermediate teachers assembled In 
the Methodist Tabernacle S. S. room, 
Obairman Mr. Hamilton, Toronto; Mr, R. 
Kerr, Secretary. 

Dr, Tilley, of Bowmanylile, tabrodaced 
the subject, **The beat methods of prepar 
ation.” He opened by asking for the 
aims of preparation, and drew from the 
teachers the three alms osch teachor should 
have for himeclf. 1. To know hile leaspn. 
2. To know hie class. 3. To know how to 
teach the losson to his class. For his 
scholars the teacher’s alm should be, (1) 
memory storing, (2) mind awakening, (3) 
character building. A teacher musb know 
what he wishes to teach. Bub besides 
getting knowledge he must know his class 
to whom he wishes to communicate that 
knowledge. He musb koow his scholars 
{ndividualiy, thelr home life, thelr street 
lifo, thelr habits, thelr tastes, their de- 
sirer, how they view tho bible, whether 
they aro from homes where God's Word 
fs honored, or from homes whore that 
Word is neglected and perhaps doubtod or 
rejected. Then he must know how to 
reach his scholars and to cause them to gn- 
derstand the lecsons he has paepared for 
them, He must not be satisfied in pre- 
paring almply to entertain his class, to 
spend a half hour in giving them Informa 
tlon. He must, of course, havo the tn 
formation ab hand aud = eudogvor, 
to impart os hie olsss may be able 
to avelmilate. Memory storing for his 
scholars Is of fer less importance than 
mind awaking. That from say oix to 
foorteen or fifteen the child's memory Is 
very soblve and shoyld be taken advantage 
of tn our teaching and tn atoglog those 
minds with gems of thonght, and {mport- 
ant passages of God's Word, From ssy 
eight to fifteen or sixteen the ohild’s mind 
opens up to thought, hence the aye te teach 
with s view to mind awaking. Thier, per 
haps, ts the range of Intermediate work Io 
our Sunday echools.

TORONTO, Oct, 25, 1894. 

At East Buffalo of the 2312 cars on sale 
9 cars were Canadas, most of which wére 
sold, the market closing weak; good to 
choice Canadas, $3.75 to #4. 

At Chicago wheat showed a further ten- 
dency to weakness and closed 1-4¢ lower 
than yesterday. Corn followed wheat, 
showing a net loss of 1-4 to 3-8c on the day’s 
business. Oats were decidedly weak and 
closed 3-8 to 1-2c under yesterday. Proyi- 
sions were lower, j 

The sentiment on the London stock mar- 
ket disclosed a very small account. Busi- 
ness was dull, but the tone generally good, 
Americans were flat early, but closed bet- 
ter. South American stocks were particu- 
larly strong. ‘The chances of increased ac- 
tivity in stocks is apparently poor, but no 
material set-back is anticipafed. Forty 
laes of Indian council drafts were sold at 
183-8, Paris exchange is low enough to 
take gold from here, 

The complete inactivity of the New York 
stock market during the last few days 
fairly reflects, as the stock market is apt 
to do, conditions of outside trade. Enter- 
prise generally is at a standstill and shows 
little present sign of moving. In the main 
this is logical enough. The reaction from 
August's advance in activity and prices 
has indeed spent itself, but there is no 
fresh propelling force, nor is any such in- 
fluences plainly in sight until the new 
tariff shall have had a fair chance, with 
next year’s opening, to exert its own good 
influence.

His 
supper he took at the house of Donald 
Ross, Frontstreet, Stratford, Inthe eyen 
ing in company with «a black valiso and 4 
stout cudgel he went through Queen's 
park, when he was noticed by Park Super 
intendent Downs and Kogineer Clark of 
the waterworks, Chatelle strack north- 
wards on the Listowel track. On Wed- 
nesday night he appeared in Ellice swamp, 
when, two laborers, Yorke and Lamb, 
‘were draining some waste land for a Mrs. 
Hammett. He assisted in building some 
stump fires and was in return given hi¥ 
supper. On Thursday he had his evening 
meal at Farmer ‘Towers, between Milbank 
and Milverton. 

Just now the authorities are interested 
in a red cedar lead pencil that was found 
os Chatelle, It has a rubber end with no 
ferule and is uncut. It is thought that 
Jessie Keith may have purchased it in 
Listowel on the morning of the murder, 

LISTOWEL, Oct. 26.—With the later de- 
velopments the happenings of the fatal 
Friday afternoon when the murderer was 
alone with his victim, become plain, It 
would seem that Chattelle met Jessie on 
her way home atid struck her down. He 
then dragged her across the ploughed field 
to the bush, where he attempted to assault 
her. Her struggle to preserve her honor 
was successful, although it cdést her her 
life. The evidence of the medical wit 
nesses at the adjourned inquest Friday 
night will prove that the girl died a virgin. 
Maddened by the resistance of his victim, 
the assassin cut her throat, then stripped 
her and completed his horrible butchery. 
He then concealed the body and clothes, 
Before hiding the valise he removed his 
overalls, and, taking from the satchel a 
pair of trousers he had purchased in St. 
Mary’s, donned them, leaving the overalls 
in the valise.

ENGLAND'S POLICY. 


“ 
Kosebory States the Governments Posl- 
tion th the Oriental War, 

LONDON, Oct. 2.—Lonl Rosebery made 
an important speech at Sheffield last even- 
ing. He would, he said, state in general 
terms the Government's policy in regard 
to China and Japan, Tt was impossible to 
regard with indifference a possible sudden 
destruction of the central government of 
China, a government already uone too 
strong. Its destrnction wonld involve 
appaling danger to every Christian in the 
Chinese empire and overflow of dangerous 
and barbarous elements on to every adjoin 
ing part of the world, involving the gra¥- 
est possible catastrophe to Asiatic civiliza 
tion. 

After the first Japanese victory the 
British Goyernment had learned from a 
very high and most convincing source that 
China was willing to concede honorable 
terms, materially exceeding Japanese 
demands when the war was entered npon 
and such as Japan could certainly accept 
without lessening her prestige or advant- 
age. The ministry felt that they could vot 
absolutely “‘pocket"’ these nud they did 
not found great hopes upon overtures, but 
they thought it was their duty to sound 
countries of Europe and the United States 
to ascertain whether in their opinion there 
Was any possibility of China aud Japan 
coming to terms on the basia indicated, 
The reception of GreatBritain’s approaches 
was remurkably favorable, The uropean 
powers seemed to feel that a common 
calamity overhung them, but one or two 
judged that the timeéhad not arrived when 
conditions could with advantage be sub- 
mitted to the combatants. Persogally, he 
was rather inclined to concur with the 
dJatter. It might be asked why he had 
consulted the powers at all, why he had 
not acted alone. THe would reply that in 
@ great catastroplie of this kin the 
more powers tliere were engaged in 
efforts toward peace, eo much the better 
was the prospect of their attaining their 
object. He believed that whenever it wat 
possible every British foreign minister 
should obtain a concert of the iheare in 
important internations! Affairs, aud io 
such a case as the present the foreign 
minister would have been culpable if he 
had not sought a concert of the powers. 
Moreover, in the jealous condition of 
alTuirs the war had produced it would have 
been impossible for Great Britain to at- 
tenipt to act as bottle-holder without in- 
curring the suspicion of the @iher powers 
aud all interested in the East.

How the Work First Got a Start in ¢ hina

been laid to méet the demands of business,

A remarkable case of just such a venture 
was the laying of the first cable along the 
Chinese shore in 1871 

Russia had finished the land line across 
Siberla—the line which, it will be remem 
bered, was intended to be part of the route 


80 long projected into the United States by . 
But the American end of , 


Bering Straits. 
the project had failed, and she found she 
had an interminable stretch of Llihe Across 
her barren steppes and now had nothing to 
attach the end to In fault of anything 
botter to do with the straygling terminus, 
it was carried to Viadivostock 

The Northern ‘Telegraph Company of 
Denmark gaw the possibility of utilizing 
thisend for a European communication 
with China and Japan, Not that China 
and Japan had expressed any desire for 
such aunion. The wily Danes took care 
not to ask permission, but slipped the 
land end of their cables into shore in in- 


offensive drain pipes, and quietly made } 


their connections until they had a cable 
running from Hong Kong to Amoy, Gotg- 
laff, Woostng, Nagasaki (Japan) and con- 
necting with the land line at Viadivo- 
stock. 

When the Chinese wakened up to the pre- 
sence of the cable it was too late to object. 
They simply professed themselves utterly 
skeptical of its usefulness and refused to 
have anything to do with it, However, 
they soon had a practical demonstration of 
its capabilities. An Oriental, more bold 
than his compatriots, resolved to act on 
the price of rice; telegraphed down to 
Shanghai from Pekin, and to buy up a 
quantity, He did so, and made a big sum, 
Soon after a lottery drawing came off in 
Pekin, in which many residents of Shang- 
hai were interested, The lucky numbers 
were telegraphed down, but the majority 
of the holders felt it unorthodox to trust 
to the impious Western contrivance which 
disdained time and space, two things which 
the Imperial Dragon himself had always 
respected, and they lettheir skepticism go 
so far that they sold their tickets for a 
song to more progressive gamblers. The 
next week when the recognized post ar- 
rived the report of the telegraph was con- 
firmed. The new contrivance could not 
have had a more impressive advertise- 
ment, 

The success of the Danish company in 
laying its cable along the coast induced it 
to attempt to run wires inland, It madea 
successful“ beginning, but was stopped 
oddly enough. There are no burial grounds 
in China, each family making a sepulchre 
for its dead upon its own premises, Dead 
ancestors are so reverenced that a shadow 
upon the grave is lodked upon as an insult 
which must not be passed by. Now, when 
the Danes began to put up poles for their 
wires the shadows were sure, at some time 
of the day, to fall on the grave of some 
Celestial ancestor. There were constant 
disputes between workmen and natives, 
and the enterprise was seriously inter- 
rupted fora time. However, the conyeni- 
encp of the telegraph became at last so 
evident to the Chinese that the Govern- 
ment decided to go on with the work; and 
since, even the shadows on the ancestors’ 
tombs"have not prevented the men from 
setting up poles. 

It was the year before the Eastern Ex- 
tension carried its cable to Hong Kong that 
itconclnded to go on to Australia, on con- 
dition thatone or all of the colonies com- 
bined would lay a land line across the con- 
tinent to meet it. The offer was accepted 
by the South Australian Government. 
This colony then numbered 170,000 inhabit- 
ants; it was in debt heavily for railroad 
and telegraph lines in the settled parts of 
its territory, but it bravely set aside the 
money for the new undertaking. 

The work was begun early in 1870, The 
history of telegraph does not include an- 
other so dramatic chapter. All but 200 or 
800 miles of the 2,000 from Adelaide on the 
South to Port Darwin, the cable terminns, 
on the north, was through a land of¢ither 
the worst reputation or utterly unknown, 
save from the reports of the one explorer 
who, after infinite risk and hardship, had 
traversed it nearly 10 years before. 

The expedition was to be baffled by noth- 
ing, however. It carted every inch of its 
wire, most of its poles, all of its supplies, 
across ® country often waterless and so 
hot that a thermometer burst and pork 
The men saw their 
cattle die of hunger and thirst, ‘Phey were 
forced literally to crawl through miles 
upon miles of scrub of the most exasper- 
ating character. The natives harassed 
them constantly, stealing their supplies, 
rigging up their insulators as spear heads, 
to use when the native boomerangs were 
not up to the occasion, and threatening 
their finished work. The northern por- 
tion of the work was once abandoned, so 
hopeless did it seem. Again terrific floods 
drove the expedition entirely from 
field. In spite of the losg and discourage- 
ment, theJine was finished in two years 
and a half, and after October 21, 1872. the 
London papers were publishing daily des- 
patches from Australia. On November 
15, 1872, a grand bunquet was held in Lon- 
flon, celebrating the completion of the 
work, and at it was read a telegram of 
thanks in response to one of congratulation 
which had been sent to Adelaide just two 
hours before.

It is a well known fact that the 
shadow of a jet of steam cast upon any 
white background under «rdinary cir- 
curastances is of feeble intensity and of 
a neutral tint. But, howeyer, if the jet 
be given a discharge of electricity just 
at the moment when it comes in contact 
with the air, the density of the shadow 
is amazingly increased asa result of con- 
densation, and it assumes a peculiar 
orange brown hue with fines and waves 
merging into inky blackness, 

Mr. Bidwell, the only person to my 
knowledge who has ever made these ex- 
periments scientifically, suggests that 
the electricity promotes a coalescence of 
the exceedingly minute particles of wa- 
ter contained in the jet of steam, thus 
forming drops large enough to obstruct 
the more refrangible rays of light, but 
why the color of the shadow should 
change from neutral to shades of at least 
three well efined colors he does not at 
tempt to explain, From one of his lat: 
articles I gather ideas which point to the 
Intense blackness of thunderclouds be-

tory, held in various ways, from Cape 
Colony up to the “occupation” of Kyypt, is 
in extent about 1,400,000 square miles, and 
has a population of 80,000,000 In the Nile 
Valley it includes Incomparably the best 
of North Africa. In Uganda it holds the 
key to the lakes of central Africa neurly 
| as ‘large as our own lakesystem, The new 
treaty gives it the high land west of Lake 
Tanganyika, considerably higher and 
healthier than the eastern, in German 
hands, ‘The new conquests of the British 
South Africa Company add the great 
table lands of the interior of subtropicm 
Africa, in much of which white men live 
: Lastly, there is Capo Colony, the only 
vital European settlement in all Africa 
Aa it stands, this great highway holds two 
thirds of all of Africain which Europeans 
ean live and carry on eflicient administra 
tion. It has the most fertile tract in the 
continent in Egypt, its healthiest in Cape 
Town, its greatest gold mines and the only 
region from which tropical Africa can be 
controlled. Still more important is its re 
lation to African water courses. A steam 
ercan start at Alexandria and run, when 
the mahdi’s successor is cleared away, to ut 
point on Albert Edward Nyanza, 125 miles 
from Lake Tanganyika This runs to 
within seventy miles of Luke Nyassa 
From this lake the Shire River, broken at 
Murchison Malls, descends to the Zambest 
and the Indian Ocean, From a navigable 
point on the Congo it is less than 100 mile» 
to Lake Tanganyika. The Aruwini ruus 
as near the Nile, Itis possible to start at 
the mouth of the Zambesi and reach the

During this last period rest 
should be in abundance. 

Anybody whoecan follow these direc- 
tions ought to live to be one hundred 
years old at least. There is always this 
comfort, however; if we cannot live up to 
our ideas always, we can at least, try our 
best to do so, and the steady effort- will be 
bringing us constantly nearer them.

Sanitation by Sen Water, 
The new system of sanitation adopted in 
Havre—based upon the electrolysis of sea 
water—has proved a gratifying success. 
The electric current decomposes the chlo- 
ride of magnesium, while the chloride of 
sodium serves as a conductor, the result 
being a liquid disinfectant of great power, 
being almost odorless, leaving no residu- 
um when used for purposes of flushing, 
and is entirely inoffensive ; the solid miuat- 
ter in sewage is instantaneously consumed 
in this solution, as well as the organic 
matter, what is left being simply an odor- 
less and troubled liquid, incapable of fer- 
mentation, and containing only a few 
phosphates, the salts of ammonia and the 
salts of the disinfectant. Of the two 
classes of microbes—ianierobic organisms, 
existing without air, and wrobie organ- 
isms, requiring air to live—the action of 
‘this chloride compound on the first is 
simple, for, as they cannot live in the 
presence of oxygen, their extinction is 
swift and sure ; the destruction of the mi- 
crobes which require free oxygen to sup- 
port life is equally certain.

leaves. There is not a belted kingfisher, 
ora chaffinch, or a fire-crested wren, or a 
ployer, or a red-legged partridge but ex- 
pects to spend the winter at the South, for 
the apartments bave already been ordered 
for them in South America, or in Africa; 
and after thousands of miles of flight, they 
will stop in the very tree where they spent 
last January, Farewell, bright plumage!

Strew the 
continent with music, and whether from 
Ceylon Isle or Carolinian swamps, or 
Brazilian groves, men see your wings, or

Then I tell 
you thatthe stork and crane have found 
above the Alps plenty of room for free fly- 
ing. We go ‘out and we conquer our 
temptations by the Grace of God, and lie 
down, On the morrow those temptations 
rally themselves and attack us, and by the 
Grace of God we defeat them again; but, 
staying all the time in the old emcamp- 
ment, we have the same old battles to fight 
over.

Mrs. Keith, mother of the murdered

A number of other witnesses were called 
and their evidence taken, some of them 
having seen the prisoner before and others 
after the murder. The evidence taken as 
a whole was very complete and left no 
doubt as to the criminality of the prisoner, 
The route he went has been indicated by 
the witnesses nearly the whole distance 
from Ailsa Craig to Listowel, thence to 
Cataract.

There is a rumor that Gen. Bron 
sart yon Schellendorf is a candidate for 
the Prussian Premiership and the Chan 
collorship. Either of these generals would 
be acceptable to the Conservatives, who 
have become totally estranged from the 
Government under the Caprivi regime, 

One of the Chancellor's last acts befor: 
offering his resignation was to uotify th 
Reichsbank that the decree prohibiting 
filvances on Russian stocks bad been can 
celled, as no longer necessary on either 
economic or political grounds, The lm 
peror had arranged to leave Potsdam to 
hunt in the neighborhood of Blankenbury, 
but he gave up the trip in view of the dis 
ruption of his Cabinet. 

Lonpon, Oct. 27.—The Morning Post's 
Berlin correspondent says:  lverybody 
with asense of fair play denounces the 
despicable intrigue of the Agrarian and 
Bismarckian reactionist guoups against 
Count von Caprivi. ~ The socialists will 
rejoice because the dread of them, although 
they did not raise & finger, has been suffi- 
cient to plunge the empire into a crisis,” 

The Daily News correspondent in Berlin 
says of Caprivi’s fall; It is not known 
whether the Chancellor previously in- 
formed his Majesty of his intention to con- 
voke the federal ministers; if not, 
the reason of his fall is clear, 
It was an Imperial reprimand, At 
home the removal of Caprivi must 
arouse the greatest apprehensions in Ger- 
man Liberal quarters. Although a tho 
rough Conservative, he was not «map of 
force. He disliked extremes. As mutters 
stand his dismissal can only be regarded 
as asign that the Emperor is determined 
to adopt Eulenburg’s scheme against So 
cialism. A conflict of a dangerous char- 
acter therefore appears on the horizon, the 
consequences of which are simply incal 
culable. The acceptance of Eulenburg’s 
resignation does not exclude the possibility 
of his being appointed Chancellor, which. 
however, is improbable, Caprivi will start 
in a few days for Geneve.

LONDON, Oct. 27.—The Daily News cor- 
respondent in St, Petersburg says: “The 
Princess Alix’s conversion and the «x- 
change of rings has been effected already. 
According to private advices the Czar is 
growing steadily worse.” Private letters 
received in Vienna say that the develop- 
ment of the cancerous symptoms in the 
Czar’s case has extinguished all hope.

RSENIC KILLED HARTLEY 


Prof. Ellis Says There Was One Grainy 
in His System. 


HE HAD A “ TOBACCO HEART’ 


Mrs, Hartley Said Someone Must Have 


Given tim a Dose of Polson, and When 
Conatable Allon Hinted That Ling or She 
Kuow Something About it She Tried to 
Purchase His Silonee. 


BRANTFORD, Oct. 27.—The third day of 
the Hartley murder trial opened with the 
continuation of the cross-examination o 

Louls Henry Ling by Mr. Osler 

Ling (to Mr, Osler)—I know Wm, Caven, 
driver of the mail wagon. When he passed 
the Hartley residence on the Wednesday 
before Hartley's death, he stopped and 
asked me how Caleb was, [did not tell 
him that he was much worse since | gave 
him the medicine, 

I told Mr, Best, the Baptist minister in 
New Durham, that IT was induced to go to 
her house by Mrs. Hartley 

I don't remember asking Bishop what 
they were going to do about this thing. | 
will not swear that on that occasion [did 
or did not say “ you Maria. If 
you can’t tell what is straight twill.” 

Tenant 
took place between the prisoner and imy- 
“self, but it wa I went to her 
house. Such existed over a 
period of nine mouths, the last occasion 
beingg about three weeks before Hartley's 
death. 

I never gave Hartley his medicine, but 
IT gave him an egg nog on the Friday and 
Suturday before bis death, 

I went to Dr. Haight’s for the medicine 
anil saw it prepared. I have seen prisoner 
give the powders in rhubarb to the de 
cessed, but never saw it mixed. My first 
intimacy with the prisoner-was on the 
second night I knew her. 

I did not consent to secrecy before the 
prisoner told me about poisoning the de- 
censed, She said that she substituted 
“rough on rats’ for the powders which 
Dr. Haight ordered, 

Dr. Haight being sworn deposed; 1 
knew Caleb Hartley before being called in 
to see him professionally and for some time 
hefore that he seemed to be in good health 
He visited me in my office on the Srd of 
May and asked me to prescribe for him. 
Ile complained of yomiting, pains in the 
stomach and general indisposition, His 
countenance was suffered and 
bloated ; his eyelids were puffed and his 
eyes blood-shot, I prescribed for the,effect 
of alcoholic excess. I had heard reports 
that he was drinking hard and the deceased 
told me that while going to Hamilton on 
the previous Tuesday he was seised with 
violent illness at Harley station, which 
continued with vomiting during his trip to 
Hamilton and while he stayed there. He 
was drinking freely during the day. 

On the 8rd I found his pulse of low ten- 
sion and bounding, that is tremulous and 
very full. The pulse beats were about 90a 
minnte; his tongue was foul and his 
bowels loose, 

I called on him the next day and found 
him lying down but feeling about the 
Same as on the day before, I made an ex- 
aminigtion of his physical condition and 
found his lungs normal but his his abdomen 
tender in the vicinity of the stomach. 
There was a pulsation of the heart caused 
by tobacco, for he had what is known as 
tobacco heart. There was visible pulsation 
in the large arteries and in the aorta. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Osler, Dr. Haight 
said that deceased had a tobacco heart, 
caused by over-smoking, Witness did not 
see the jar washed in which the stomach of 
deceased was sent to Toronto. It was 
washed but not in his presence. He did 
not know if there was any arseni¢ around 
and if there was he would not swear that 
it was impossible for it accidentally to get 
into the jar. It might have got there. He 
found that the heart of deceased was 
aflected by his tobacco habit. He found a 
decadence of the tissue. There was, how- 
ever, no more than what would have been 
expected in a man of his age. 

On re-examination by Mr. Lount witness 
said that he had no doubt of the existence 
of arsenic in the system and he was also 
quite satisfied that death resulted from 
poisoning. He thought that two grains 
Were enough to cause death. 

Dr. Hill, of Norwich, followed, and cor- 
roborated his follow-physician’s evidence, 
The physical condition of deceased was 
always fairly good. 

Dr. Ellis, public analyst, Toronto, de- 
scribing the analysis, said; ‘ On the basis 
of what I examined there would be a grain 
or more in the whole body. The conclusion 
arrived at was that there must have been 
more taken. Apart from an analysis the 
symptoms pointed to arsenical poisoning. 

Dr, McCurdy, of Norwich, examined 
Caleb Hartley for entrance to the Work- 
men. He found an affection of the heart 
from excessive use of tobacco. Otherwise 
the deceased was in perfect health. Tt was 
the witness’ opinion that deceased died of 
arsenical poisoning. Dr, Griffin and Dr, 
Harris, Brantford, Dr. Johnson, Toronto, 
followed in similar evidence to the other 
doctors. 

Wm. Allan, constable, went to Hartley's 
next day after deceased returned from 
Hamilton, Mrs. Hartley told him Caleb 
bad gone to Hamilton, and she did not 
expect him to come home alive as he hid 
heart trouble, While he was there Ling 
made Caleb an exg nog, putting in some 
unknown mixture. The following Sun- 
day he found Caleb very bad. He was 
bleeding at the nose, which continued till 
he died. Friday I told Mrs. Hartley the 
doctor wanted me to stay with Caleb. 
When Ling was out Mrs, Hartley started 
talking about Ling, Ling came in sudden 
ly and said, ‘Maria, shut your head, it is 
no wonder folks are talking about us. It 
is your own fault.’ She seemed annoyed 
at the expression when Ling put his arms 
sround her and hugged and kissed her 
which quieted her ruffled feelings. When 
Caleb was dead Mrs, Hartley went into the 
room and looking on the face of her dead 
husband said, ‘My, I believe some one has 
given him a dose.’ Atfer I left the stomach 
in Toronto for the analysts Mrs. Hartley 
then enquired how they would find out if 
there was poison in it. I replied that Idid 
not know and said if she did it she would 
know, and if Ling did it he would know. 
She then said, ‘If you don’t tell on Henry 
I will give you anything in the store,’

FINANCE AND COMMERCE. 


TORONTO, Oct. 27, 1S. 

The tone of the London steck market 
market was good, but prices finished gene- 
rally under the best, This movement was 
concluded with ease. Americans are still 
neglected and were irregalar in their 
movements, with Louisville aud St, Paul 
stronsc and the coalays weak, 

In Chicago wheat was dulland steady, 
closing at about the same price; as the 
previous day. Corn was dull, closing 1-8 
to 14¢ higher. Oats showed a similar gain 
on licht trading. Provisions were lower, 

On the street 300 bushels of wheat sold 
at $2c for white and Sle for red ; 3,000 of 
barley at 49 to 45c; 600 of oats ab 81 to 
811-2c; aud one load of blackeye peas at 
Wc. Outside prices were unchanged, The 
Oswexo barley market is unchanged with 
Canadian still at 61 to Sc, . 

On the New York stock market, con- 
trary to the week’s earlier expectations, 
no gold was taken for export. Sterling 
exchange ruled quite as high even this 
morning as it did when last Saturday's 
half million of gold was ordered, but it has 
not presumably been as easy this week to 
market the requisite drafts against new 
shipments.

LONGEVITY IS ON THE INCREASE, 


Mon Attain to Groater Age Than Former. 


ly, Repeeotally in Amerion 





The number of deceased persons who had 
attained an exceptional old age waa prob 
ably greater in the year IS than in any 
recent period, During the last three or 
four montha of the year the general sat 
became familiar, through a perusal of the 
daily papers, with the obitu 
Aries of those who had departed having 
lived toa great old age A month or so 
since we read of a life that had reached 
the extraordinary limit of 1 years. We 
have since read of Che death of a woman at 
Hartford, Conn,, who was old enough to 
give warning of the approach of the British 
fleet in 1812, and so saved the New Elgland 
coast from threatened devastation, And 
still later we have been apprised of the 
death at Terre Haute, Ind., of a man lt 
years old who attended the funeral of 
Washington, cast his first vote for Madi 
son, and was a soldier in the war of 152 
From other data it is apparent that great 
longevity haw been on the increase for 
many years, particularly in America. But 
it may be remarked that the constitutions 
that carried these persons tp to the cen 
tennial mark or beyond were formed very 
many years before people began living 
at the present rate, and that the best part 
of most of these old lives was passed before 
the modern suicidal rush of the society 
and business worlds 

To have a good chance for longevity it in 
almost unnecessary to say that an origin- 
ally good constitation is of the first im- 
portance, though to this primary excel 
lence carefulness in the art of living must 
be added. The secret, of long life is one of 
which nature aloné holds posession. A 
remarkable fact is that intellectual activ- 
ity and success have. been no barriers to 
long life. Even deep philosophical studies 
have proved a help rather than a hind- 
rance to men Of literary pursuits, Vol- 
taire, who at birth was put into a quart 
pot, could never have obtained his eighty- 
fourth year had he not followed the strict, 
sober, active life which he chose, Glad 
stone exercises the highest powers of suc- 
cessfulstatetmanship at an age of eighty- 
four years, after undergoing the constant 
turmoil of political contest for consider 
ably more than halfa century. Bismarck 
is practically an octogenarian, Von 
Moltke was nearly ninety when hedied. It 
seems that the review of these and numer- 
ous other instances would sufliciently es- 
tablish the theory that continuous intel 
lectual activity is conducive to the perpet- 
uation of good health and the prolonga- 
tion of life —Washington Post, 
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A Little Story of Editor Dana.

The arsenic and soot, deposited in com- 
bination in the chimney or ave 
ecraped out and taken to the second cnl 
einer for purification, The caleiners con 
gist of revolving iron drums, through 
which a fire of anthracite coal is carried on 
rotating iron furnaces kept red hot. As 
the arsenical soot is subjected to the jnfu 
ence of this heat the arsente is sublimed 
and condensed. The operation has to be 
carefully watched anglif the workmen barn 
the arsenic Badly tify have to pay for it, 
Three men in four weeks make 100 tons of 
arsenic. The chimney in which the arsenic 
is condensed is a mile long. It is carried 
to an incline up a hill, with iron doors in 
the side. As the hot blast passes upwards 
it deposits a crust of arsenic erysatals on 
the brickwork all around to a depth of 
from two to three inches, and minute dust 
of crystals fall to the floor, The smoke 
has then to pass into an upright chimney 
125 feet high, but just before doing so it 
has to traverse a shower of water, which 
catches what remains of the arsenic, no- 
thing but sulphurous acid being allowed 
to escape. 

The arsenic is liable to produce sores if 
permitted to lodge in wrinkles and folds 
of the flesh, or about the mouth and nos- 
trils. Asarule, however, this only hap- 
pens when there is carelessness as to per-

RAIN STORY 
| OR THE WRECK. 


How the Ragnvald Jarl Was 
Crushed by Icy Fangs. 


The Disaster a Terrible Blow to the Kx 
pedition, but Wellman Decides to Push 
on Northward—The Ico’s Awful Power. 


Drying Dynamite In « Cook Stove.

WrDNRSDAY, May The Ragnvald 
Jarl has been crushed In the ice She Hes 
a hundred yants from tho rooky shore of 
tbls (Walden) Island, a hopeloss wreok 
It was day before yesterday that this dis- 
aster befell us, at 4 in tho afternoon, Wo 
wore not here to witness the ylotory of tho 
foo king over our stanch little oraft. A 
week avo tonight was our last aboard the 
ship. ‘The next day we were to bot out 
npon our long sledge journey. One's fool 
ings on such an occasion itis dificult to 
descrile, Not often in ono’s life does he 
plaunge Inte an unknown region, deliber- 
ately bantshing binself from communtica- 
thon with tho outer world, and more or 
lesa uncertain whethor that world will 
ever eo him again, There is somo satia- 
faction in the thought that tho prudent 
nature of our plans bas reduced the risk of 

qusually to a minimum, for wo are not 

unmindfal of the promise which we made 
sole months ago that, whother wo do 
much or Jittlo In the way of exploration, 
woe shall endeayor to conduct our modest 
little arctle enterpriso without loss of life. 
Of course one cannot carry hiswrotio oggs 
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TUE CRUSHED SHIP, 
to market without somo little danger of 
broakuge, but we hopo to bayo all our men

back in Norway next October safe and 
sound. That night Captain Bottelfsen 
and tho crow brewed a punch and gayo us 
a farewell toast, and tho noxt dfy, the 
Sith, our departure from the ship was 
mado wider pleasant auspices. Our pack 
of dogs had beon tied in Coams on tho shore 
joo, and tho men stood by them awaiting 
the signal. As tho officers of the expedition 
came upon deck the American and Norwo 
gian colors were run aloft, and as they 
left the ship a salute was fired from tlie 
whaling guns. Wo gavo threo cheers for 
Captain Bottelfson and his crew, which 
they returned as wo tuck our sledges and 
or long string of dogs and started away. 
In half an hour we wer tugging with 
might and main at the boats and sleds,

ing the hull from our view Eyvon at this 
distance It was enay to seo the gallant lit 
tle ship had been dealt a dk athblow 

As wo approached the tent Captaln Hot 
) tolfeen and his men crawled oub to grec t 
us. Thore were no smiles upon thelr facos 
More dojected mon than they tt would bo 
diMoult to flnd upon the face of the « arth 
And no wonder, Within a fow days more 
than a month from sailing from their 
home port their ship roca to pleces undor 
their foot, and with her loss tholr wages 
aro cutoff, They have lost much of thoir 
clothing and are stranded upon an inhos 
pitable rook in a remote part of the world, 
660 milos from the north polo. ‘Thoy will 
bo lucky if thoy wet home in the autumn, 
and whon thoy do get there they will hayo 
no wagos, no income W ith which to sup- 
port thelr families during tho coming 

winter. Other employment they cannot 
got, and not a ray of hopo is to be seen in 
thoir honest faces 

Thoir camp is a moro pest under a bit 
of sail, with beds mado upon tho foo, and 
the ship's galloy in the center of the hut 
melting tho foo away underneath and 
onusing pools of water to form almost as 
fast as one man can syyeop them away 
The captain and his mon brightened up 
op our arrival and gayo us 4 good break- 
fast and a warm welcome. 

Tho Loss of the Jurl. 

Wo thon went over to seo the wreck of 
the poor little Ragnvala Jarl. Tho ico for 
many yards around was strewn with tho 
dobris of disaster. It was Monday aftor- 
noon at 4o’olock that tho ship had been 
destroyed. At 10 o'clock of tho morning 
of that day tho-ico had begun to screw 
around her, and Captain Bottelfson and 
his men had run out extra hawsers for hor 
protection. Ina fow minutes the ico was 
quict again, and, though a northwest galo 
was blowing, Captain Bottelfson thought 
tho ship in no danger, belloving the young, 
soft ice about her would form ao cushion 
for hor hull and bring her through with- 
out damage. After noon tho fee was again 
disturbed, and as a matter of precaution 
Captain Bottelfson and his mon bogan 
gutting provisions out of tho hold and up- 
on deck, It was well they did so, for, 
though they still had no idea of tho im- 
pending danger, at a quarter of 4 o'clock 
tho heayy ice camo against the side of the 
ship. Tho point of shore ice, which pro- 
jected beyond tho Jarl and seomingly gave 
her ample protection, had broken asunder 
under the tremendous pressuro of the shoy- 
ing mass outside, and the Ragnyald Warl 
was doomed, 

In 15 minutes the fell work was done. 





Tho hull had been listed over and broken 
into three pieces. Heavy masses of ico had 
beon driven right through her side koa 
knifo into an eggshell. 
in, and there was grave fear that when it 
came 


Tho water poured 


in contact’ with the boilers, in 


tho first stage of an onerous summer's 
campaign. 
An Undreamed of Misfortune. 

When we left tho ship, sho was believed 
to bo In a perfectly safo position. Perhaps 
no other arctic expedition had as much 
actual experience in ico navigation as that 
which we hayo at command, Captain 
Bottelfsen js noted as one of the best ice 
pilots in Norway. His crew are men to 
whom ico dangers are an old story. Of 
our own party Captain Pedersen, the ex- 
pedition’s exccutive officer and nayigator, 
thins been a sonal hunter for 24 years, ever 
since he was a Jad of 17. Boervig, Iver- 
sen and others of our party have been in 
the ice year after year all theirJives. Ev- 

- ery one of these men thought the Jarl safe 
from barm in the harbor which her cap- 
tain bad found for her, behind a tongue 
of heavy shore ice, 20 fect or more in thick- 
ness. No one dreamed that this massive 
breakwater could be broken into frag- 
Nients by the pressure of the pack outside. 
If exporionce counts for anything, these 
men wero right in saying tho ship was se- 
cure, aud that in leaving her we could do 
soin confidence that our Une of retreat 
Was scoure. e 
* ‘Throoc days and a half had we journeyed 
to tho eastward before tho sad news over- 
took us. Wo traveled of night, when the 
sun is lower and the surface of the snow 

a little harder. Novel indced were our ex- 
pericnees during those first few days of 
the slodge journey. But before giving ex- 
tracts from the journal descriptive of them 
it is well to hasten on to tho greater eyent, 
tho wreck of tho steamer. All night the 
28th a heavy storm raged from the north- 
west. At 7 o'clock on tho morning of the 
20th wo saw twomen approaching us from 
the direction of Walden island. Instine- 
tively wo kifew that they brought us bad 
nows. The two men adyanced so slowly 
that we set out to meet thom, They were 
staggering along, snow blind, nearly fam- 
ished for water and so fatigued that only 
with grout difficulty could they put one 
foot before another. ‘hey were First Mate 
Olen and Sailor Hovde of the Jarl. 

“The Ragnyald Jarl is a total wreck,"

This disaster was a terrible bléw to the 
expedition. Ic cut off vur line of retreat, 


which there was 40 pounds of steam pres- 
sure at tho timo, there would bo an ox- 
plosion. Fortunately this did not occur, 
and in o few minutes the crew wero at 
work saving everything that could be 
reached. The trunks and other personal 
offects of members of the expedition were 
in tho cabins or hold, and most of these 
were rescucd, though some of them water 
soaked and damaged. The trunks in the 
hold were smashed by the breaking in of 
the timbers, but thoir contents were fished 
out with boat hooks after a man had 
risked his life down inthe hold moving 
the top orend with an ax. The ship's pro- 
yisions and the reserve supplies of the ex- 
pedition were in great part saved by the 
same means. Captain Bottelfsen and his 
bravo men saved the trunk, books, loose 
clothing and records of the writer at risk 
of life while the ship was creaking and 
groaning under the tremendous pressure 
and whilo the water was pouring in under 
their feet. 

All night Monday the crew worked got 
ting out of the ship such boxcs of food and 
other articles as could be reached. Cup- 
tain Bottelfsen thoughtfully sent tho first 
mate and Sailor Hovde after us, 20 miles 
uway, to give us information of the disas- 
tor, After a day of anxicty and a nicht of 
dangerous and arduous work they had 
taken this long tramp without skis, and 
upon overtaking us at Marten’s island were 
barely ablo to crawl along. If ever men 
did the best they could in the face of irre- 
tricvablo disaster, Captain Bottelfsen and 
his crow did so on this occasion 

A Sight to Stir the Emotions, 

When we stepped aboard tho ill fated 
craft todny, it was difficult to repress tears 
over the fate of the little ship. Aside from 
the fact that our expedition has been given 
au hard blow and our personal fortune, lit 
tle es it is, has been in all probability 
swallowed up, the mere appearance of tho 
wreck was enough to stir thoemotions, A 
thing of life and beauty had been dismem- 
bered, crushed, beaten into uselessness 
und ugiiness. The mainmast, with the 
crow's vest, in which wo had spent so 
many hours that it seemed almost like 
home, still lashed to it, was prostrate upon 
the lee, having been ent down and made 
clear, so that in case@ol sinking of the 
hull it and the rigging attached to it 
might be saved. Wreckage was scattered 
ml about.

The Unexpected Had Happened. 

A great bundle of water sonked lettors 
lying beside the tent stove drying reminds 
us most pointedly of the nature of the loss 
whioh we havo suffered in the ice hard by. 
By this timo, or within a week or ten days 
at furthest, wo had hoped the Jarl would 
be steaming toward Tromso, carrying our 
newspaper and private letters. 

The wrecking of the Ragnyald Jarl was 
one of those occurrences which tend to 
justify the somewhat stupid adage that 
“the unexpected always happens.’’ In our 
plans there was no idea of placing the lit- 
tle steamer in any jeopardy whatever It 


was the controlling principle of the expedi- 
tion that we were not going to try to sail 
to or near tho north pole in o ship, In 
steaming to the Seven islands, as we did 
in such fine style a fortnight or more ago, 
not a man on board thought tho ship was 
incurring any risk of disaster, In responso 
to inquiries both of our captains gave as- 
surance that the steamer could easily be 

sen care of in tho shore ice, and so sho 
might have been in anything but a north- 
wester like that which raged last Monday, 
when the ice was screwed stceple high on 
every foot of the north Spitzborgen const. 
The masses thrown up by this terrific 
pressure half cover the sides of the rocky 
hills, ‘and where we sit in o sleeping bag, 
writing this letter, is probably 50 feet frum 
the water level, and ice compressed with 
the power of a hundred hydraulic engines 
all the way down. 

Still we havo reached a decision as to 
what we are going to do, or try todo. We 
are going on, just as if nothing had hap-

ossary for us to shorten our campaign and 
return to the Soven islands not later than 
Sept. 1. This leaves us 90 days in which 
to go forward and come back, andif we 
can find a practicable road, which is, we 
must confess, somewhat doubtful sinco 
the northwesterly gales haye broken and 
sorewed the drift ice, we shall do the best 
wecan. What a fortnight ago promised 
to be a good chance for a pack ice journey 
has been quiokly changed into conditions 
about as forbidding as it is possible for 
them to be. 

Juell and Ellefsen are sent back to the 
sledge camp with the intelligence that tho 
expedition is to go on as soon as we sliall 
have rejoined it, but itis with anything 
but cheerful faces that we craw] Into the 
snug beds whieh tho sailors have prepared 
for us in their tent. Before wo go to sleep 
some one makes the discovery that tho 
ship's steward is drying sticks of dyna- 
mite in the cook stove a few feet from our 
beds, and this causes so much amusement 
that we crack our jokes, light our pipes 
and take a round at the camp bottle. Hu- 
man nature isa buoyant thing, afterall, if 
it can rise superior to shipwreck, almost 
hopeless conditions of pack ice and dyna- 
inite packages sizzling in ao redhot stove 
near by.

I cannot remember when LT have not been 
surrounded, 60 to speak, by wild animals, 
writes «a tamer, For the past 
thirty years I have been on the most inti 
mate terms with lions and tigers and pan 
thers and leopards and bears and hyenas 
and clephants, and all sorts of other ani 
mals. IT have trained them, eaten with 
them, slept with them, petted them and 
fought them by the hundreds in that time, 

In allof my experience with animals I 
have only been bitten once, and that was 
owing tomy own carelessness. A lioness

bit me in the thigh one day when IT was 
in her cage. I had my back to ber and 
was tensing a lion at the. time She 


fastened her teeth in my thigh from be 
hind, and the wound laid me up for 
three weeks, When she grabbed me L hit 
her on the nose, and she let go. Yes, she 
had tasted my blood, but that made no 
difference, 

The talk about alion ora tiger becoming 
unmanageable after it tastes blood is non 
sense. IT would as soon go into an cage all 
covered over with blood and let the an 
imals Uek it off as any other way. Lions 
find tigers Wan't attack aman in a cage, 
or out of it elfher, unless dhey are hungry. 
IT muké no exceptiontothisrule. Any man 
can go into a cage of lions or tigers with 
out danger of being hurt if he only under 
stands the animals and is not afraid of 
them. They may be just caught—not two 
months ont of the forest or jungle, and 
yet they will not attack a man 

There never was a lion ora tiger that 
was not afraid ofa man, Let them alone 


as he keeps his face towards them. I am 
speaking now of those that are wild. The 
trained ones will not even spring at their 
keeper from behind, I can teach the wild 
est animal that was ever caved not to at- 
tack me under any circumstances, and I 
won't take more than half an hour or soto 
give the lesson, 

Thad an exciting time once, however, 
when I was with a circus and “moral me- 
nagerie,”’ I had forty cayes of animals 
under my charge. ‘The cages were all 
painted with scenes from the Bible. On 
the cage where I used to perform with the 
lions—there were four of them—there was 
a picture of Daniel in the lions’ den. I 
used to be bound hand and foot and 
thrown into th cage with the four Hons, 

One night one of the lions gnuwed out 
of his cage and got in among the ele- 
phants,. The elephants became excited 
and the lion sprang on the back of a little 
elephant. ‘The little elephant trumpeted 
and kneeled down, and that woke up the 
watchman, I was sent for, I took a 

itchfork and jabbed at the lion, and he 
et go und sprang for a big elephant close 
by. The big elephant was called Queen 
Anne—they’ve changed her name to Em- 
press and she is still in the business. 

She grabbed the lion with her trunk 
aad threw him from her about twenty 
feet. He fell in a heap of bones which 
had come from the meat with which the 
animals were fed. The bones were under 
the stairway leading to the hayloft and 
& man was asleep up there. I got into the 
hayloft from the outside of the building 
and fastened the trapdoor down. Then I 
went down and tackled the lion, I got a 
shifting-box close up to where he was and 
then I got into the box. It hada door on 
I teased the lion and made him 
mad so that he came forme.

‘The elephants are by far the most dan- 
gerous in the menagerie. They can never 
be depended on. One bad elephant is 
worse than adozen lions, They will try 
to kill their keepers when they get ugly, 
and when an elephant is thoroughly en- 
raged he will stop at nothing. Every year 
all male elephants who have reacheda 
certain age will have a spell of viciousness. 
This period keeps up for a month to six 
weeks, and atsuch times the elephant is 
always very dangerous. Lions and tigers 
will obey half a dozen or more masters, 
but elephants will only obey one, 

One man is sufficient to look out for a 
herd of elephants. Of course he has help- 
ers, but he alone is the master of the ele- 
phants, The keeper, when an elephant is 
going to become vicious, prepares for it by 
chaining the big beast. The elephant Tip 
that was killed up in Central Park could 
have been kept in this way and would 
have got over his ugly fitin a short time. 
The idea of killing an elephant at such 
times is absurd. No first-class elephant 
man would think of such a thing.

ARE THEY RETALIATING? 


The Probable Cause of Germany's Prohibi- 
tion of American Cattle. 

New York, Oct, 20.—Tlie World has the 
following despatch from Washington. 

The German Ambassador has informed 
the Secretary of State that Germany will 
prohibit the importation of beef and cattle 
from this country on the ground that 
cattle imported from this country have 
been found to be infecteQ@ by Texas fever. 
While this is the ostensible ground, there 
is little doubt that Germany is \seeking to 
retaliate for the imposition by*the tarilf 
law of a discriminating duty upon German 
beet sugar, 

During the consideration of the tariff 
bill the German Ambassador called atten- 
tion to the fact that the discrimina.ion 
would violate an existing treaty stipula- 
tion, In a treaty made many years ago 
with Prussia, a treaty still in force, this 
Government agreed that Prussian imports 
should not be discriminated against but 
should receive the treatment accorded tq 
the most favored nation. Notwwithstand- 
ing this fact, congress passed the tariff bill 
with the 1-10 cent discriminating tax in 
cluded. Of course the state department 
will not talk upon the subject as it is the 
rule of the diplomats to cover themselves 
with the cloak of secrecy ; but there is 
good reason to believe that the officials of 
this Government admit to themselyes at 
last that the attitude of this country is 
indefensible, The law must be executed, 
however, and it seems that the state de 
partmentcan donothing. The supposition 
that the action of Germany is meant asa 
retaliation finds support in the fact that 
Texas fever is non-communicable by 
fliseased cattle and that the meat of 
cattle afflicted by the ailment is not con- 
sidered harmful, 

Secretary Morton sent to the Secretary 
of State this communication, in reply toa 
notice of the action of Germany : 

“Referring to your communication in 
regard to the prohibition of American 
cattle and fresh beef by Germany, please 
represent to the American Ambassador 
that the Texas fever is not communicated 
by diseased cattle so that even if the 
reported discovery of this disease is correct 
there isno danger to German cattle; also 
that meat of the cattle affected by this 
disease has never been shown to be 
dangerous to the consumer, This Govyern- 
ment inspected all mest exports and 
certifies that the cattle were free from 
disease when slanghtered. <A vigorous 
protest should be entered against the pro- 
posed action.” 


CRUEL BRAZILIANS. 


They Bury Men Alive and Set Fire to the 
Women, 

MONTEVIDEO, Uruguay Oct. 20.—An 
American newspaper cortespondent, who 
has just arrived here overland from Kio 
de Janerio, having passid through the 
entire intervening country, reports that he 
saw on the way the bodies of fourteen men 
who had been buried alive in a standing 
position by order of Brazilian commanders, 
but with their heads exp)sed, and would 
have perished either from starvation or 
from the attacks of the rultures, which 
had eaten out their eyesand picked the 
skulls bare of flesh, 

At San Mateo the clothing of women 
suspected of sympathy with the revolution 
had been saturated with ol! and set on fire 
While the women were burning the sol- 
diers were ordered to sheot and wound, 
but not to kill them. The correspondent 
says some of his fingers were torn off after 
she had been subjected to torture by the 
extraction of the nat'=.

It was near the 
first of July when the long absenf man 
came back. No one knew him, he had to 
impress his identity upon his friends before 
they would receive him, Chattelle was 
well dressed, and expressed a desire to 
settle down in his birthplace. He cast 
about for employment and shortly after 
he reached here procured work with the 
Electric Light Co. In September he dis 
appeared. He left suddenly and without 
warning one Saturday night, after being 
paid by the Light Co. 

News of Chattelle's arrest caused a sen- 
sation in St. Hyacinthe and the confession 
he has made caused another and greater 
one. It is believed some of Chattelle’s 
relatives will go from St. Hyacinthe to 
Stratford to see the unfortunate man. 

Chattelle hada conversation with a re- 
porter, in which he told of his loathsome 
crime, Hemet Jessie on the track and 
attempted to assault her. 

“Did you accomplish your purpose ? 

‘No; she resisted me on the track, and 
was too strong for me, and after a struggle 
T hit her on the head with u stone, render- 
ing her insensible. I then half-carried, 
half-supported her across the field to the 
bush, where [cut her throat and then in- 
flicted the other wounds.” 

“What did you do with the organs you 
removed ?? 

“IT buried them in a field near where 
the valise was found. Ican’t describe the 
place exactly, but if a bloodhound was put 
on the scent it would flad them,” 

“Why did you remove the parts?” 

“T don’t know; after I found I could 
not accomplish my purpose I became mad- 
dened and did not know what followed.’ 

* Why did you strip the body f"” 

I don’t know.” 

“ There was a strong case against you ?” 

“Yes, and the witnesses told the truth 
for the most part.” 

“ They say you have been guilty of simi- 
lar acts before this ?"’ 

“No, never; aud I would not do it again 
for all the world. Iam sorry I killed the 
poor girl.”

The regular publication of bulletins of a 
slightly more favorable nature has had 
the effect of quieting the people of St, 
Petersburg. The general impression here 
is thatthe end is inevitable, but that it 
will not occur for some time. 

A despatch from Yalta says that the 
Metropolitan of St. Petersburg arrived 
there yesterday morping to perform the 
ceremouy of anointing Princess Alix. For 
the next four days the princess will attend 
the services of the orthodox church, and 
atthe final service will partake of com- 
munion, after which the mavriage cere- 
mony may be performed at any time. 

The following bulletin, signed by tle 
pliysiciuus in atteadance on the Czar, was 
issued at 11 o'clock yesterday morning: 
*The Czar slept less last night. His appe- 
tite is unchanged. The @dma does not 
decrease.”” 

The official bulletin sent from Livadia 
at S8o'clock last evening said: The Em- 
peror ate a little yesterday. He felt 
weuker, The cough, with which he has 
been long troubled in consequence of 
chronic catarrh of the throat and trachea, 
has grown perceptibly worse and inter- 
feres with his breathing, His expectora- 
tion is tinged with blood. 

The anniversary of the Czar’s escape in 
the railway accident near Borki was cele- 
brated with a special Te Deum in the 
chapel at Livadia yesterday. Among those 
present were the Czarina, the Czarewitch 
and Princess Alix of Hesse. 

Awaiting » Bettor Opportunity, 

Rowe, Oct. 380.—The text of the Pope’s 
speech to the conference held to consider 
the union of the eastern and western 
churches has just been made _ public. 
After praising all who had helped to bring 
about the conference lie said; '‘ We wish 
that all goveriments alike had embraced 
this grand ideal, inasmuch as the work 
achieved will be for the interest and bene- 
fit of the entire world ; but political views, 
and still more, we regret to say, the un- 
reasonable jealousies of some of the gov- 
ernments, which show in whafcondition 
the papacy is placed, have prevented these 
reunions from having the large and solid 
results rightly expected froni them. Alsyvé 
all, we must lament the ;bsence of the 
patriarch of the Armenians. “We shall 
not on this account, however, recede from 
our purpose, and even if we can countonly 
within certain limits on political union, 
nothing will preyent us from solving the 
grand problem from the religious side, 
while awaiting more propitious times for 
the rest of the work.’’

OTTAWA NOTES- 
Several Important Cuses Doolted in the 
Exchequer Gouct. 

OTTAWA, Oct, 80,—In the Exchequer 
Court judgment was given for the re 
dents in the case of the 
Railway Co, vs, the Crown 
of great importance and involved « 
$50,000 paid by the company 
steel rails imported from England in 1801-2 
and 03. The appellants claimed that the 
rails, which weighed 60 pounds per lineal 
yard, should be “free,” being 
pounds in weight, The case will be ap 
peated to a higher court. 

Sinclair & Dowdney, G.T.R, contractors, 
vs. the Crown, another customs dispute 
over rails, was given in favor of the 
plaintiffs, who will amend their statement 
of claim to bring the rails under the 20 per

WASHINGTON, Oct. 80.—Secretary Gres- 
ham, upon receipt of the protest from the 
Secretary of Agriculture on Saturday re- 
garding the prohibition of American cattle 
by Germany, promptly directed Mr. Theo- 
dore Runyon, the United States ambassa- 
dor at Berlin, to make representations to 
the German government stating that 
Texas fever could not be communicated 
by diseased cattle, so that even if the re- 
ported discovery of this disease were cur- 
rent there would be no danger to Gernian 
cattle; also that the meat of cattle affected 
by this disease had never been shown to be 
dangerous to the consumer, ‘The ambas- 
sador was therefore instructed to protest 
against the action of the German govern- 
ment.
